Burning the Reichstag in a hall of mirrors 

BY LOUIS BLACK 


Over the years, I’ve written a number of columns noting 
my many problems with conspiracy theories. Those involved 
protested the word “theory” and, respecting that, I have long 
been referring to them as “conspiracy hobbyists.” 

In June and July 2007, I wrote four columns on this topic. 
My position was attacked and defended in comments posted in 
response to those columns. It has now been almost three full 
years since those columns ran. In four months, it will be the 
ninth anniversary of September 1 1 . In six months, it will be the 
47th anniversary of the Kennedy assassination. 

There have been thousands of books, papers, and online 
postings by researchers on those topics. It is probably not an 
exaggeration but an understatement to point out that millions 
of hours have been invested in these projects. Nothing has 
come of any of it. I stand by what I wrote below. 

(Rejecting the conspiracy hobbyists’ take does not mean accept- 
ing either the official report on 9/1 1 or the Warren Commission 
on Kennedy. One can distrust all of these.) 


From the June 22, 2007, column: 

“On Nov. 22, 1963, President John F. Kennedy 
was killed in Dallas. In the 44 years since, there 
have been hundreds, if not thousands, of books 
written about it; thousands, if not tens of thou- 
sands, of people have been involved in investigat- 
ing the assassination. There are new books being 
published and new revelations offered every year. 

“There has not been one concrete, political conse- 
quence as a result of all this activity. There is not a generally 
agreed-upon theory of what happened, but instead dozens of 
them, often in conflict with one another. It is likely that this case 
will never be solved because, to a significant extent, theorists 
have created an environment in which there is no certainty. No 
matter what evidence is produced, some significant segment of 
the conspiracy-theory community will dispute and attack it.” 

From the July 13, 2007, column: 

“If there was a conspiracy, it hardly matters. More than 40 
years after President Kennedy’s assassination, a national and 
international network of those conspiracy theorists is still hard at 
it - but in those four-plus decades, there has not been even one 
real-world consequence. The 9/11 conspiracy theorists will prove 
just as fruitful. When so many people concentrate so intensely 
on one event, so many relatively meaningless details are elevated, 
and so many theories developed that, rather than taking any steps 
toward clarity, they render the situation hopelessly muddied. 

“Conspiracy theorists in general have proven to be more 
hobbyists than activists. It is important to note that there have 
been conspiracies that have been uncovered throughout histo- 
ry, usually by journalists, politicians, political activists, and/or 
ideological critics. By definition, one who exposes a conspiracy 
is not necessarily a conspiracy theorist.” 

From the June 22, 2007, column: 

Here are most of - but not all - the comments from Chronicle 
readers on 9/1 1 -conspiracy doubters. 

“ Know the Truth and Ye Shall Agree With Us! 

“‘The only thing preventing you from becoming more 
informed is you.’ 

“‘Just remember the lies and deceptions kid only you.’ 

“‘Americans have been exposed to a massive litany of lies 
and warped thinking led by a neocon supporting media. You 
live your 1984 now.’ 

‘“[T]here is plenty of government corruption and misman- 
agement to address, true, but it all seems trivial in comparison 
to the criminality and evil evidenced by the home-grown per- 
petrators of 9/11.’

‘“It is difficult to get a man to consider something when his 
salary depends upon his not considering it. Are the implica- 
tions scary? Yes, in fact they are so scary by design, few are 
willing to consider them.’” 

Comments posted online about the June and July 2007 
columns (admittedly, there’s a bit of stacking the deck here, as 
not included are any of the posts from those who lined up to 
dispute the conspiracy gang’s assertions): 

“In addition to suggesting analysis of conspiracies is a fruit- 
less waste of time, you also do not provide heuristics for know- 
ing which stories are ones we should accept blindly. I could go 
on at length about how poorly thought-out this article is, but 
I don’t think it deserves the time.” 

“‘Rants from an increasingly bitter and poindess old coot’ As 
your columns have become increasingly irritating, I’ve tried not 
to read them, but when I saw you were ranting against 
‘conspiracy theorists’ I had to read at least some of it. 
I know it’s a lot of pressure having to do whatever it 
is you do for a living (something about providing 
welfare for the Moser family by selling ads for pom 
and escort services), but chill out and set down 
the broad bmsh. Not every person who enjoys the 
pastime of questioning the spin that is spoon-fed 
to us is the stereotyped conspiracy theorist that you 
depicted in your latest screed. I’m no Alex Jones wor- 
shiper, but I think he has a lot more to contribute to society 
than somebody who won’t give up the unfounded conspiracy 
theory that Ralph Nader is to blame for Bush being president.” 

“If Black gave anymore credence to C.T’s the advertizers in 
the chron would jump ship, there would be a huge brouhaha 
and he’d probably lose his job over it. Just remember how free 
we all are and how perfect our system is.” 

“In reading this thread, whatever one believes, the over- 
whelming fact is that the ‘nuts’ are far better writers than their 
fervent opposers, on many levels, syntactic and otherwise. 

“Many many questions have been raised with practically no 
direct refutation, just standard McCarthyistic ‘love it or leave 
it’ rhetoric. 

“The funniest is someone saying Bush, Cheney and com- 
pany aren’t evil, just ‘stupid and incompetent.’ Au contraire! 

“Their brilliance and extreme competence is evident every 
single day we taxpayers foot a bill of about 260 million dollars 
for the Iraq war, for years now.” 

“From the Page Two column - ‘Still, more than half a decade 
into the Bush administration, we’ve seen the gutting of the 
social safety net, an assault on minority rights, judicial attempts 
to limit the rights of women, and a consistent, broad-based 
assault on the Constitution. This is not even to mention the 
whole Iraq debacle: lies, misinformation, graft, corruption, and 
theft. Concentrating on 9/11 seems like a dilettantish activity.’ 

“The war in Iraq and Afghanistan, the ‘Global War on 
Terror’, the Patriot Acts and Military Commissions Act, the 
illegal wiretaps and wholesale data mining, the policies of 
extraordinary rendition and torture, the policy of preemption, 
the no-fly lists and watch lists and other policies used to target 
political dissent, etc., ARE ALL USING THE 9/11 ATTACKS 
AS JUSTIFICATION! To expose the 9/11 attacks as a false flag 
operation is to remove this justification. 

“Mr. Black fails to address any of the specific evidence that 
not only undermines the official narrative but implicates a 
network within our government and military.” 


“Yes, yes ... I understand that it’s very insulting to you to 
be lectured by impertinent posters on this forum and by oth- 
ers elsewhere, and that the implications of our ‘lectures’ is that 
you have been deceived by ‘authoritative voices’ into believing 
an incredible lie - a ‘meta-lie’ on which many subsequent lies 
are founded. This is phenomenally abusive to your ego. 

“Forgive me.” 

“Open your mind and get out your history book, sheeple. I 
have one word for you to consider: 

“Reichstag 

“My grandparents are Germans who came here in 1939. 
When I asked them why they left their beautiful country to 
come here, to live dirt poor for years, they told me they saw 
what was happening and knew the outcome would be hor- 
rific.

The Hightower Report Our Mental Breakdown 
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The Tipping Point 

On mental health care, Austin comes up short

Reginald Demps’ life should not have ended in 
the cold, gray stairwell of a North Austin hotel. But 
at the very least, his suicide ended one patient’s 
tortuous journey through the revolving door known 
as the Austin/Travis County mental health system. 

Demps’ early exit from this world in late 2009 
also chalked up another statistic, adding to Travis 
County’s suicide rate - long the highest in Texas. It’s 
a sad state of affairs when a nominally progressive 
city like Austin is ill-equipped to care for people 
barely hanging on by their fingernails - people who 
are suicidal or experiencing a psychotic break. 

In this issue, staff writer Jordan Smith provides a 
broader picture of an overloaded, underfunded 
mental health system and the frustrations that go 
with it. In “Breakdown,” p.26, Smith also pieces 
together Demps’ final hours and his futile attempts 
to get the treatment he knew he needed to combat 
the symptoms of schizophrenia. 

No Vacancy 

It’s unfortunate that Demps’ last stop in the men- 
tal health loop was Psychiatric Emergency Services, 
a 24-hour walk-in clinic run by Austin Travis County 
Integral Care, more widely known by its former 
acronym, ATCMHMR. According to the clinic’s 
most recent records, 10,707 people sought help at 


the East Austin facility between Sept. 1, 2008 and 
Aug. 31, 2009. Calculated by fiscal years, the annu- 
al caseload at the clinic has grown by nearly 1,000 
each year since September 2005. 

By some accounts, many psychiatric patients 
arrive at PES courtesy of a taxi voucher provided by 
one of two hospital emergency departments - St. 
David’s Medical Center or University Medical Center 
Brackenridge, which is city-owned but operated by 
Seton. Five years ago, as part of the county’s new 
tax-financed public health care district, the two ERs 
were tapped as the “temporary” solution to the 
growing demand for emergency psychiatric care. 
There, medical doctors trained to treat trauma 
wounds and other ailments are now required to 
make judgment calls on psychiatric patients. 
Sometimes the patient is treated, stabilized, and 
sent to Psychiatric Emergency Services for addi- 
tional evaluation. In other cases, the ER doctor may 
determine the patient needs to be committed to an 
inpatient facility 

Therein lies the problem. It is a constant refrain 
from local medical providers, law enforcement, and 
court officials that the demand for psychiatric beds 
far outweighs the supply There are 63 public beds 
in Travis County and 23 private beds at Seton’s

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> AE GM SEARCH IN THE WIND Austin Energy may have 
its new general manager by early July, according to 
Scott Fry of Mycoff, Fry, and Prouse, the consulting 
group currently vetting applicants for the city. The firm 
has narrowed the candidate list to “eight or 10” likely 
suspects, Fry told the Chronicle this week, and he 
expects the city will announce its short list around 
June 14, hold a public candidate forum at the end of 
the month, and name the top two choices - if not the 
winner - as early as July 1. Fry confirmed that several 
candidates are “internal” (currently or formerly 
employed by AE) but declined to give further specifics. 
City Hall watchers have floated four names: 

■ Bob Kahn, formerly CEO of the Electric Reliability 
Council of Texas and, before that, AE deputy general 
manager, general counsel, and vice president for 
legal services; 

■ Cheryl Mele, AE deputy general manager and chief 
operating officer; 

■ Kerry Overton, deputy general manager of shared 
services; and 

■ Karl Rabago, VP of distributed energy services. 

Former General Manager Roger Duncan retired in 
February. Duncan, whose credentials reach back to the 
local anti-nuke movement of the late Seventies, has 
played no small role in the forward-thinking green ini- 
tiatives for which AE has often been celebrated. 
Whoever takes his place will be filling some big - albe- 
it lightly treading - shoes. - Nora Ankrum 

> STICK ’EM UP The Austin Police Department is 
teaming with the Greater Austin Crime Commission 

to host a gun buyback program this Saturday, June 5, 
9am-3pm, at Austin Cornerstone Church, 1101 Reinli, 
in Northeast Austin. The Guns4Groceries program 
offers anyone a chance to surrender a firearm to police 
- with no questions asked - in exchange for money: An 
air gun or BB gun will net you $10; handguns and rifles 
will get you $100 apiece; each assault rifle will bring 
$200. Guns should be brought unloaded; ammo and 
guns should be stored separately in paper bags. This 
is Austin’s first foray into the gun buyback business.

> EAST RIVERSIDE NEEDS YOU The city has issued a 
call for nominations for a working group to help cre- 
ate a new form-based code for the East Riverside 
Corridor. The code will “help achieve the vision of a 
walkable, transit-supportive corridor” in the area’s master 
plan. Nominations are due June 14; self-nominations 
are accepted. Working group members will serve as 
go-betweens for the community and city staff, commit 

to a monthly series of public meetings and working 
group meetings, work through detailed consideration of 
ERC Regulating Plan issues, and help staff prepare for 
public meetings. All representatives need to be com- 
mitted to the vision in the council-adopted master plan. 
The Planning Department’s proposed makeup for the 
12-member group is heavily weighted toward residents 
of the immediate neighborhoods.

City planner Erica Leak said the city is still considering 
how to engage East Riverside landowners and developers 
as partners in support of the vision.

GHOST IN THE MACHINE 

Wherein the council seeks counsel from an ancient spirit

SCENE: Thursday , May 27; the Austin City Council is nearing its 
third hour of privately deliberating City Manager Marc Ott’s perfor- 
mance during executive session , following a public discussion of 
the KeyPoint Government Solutions report on the police shooting of 
Nathaniel Sanders II. 

Bill Spelman ( ominously ): I’ve still got KeyPoint questions. 

The rest of the council (in chorus ): I bet you do! 

Spelman ( professorially ): Am I that obvious? Well, despite all that 
rigamarole we heard about the city supposedly wanting to release 
as much of the report as possible, it doesn’t seem that anyone - 
the police chief, the city manager, legal, anyone - pushed back on 
the initial redactions to get more out there. 

Chris Riley (in the manner of Sonny Corleone ): I think we all feel 
the same way - if the agreement between the union and the city 
was so ironclad we couldn’t release shit for eight months, then 
how could we change that in one afternoon with a “memorandum 
of understanding”? 

Sheryl Cole ( ruthlessly filing her nails): Exactly. And 
that’s why Ott was right to can David Smith. 

Lee Leffingwell ( with a grandfatherly growl): But like 
I just said out there, I still have my own questions - 
namely, what else could’ve been done by a more, 
shall we say, proactive city manager? 

Laura Morrison ( all business): With the KeyPoint 
briefing and his performance evaluation coming on 
the same day - are they even separable? 

Mike Martinez (fuming): I’m still reeling off what city 
legal’s Lee Crawford told us, that “council members are 
basically free to talk about information that you learn or hear in 
an executive session.” So although we never got briefed on the 
details of the report - aside from learning it was bad news - we 
theoretically could’ve talked about it? Like some of this is our 
fault? Like I just said, “I have been told for the last four years 
repeatedly that I can’t speak about anything that’s told to us in 
executive session,” not as an individual, at least. I bet you any- 
thing our new attorney Karen Kennard is gonna walk that back as 
soon as we finish here, saying something about “very complex 
set of standards about the attorney-client privilege.” 

Leffingwell: We’ve sure had our share of very complex city man- 
agers, haven’t we? 

( Silence . Riley leans back in his chair and falls over backward.) 
Riley (still on floor): I can’t believe we paid thousands for slate 
tiles in this eco-friendly piece of shit, and the goddamn things are 
cracking already! ( General laughter.) 

Riley ( still on floor , peering underneath loose tile): What the hell 
is this? ( Riley stands , holding a weathered book covered with 
occult symbols.) 

Leffingwell ( astounded ): The prophecy was true! 

Morrison: OK, but what is it? 

Leffingwell ( with dread): Before our last manager was exorcised, 
she compiled all her strange, terrible wisdom into a haunted tome 
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- the Tobynomiconl We all thought it was just some spooky story 
she’d scare us with when we got too inquisitive during executive 
session. ... Randi, no! 

(Shade opens the book. Her eyes glaze over and she begins speak- 
ing in an otherworldly voice , channeling the spirit of Toby Futrell.) 
Leffingwell (hands held out against the spirits): Toby, is that you? How 
bad is citizen communications on Ott’s performance going to be? 
Shade/Futrell: It will be a bloodbath. Ann del Llano will use Ott’s 
own words of concern about “the great divide” between East and 
West Austin as a cudgel against him for not pressing harder for 
transparency. Other speakers will vent their righteous outrage 
over the report - and Nathaniel Sanders’ loss of life - resulting 
in the most painful half-hour of the city manager’s life. 

Cole (eyebrows raised , still filing): But what should we do with 
Ott? Can him? 

Shade/Futrell (disdainfully): And then what? Start another six- 
month manager search with KeyPoint looming over it? You fools, 
you’d be lucky if you get Debbie Russell! 

Riley: What about putting him on a probationary period? 
Shade/Futrell (with condescension): How? Trim his 
housing allowance? No, voice your displeasure, surgi- 
cally attach a BlackBerry to his hand, whatever - but 
leave him be.

If you could truly speak freely of 
this executive session - or any other - would you truly wish to? 
Therein lies my revenge, and your curse to bear! 

Leffingwell (makes a cross with pens): The power of the charter 
compels you! The power of the charter compels you! 

(With a horrible scream , FutrelTs spirit returns to the Tobynomicon; 
Shade returns to consciousness. Council is in a daze , unbelieving 
what they just witnessed.) 

Shade: Whoa. Maybe those citizen communication speakers are 
right about fluoride after all! 

Martinez: No, I think we all know what we just saw. And what we 
need to do. 

Leffingwell (to intercom): Send Ott in here.

Shoal Creek facility and Austin Lakes Hos- 
pital, housed in St. David’s medical com- 
plex on 32nd Street. As the fifth-largest 
county in the state, Travis lags well behind 
other counties, such as fourth-largest Tarrant 
County, which as of 2007 had more than 
270 psychiatric beds, according to the Fort 
Worth Star-Telegram. 

Jailed for Illness 

Judge Guy Herman, who considers all 
applications for mental health commitments 
in Travis County, can recite a litany of anec- 
dotal evidence to bear out claims that too 
many people in crisis are falling through the 
gaps of a tattered safety net. In the last two 
weeks alone, these “limbo” cases have 
included a 96-year-old woman who had been 
climbing into strangers’ vehicles, a man who 
bailed out of a moving taxi en route to PES, 
and a young man who, according to Herman, 
was denied a bed at one of the private facili- 
ties because the last time he was there he 
tried to start a fire. “We’re supposed to be 
treating these people,” says Herman, “not 
turning them away. ” 

Herman doesn’t buy the argument that the 
two hospitals don’t have the infrastructure to 
provide inpatient psychiatric treatment, and 
the medical staff isn’t trained to treat people 
in a psychotic state. “Well, I wasn’t trained to 
be a judge,” the veteran judge argues, “but I 
got training when I became one.” 

Smith’s reporting for her story included 
interviews with chief physicians at 
Brackenridge and St. David’s emergency 
departments. They both acknowledge there is 
no financial incentive for either hospital to 
expand their psychiatric services. What few 
psychiatric beds there are at the two hospitals 
are there as a direct result of the 2004 voter 
approval of a publicly funded Travis County 
hospital district. While local and state dollars 
provided the funding to acquire the 23 beds, 
Medicaid doesn’t cover the operating cost of 
beds housed in private facilities. 

Without a stand-alone public facility dedi- 
cated to providing emergency and inpatient 
psychiatric care to Travis County residents, 
hundreds of people will continue revolving 
in and out of emergency rooms, jails, the 
county’s walk-in clinic, or Austin State 
Hospital. Eventually they’ll land back home 


or, in many cases, back on the street until the 
cyclical pattern begins again. “It’s pretty easy 
for someone to end up in that jail,” Herman 
says of the prevalence of mental illness 
among the county’s homeless population. A 
homeless person picked up on a criminal 
trespassing charge, for example, can plead 
out in 10 days if he or she is deemed compe- 
tent. In more serious cases, inmates can 
spend more than a month in jail waiting for 
a bed at Austin State Hospital, which serves 
38 Central Texas counties. “We don’t have 
any places to put them other than jail,” 
Herman says. 

‘Coming Together’ 

Next week, mental health professionals 
and school district officials from across Texas 
will convene north of Austin to address the 
delicate topic of suicide, the 10th leading 
cause of death in Texas. Registration for this 
fifth annual statewide symposium, themed 
“Coming Together to Care,” is at an all-time 
high - 400 people are expected to attend, 
and another 300 are on a waiting list to get 
in the door, says organizer Mary Ellen Nudd, 
vice president of Mental Health America of 
Texas, which is part of the Texas Suicide 
Prevention Council. 

The hot topics this year: youth suicide 
and the rising number of suicide casualties 
in the military. Nudd sees the anticipated 
record attendance as a sign of hope. In her 
view, the more people talk about suicide, 
the greater the opportunities to identify and 
“catch” those who are on the brink of cash- 
ing in their chips. Nudd is also heartened by 
the incremental steps being made at the 
Legislature. Last year, Austin state Rep. 
Elliott Naishtat successfully shepherded leg- 
islation that allows local and regional enti- 
ties to share suicide data without identify- 
ing the victims; the primary aim is to pre- 
vent suicide “clusters.” 

It’s fitting that the first entities to sign off 
on a data-sharing agreement are the city of 
Austin and Austin-Travis County Integral 
Care. At next week’s statewide conference, 
the two will receive a public policy award for 
being the first to step up to the plate. 

Now all they have to do is deliver. ■

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UT Spending Squeeze: Departments 
Juggle Priorities 



The University of Texas is not only the 
state’s flagship university but also one of 
Austin’s biggest employers. Yet with a flatlin- 
ing budget (see “Clouds Over Campus,” May 
21) and the recent decision by President Bill 
Powers to order academic departments to 
fund a 2% merit pay raise pool from their 
existing budgets, deans and department 
chairs are making tough choices about whom 
to hire and what they can afford to teach. 

UT-Austin provost Steven Leslie oversees 
the academic budget and will spend the sum- 
mer meeting with the college deans. While 
instruction remains a top spending priority, 
it’s not the only one, with research, staff, and 
student support also requiring investment. 
“We work on how to use the resources to 
best prioritize and focus on [departmental] 
critical needs, and that’s different for each 
one of them,” said Leslie. In the face of “a 
very flat or perhaps even declining budget,” 
he added, “we’re going to have less money to 
support the nontenured track professionals, 
and we’re going to have to make some hard 
decisions on lecturers, [teaching assistants, 
and assistant instructors].” 

While he called the cuts “strategic,” they 
are inevitable and will hit departments differ- 
ently. For example, the School of Engineering 
budgeted for 10 faculty researchers in the 
2010-11 academic year. Before 2008 that 
figure was closer to 20 a year. Dean of Engin- 
eering Gregory L. Fenves explained that 
“continuing to hire faculty, replacement with 
modest growth, is my highest priority after 
budgeting for the 2% merit pool.” And Engin- 
eering has it easy compared to the Department 
of French and Italian: Next year it enters 
a complete hiring freeze, and, department 
Chair Daniela Bini said, “We don’t know 
how long it will last.” 

The belt-tightening got more urgent May 8 
when the administration announced cuts to 
current funding, spurred by a call from Gov. 
Rick Perry to reduce general revenue expen- 
diture by 5%. The one bright spot for teaching 
staff is that most of the savings come from 


administrative spending, leaving them to 
reduce their current budget by only 0.2%. 
Flowever, that’s on top of the budgetary pres- 
sure of the 2% merit pay raise pool, and so 
serious revisions are being made to what is 
being taught and by whom. The Department 
of French and Italian, for example, currently 
breaks its lower division courses across two 
consecutive semesters: As of the new school 
year, they will all be crammed into one six- 
hour course. There will be fewer classes 
taught in English, and those that remain will 
have higher enrollment caps. 

The cuts will impact tenured and tenure- 
track faculty; because there will be additional 
pressure on those instructors to teach stu- 
dents majoring in their subjects, Bini explained, 
they “will be teaching fewer classes outside 
of the department.” That puts particular pres- 
sure on interdisciplinary courses such as 
humanities and comparative literature, which 
bring together experts from different aca- 
demic backgrounds. Bini described that as 
“tragic, because those programs depend on 
many departments.” 

Knowing that her colleagues face remark- 
able budgetary pressures, Comparative Liter- 
ature Program Director Elizabeth Richmond- 
Garza praised Bini and the other department 
heads for being creative in ways to continue 
to help her program, such as providing teach- 
ing assistant positions for her graduate stu- 
dents. Because of that support, she said, 
“our mission isn’t being compromised. We’re 
just having to be incredibly thoughtful.” 

The idea that departments have to do more 
with what they have means fewer opportuni- 
ties to build. Last session, legislators pre- 
sumed that, as major state universities like 
the University of California faced financial 
ruin, many world-class researchers would be 
looking for new jobs. Flowever, due to the 
ongoing squeeze, Richmond-Garza said that 
her department has had to downsize and 
pass on hiring “wonderful candidates ... who 
went to other places that had more funding.” 
In fact, with a stagnating budget and an 


improving national economy, UT is no longer 
in a buyer’s market. “The reality is that this 
has been a time of great opportunity,” said 
Leslie, “but with where we’re headed now, 
we’re in it with the rest of them.” 

H iring freezes and slowdowns will also 
have a serious impact on graduating doctoral 
students looking for their first lecturing posi- 
tions. Before 2008, the School of 
Engineering was expanding by six to eight 
new positions a year; now those numbers 
have been halved. Even if hiring returns to 
previous levels in future years, that leaves a 
wave of highly qualified graduates who may 


have to look outside of academia for their 
first jobs. “A few years ago,” said Richmond- 
Garza, “one might be concerned about any 
kind of discontinuity in one’s professional 
record.” As a member of the national 
Coalition on the Academic Workforce, 
she said, “one of the things we’re trying to 
publicize is that people’s career paths are 
going to be affected by the current economy, 
and that we need to keep that in mind for 
most people finishing Ph.D.s this year, next 
year, and the following year.” She added, 
bleakly, “Let’s just hope it’s only that many.”

Armendariz to Texas: Don't Make Me Federalize 


In the simmering battle between the Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality, EPA Region 6 Administrator Al 
Armendariz told the Chronicle this week that if the state 
doesn’t start issuing federally consistent air permits by 
June 30, he is prepared to take over the job. Armendariz 
called from the Gulf Coast, where he’s working the BP oil 
spill, about his plans to make Texas comply with the federal 
Clean Air Act. (See “Environmental Cage Match,” May 28.) 

Armendariz reiterated that he’d prefer to see the TCEQ 
write air permits for industry that follow federal law so he 
does not have to take over issuing air permits. “But I will 
federalize them if the state won’t write federally consis- 
tent permits,” he said. In addition to the Flint Hills refinery 
permit, which EPA has already taken over, “We’re totally 
prepared to do all the others,” he said. That could include 
all 40 of the plant permits to which EPA already has 


objected. But he’d rather not play the heavy: “The state 
still has the ability to do those permits if it has a change 
of heart. 

“This action that we’re taking [on permits last week] is just 
one of the significant issues we have with the air quality pro- 
gram at TCEQ,” he continued. “We have problems with the 
program itself - the rules they operate under, their processes, 
public engagement” and on and on. “So this goes far beyond 
air permits. The program itself also has to be fixed.” 

Do the problems at TCEQ run so deep that the agency 
needs to be abolished and a whole new agency created 
under the state’s Sunset Review process this year? Armen- 
dariz declined to offer an opinion, as that’s a state legisla- 
tive process. He said: “There are a lot of good things 
TCEQ does. Our staffs work together very well on a lot of 
important issues. But at the same time, there are a lot of 
serious deficiencies. 



obligation to enforce the Clean 
Air Act,” he said. “But they do 
many other things very well. 

“The prospect of taking over 
an entire air permitting pro- 
gram is one that takes many, 
many months,” he continued. 
So “it’s one we’ll start taking 
over very, very soon” unless 
TCEQ “gets its act together. 

“I really hope to see examples of corrected permits that no 
longer have the serious flaws we’ve identified,” said Armen- 
dariz. But a few good permits won’t be enough: “The state 
needs to demonstrate they are willing and able to write good 
permits, consistently, for every air quality permit issued by 
the state of Texas.” - Katherine Gregor 


“We can’t allow the goodwill 
we wish to have with the state 
to interfere with our federal 
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Poverty Knocks at Texas’ Door 


As Gov. Rick Perry and Lt. Gov. David 

Dewhurst loudly rattle their swords at the 
Environmental Protection Agency - i.e., 

attempt to distract Texans from their failure 
to protect the Texas environment - more 
stunningly awful news arrived last week 
about the upcoming state budget: Perry, 
Dewhurst, and House Speaker Joe Straus 
want agencies to cut 10% from their general 
revenue spending next session. 

It had already been a bad week on the 
state finances front, with Rep. John Otto, 
R-Dayton, telling the Select Committee on 
Fiscal Stability that the state is almost out 
of bonding capacity. Now the GOP leader- 
ship has asked state agencies, which have 
just begun their budget request calculations 
for the 2012-13 budget cycle based on 
across-the-board 5% cuts, to construct a 
supplemental schedule with an additional 
10% reduction in general revenue spending. 

A supplementary letter for the 
Legislative Budget Board clarifies the sit- 
uation, and it’s even worse than it seems. 
The board now says that the starting point 
for any calculations isn’t the current 2010- 
11 budget the Legislature passed last ses- 
sion but the recently and retroactively 
revised version with 5% slashed out of it. 

In a press release last week, Perry said, 
“This request for 10 percent reduction 
proposals for the next biennium builds on 
our ongoing call on state agencies to 
tighten their belts so Texas can continue 
our commitment to keep taxes low, attract 
businesses and create jobs as we contin- 
ue to lead the way out of the national eco- 
nomic downturn.” 

However, the Center for Public Policy 
Priorities has warned Republican leader- 
ship that this “cut and cut again” approach 
is a catastrophe waiting to happen. The 
CPPP’s recommendation is to tap the Rainy 
Day Fund (currently at $9 billion) as a short- 
term stop-gap, then actually revise the 
state’s malfunctioning tax base. 

Perry’s request does include exemptions: 
On the purely finance side, the LBB pro- 
tects bond service payments and cash to 
fulfill employer contribution requirements 
for state pension and employee group ben- 
efits (worrying coda: The letter warns that 


“group benefit modifications may be consid- 
ered”). Medicaid and health and human 
services eligibility staffing are also said to 
be off the chopping block. Most of the 
exemptions involve children, with protec- 
tions for the Children’s Health Insurance 
Program, foster care, and the Foundation 
School Program. However, that still means 
massive cuts may be on the table for the 
rest of the educational system. Texas 
American Federation of Teachers President 
Linda Bridges called this proposal “a glib 
request to ‘tighten our belts.”' 

She put the blame on the “faulty 2006 
tax swap that cut school property taxes 
without fully replacing the lost revenue from 
alternative tax sources as promised.” The 
end result, she noted, is a $9 billion deficit. 
The recent 5% cut meant $120 million 
dropped from Texas Education Agency fund- 
ing. What was targeted, she noted, were 
services like dropout prevention, community 
service, and intensive summer programs - 
those generally designed to keep at-risk stu- 
dents in school. “We’re past the last notch 
on our public education belt,” she warned. 
Bridges’ estimate of a $9 billion deficit may 
in fact be painfully low, since more recent 
projections for the 2012-13 biennium are 
closer to $18 billion. If Congress approves 
reforms to the matching funds system for 
Medicaid, that could require another $1 bil- 
lion from state coffers on which budget 
builders had been counting. 

As for the Rainy Day Fund, that could 
become the subject of a game of political 
brinkmanship next session. Perry and the 
conservatives remain committed to sinking 
it into property-tax relief next session, but 
more moderate Republicans have joined the 
broad chorus that it must go into shoring up 
the sinking budget. However, to tap the fund 
would require a two-thirds legislative majori- 
ty: Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, has already 
warned that he will not vote to do so unless 
there are serious efforts to fix the process 
of building the state budget. At a recent 
Texas Tribune breakfast, Watson said, “We 
come back session after session and try to 
put Band-Aids [on], and the Band-Aids are 
all washing off.”

Trail Projects Coming Up Roses? 


“I’m so excited about all the trails that are 
gonna bloom in this city over the next two 
years,” says Annick Beaudet, manager of 
the city of Austin’s Bicycle Program. That’s 
one good floral metaphor. Another is that 
Beaudet’s aggressive tenure at the helm of 
the two-wheeler department is really starting 
to bear fruit since she took over in 2006. 

We detailed much of that story earlier 
this year in “New Bike City” (March 12), and 
since then, more pedal projects are coming 
together: the South and North Walnut Creek 
Trails, a proposed Austin-to-Manor Trail, and 
- after too many years - a full connection of 
the Shoal Creek Trail between Third and Fifth 
streets. Those projects are currently in differ- 
ing stages, ranging from planning to actual 
construction (see map, right). The Walnut 
Creek Trail will pick up in East Austin at 
Govalle Park (giving it easy access down 
Shady Lane to the Lance Armstrong Bikeway) 
and run in a broad arc east of Highway 183, 
through Northeast Park, into north Austin 
through Walnut Creek Metropolitan Park, 
and ending west of MoPac. 

The Austin-to-Manor Trail is a collabora- 
tion with Capital Metro - the project, primari- 
ly under the auspices of the city, would con- 
nect with the South Walnut Creek Trail at 
Johnny Morris Road and Daffan Lane, run 
north through Walter E. Long Park, and then 
head east in the right-of-way of the rail tracks 
on which Cap Metro hopes to someday build 
commuter rail to Elgin. (The interlocal agree- 
ment between Cap Metro and the city still 
awaits final approval from the Cap Metro 
board, but the board’s Rail Committee seemed 


supportive in its May meeting.) It would end at 
Ben E. Fisher Park at Manor’s city limits. 

While construction has already begun on 
North Walnut Creek, funding (as usual) is an 
obstacle for the Manor trail. “We only have 
enough funding to construct half of it,” says 
Beaudet, “which is from the corner of Johnny 
Morris and Daffan to the corner of Decker 
and Lindell. We have $2 million of funding, 
which is a congressional earmark with a 
match. It’s about a million dollars a mile to 
construct these things. We’ll be seeking fur- 
ther stimulus grants and what-have-you 
aggressively to fund the other part. But the 
really nice thing in this era of ‘shovel-ready’ 

... we’re going to go through full design with 
this funding, and we’ll have a shovel-ready 
design and we’re hopeful we’ll find a source 
of funding. I’m really excited about this really, 
really long section.” 

As for the Shoal Creek Trail, that’s actu- 
ally being driven by the Parks and Recreation 
Department rather than Beaudet. The seg- 
ment of the trail between Third and Fifth has 
never had a full connection, requiring 
cyclists to push their bikes across the rocky 
creek bed. But it was made even worse in 
the early 1990s when flooding damaged 
what little trail infrastructure did exist there, 
making getting up out of the bed and onto 
the final stretch toward Lady Bird Lake diffi- 
cult at best. 

City staff says the desire to have an unbro- 
ken trail connecting all the way through along 
the west bank of the creek was hampered for 
years by a property owner who simply wasn’t 
interested, combined with (you guessed it)

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lack of funding. Now, the property is co- 
owned by developers Larry Warshaw and 
Perry Lorenz, who are more amenable to 
working with the city, and some money is 
available from 2006 bonds. “The property 
owner now is very willing to grant us an ease- 
ment for now, and then with the possibility of 
dedicating that once he develops that piece 
of property,” says PARD’s Ricardo Soliz. 


“And once he develops it, that portion would 
be deeded to us.” The property is now being 
used as industrial/warehouse space. It has 
not been determined yet how Warshaw will 
redevelop, but it would likely become either 
commercial/office or residential. 

Money availability will also determine the 
quality of the project. “We’ve recently hired 
an engineering firm to do a feasibility study 
for us, preliminary engineering to see what 
our options are,” says Soliz. “They’ve come 
up with three different options - one as little 
as $200,000 to $300,000, all the way up to 
a million dollars. ... I think the idea that 
being contiguous should be our first priority 
and then see how we can fund the most 
expensive one.” 

“Our company, we develop projects Downtown 
and understand the importance of walkability, 
trails, and the importance of both Shoal 
Creek and Waller Creek, and we feel that hav- 
ing an attractive, usable trail there is not just 
beneficial for Downtown but for our project as 
well,” says Warshaw. “[Council Member] Chris 
Riley approached us about this, and it’s just 
the kind of thing we’d typically cooperate 
with. Getting the Shoal Creek Trail finished 
has been a priority for Austin for a long time, 
and I’m glad we can help participate in that. 
And I have a 5-year-old and a 2-year-old, and 
I’m on that trail all the time, so I benefit as a 
trail user.” - Lee Nichols

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Making Plans 
for Reagan 
and Pearce 


Two campuses in the Austin 
Independent School District risk clo- 
sure this year under Texas’ account- 
ability rules. So AISD administration 
is preparing for dramatic changes to 
both campuses - whether they meet 
the state’s standards or not. 

On May 24, as required by Texas 
Education Agency rules, the AISD 
Board of Trustees approved contingen- 
cy plans for Reagan High and Pearce 
Middle schools. If the TEA shuts the 
campuses when the accountability rat- 
ings are published this summer, the 
district will submit these plans to the 
TEA as “repurposing” proposals. 

Should the schools survive the testing 
process, the district will move ahead 
with them as “redesigns.” The end 
result will be the same, but a voluntary 
redesign would mean the district 
would not have to remove the principal 
and the majority of teaching staff. The 
plan, AISD Board of Trustees President 
Mark Williams said, is “to get out of 
the accountability curve. ... Whether 
we make it or not, this is the path 
we’re following.” 

Under the plan, Reagan would 
become an early college high school 
in the 2010-11 school year. The cam- 
pus, now in its fourth year of academically 
unacceptable status, will get a revised curric- 
ulum and a Twilight Program providing after- 
hours credit makeup classes, while meeting 
students’ social needs through a new family 
resource center. Pearce, which was repur- 
posed last year but left in administrative 
limbo when the TEA refused to reset the 
accountability clock (see “TEA to Pearce: 

Drop Dead,” July 17, 2009), will become a 
pre-K through eighth-grade college prep acad- 
emy in 2011. Education Austin President 
Louis Malfaro said, “Both of them have this 
common early-start high school [and college] 
theme. They want to have kids on track to 
be moving into higher education.” 


Whether or not the Texas Education Agency lowers 
the boom on Reagan High and Pearce Middle School, 
AISD will proceed with academic redesign plans to 
better prepare young students for college. 


Now the clock is ticking on whether the 
plans will be implemented voluntarily or under 
the aegis of a TEA-mandated closure. While 
test scores won’t be finalized until July 30, TEA 
Communications Director Debbie Graves 
Ratcliffe says the agency will make preliminary 
scores for multiyear academically unaccept- 
able campuses available before the end of 
June. Meanwhile, the AISD board will vote on 
June 7 on the first stage of redesigning Pearce 
- restricting it to seventh- and eighth-grade stu- 
dents for the 2010-11 school year. Williams 
said, “Even if they don’t make it, they’re not 
going to be recognized schools, knocking it out 
of the park for all kids. So this is really to pro- 
vide a more appropriate, enhanced, and robust 
academic program.” - Richard Whittaker

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Split Pride: Gay Event Plans Marred by Tension 



One goal of gay pride celebrations has 
always been to bring the range of LGBT com- 
munities and their straight allies together 
under one banner. This year, several local 
groups and artists say they have found them- 
selves not so welcome in the planning for 
this weekend’s Austin Pride events. 

In 2009, after years of jointly organizing 
the parade and party with Equality Texas, 
the Austin Gay and Lesbian Chamber of 
Commerce took over responsibility for all 
events and formed the Austin Gay and Les- 
bian Pride Foundation to handle the 
arrangements. While there were clearly orga- 
nizational problems with last year’s event, for- 
mer chamber board member Ceci Gratias 
said, “The community received it very well,” 
and when all accounting is done, it is expect- 
ed to have turned a $10,000 profit. Yet 
almost immediately after that weekend, the 
chamber forcibly removed President Jimmy 
Flannigan and replaced him with Chad 
Peevy, who also became chair of the AGLPF 
board and owns Peevy Media, which is pro- 
moting the event. (See “AGLCC Ousts Presi- 
dent in Pride’s Wake,” June 12, 2009.) 

That upheaval caused Gratias to quit her 
seat after eight years on the board, and 
she’s not the only member of the LGBT 
community to voice discontent with the 
chamber. QueerBomb, a self-described 
“flash Force assembly of LGBTQIA individu- 
als,” has publicly criticized the chamber as 
“non-inclusive, capitalist, heteronormative, 
safe and unchallenging.” 

Local singer/songwriter Nakia found him- 
self in the middle of this conflict after a 
Facebook posting of his concert schedule. 

Fie had been booked to perform on June 4 
as part of Austin Pride and then agreed to do 
an unrelated gig on June 5 at Cheer Up 
Charlie’s. Nakia said, “I wasn’t told it was 
going to be a part of any unofficial Pride cele- 
bration, just that there would be music and 
later in the evening there would be DJs.” 

What he didn’t realize, he said, was that 
the event organizers were critical of AGLPF 
and that the event would later become affili- 
ated with QueerBomb. After noting the June 5 
show on his Facebook page, he said, “I was

called by Chad Peevy 
and asked what that 
was, and did I realize 
that they were trying to 
go against his business 
and Austin Pride.” Even 
though there was no 
exclusivity clause in his 
contract, he asked 
Peevy, “‘Are you saying, 
if I play at that event on 
Saturday, that I can’t 
play at your event on 
Friday?’ His response 
was, ‘Our sponsors and 
our board believe that it 
would be a conflict of 
interest for you to do 
both.’” A few days later, 
the AGLPF board told 
Nakia his services were 
no longer required. “As 
a businessperson,” 

Nakia said, “what 
rubbed me the wrong 
way was that I was 
being told, ‘You provide 
us with the names of 
these people, or you 
have them change what 
they’re saying about us, 
and you’ll be fine.”' 

Peevy stood by the board’s decision to 
dump Nakia and sacrifice their booking 
deposit. Fie said: “We were very excited 
about having him come on board. Then, of 
course, we’re watching what’s happening with 
everything online and saw that Nakia was 
actively promoting what seemed to be an 
anti-Pride Foundation regime.” 

Nakia is not the only performer to have 
experienced a sudden change of heart from 
the chamber. After her South by Southwest 
performances, singer and actress Sandra 
Bernhard was looking for more shows in 
Austin and approached Austin Pride. Jason 
Roth, vice president of media relations for 
local promoters District 512, and his busi- 
ness partner Carla Patullo agreed to sell 
corporate sponsorship packages to support 
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her appearance. After several weeks of 
work and without any warning, Austin Pride 
informed them they didn’t want Bernhard. 
Roth said, “They pointed towards the bud- 
get and said some discouraging words 
about [Bernhard].” 

Rather than letting Bernhard down, District 
512 has organized a headlining charity show 
for Friday, June 4. Part of the confusion over 
the decision, Roth said, was that “it was 
always very unclear to us whether we were 
talking with Peevy Media or Austin Pride.” 

(The phone number for AGLPF is also the 
contact number for the chamber and for 
Peevy Media.) Without directly criticizing the 
board, Roth said, “It seems like some people 
want to divide the community by asking them 
to make a choice about how they represent 
the community, and we’re not doing that.”

Peevy responded that AGPLF backed away 
for two reasons: First, that Bernhard was 
going to be outside of the group’s budget, 
and second, he said, “We reviewed her act, 
just like we would any other act, and found 
that it was too vulgar for a family-friendly 
event.” Fie added that what is more worrying 
to him is that anyone has an issue with mak- 
ing the event more inclusive. “Austin has 
always had a family-friendly Pride event, and 
for some reason people are really catching 
on to that this year, and some seemed to 
take offense.” 

Flowever, it’s not just elements of the com- 
munity that Peevy said “identify as non-heter- 
onormative” that are making their own 
arrangements for Pride weekend. Even more 
established and mainstream local entities 
have had problems working with AGLPF. Last 
year, HIV/AIDS charity Project Transitions 
had a booth at Austin Pride and took part in 
the parade; this year, the charity approached 
the chamber about bringing its long-running 
Texas Swing gala under the Austin Pride ban- 
ner. “Unfortunately,” Project Transitions 
media/outreach coordinator Jason Rosen 
said, “we could not come to an agreement 
that fitted with our autonomy and Pride’s 
needs.” The reason, he added, was that “they 
just couldn’t meet us at the prices that we 
were accustomed to as a charity. ... It was a 
really unfortunate ending to a potentially real- 
ly great collaboration.” 

For former chamber board member Gratias, 
the idea that Pride is becoming in any way 
divisive is disturbing. She said, “There are so 
many entities within the community, you can’t 
say, ‘No, we don’t want you.’”

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ARA ‘Conversation’ 

Deja vu all over again 



It was indeed a “conversation” - but not much was said 
that hasn’t been said before. Neighbors blasted the city 

and the Austin Revitalization Authority for not accom- 
plishing enough on the near Eastside; the ARA’s Charles 
Urdy defended his agency - and no one’s quite sure where 
we go from here. 

That was the scene at the Carver Museum last week dur- 
ing the city-sponsored Corridor Conversation Town Hall, a 

panel discussion and audience Q&A regarding the redevelop- 
ment of East 11th and 12th streets (or in the case of 12th, 
the lack thereof). The panel featured representatives of the 

tri-party agreement (the city, ARA, and the Urban 
Renewal Agency board) and development industry repre- 
sentatives, sitting before a full house in the 134-seat Boyd 
Vance Theatre. 

The one thing on which everyone on the panel could agree: 
Don’t expect much along the corridor in the near future. 

“It’s no secret that this is a very challenging economic 
climate for development of any kind,” said economist 
Charles Heimsath of Capitol Market Research, “nationally 
and in the city of Austin, although we are doing much better 
here than many other cities are around the country. Still, it 
is extraordinarily difficult to get anything financed in the 
current environment.” 

“It’s difficult and going to be difficult for the next several 
years, two to three years, to develop anywhere,” said attorney 
Nikelle Meade, who specializes in government and real 
estate issues. “So I don’t think that’s special to East 11th 
and 12th.” 

Not unexpectedly, many turned out to vent their anger at 
ARA, formed by the city a decade and a half ago to encourage 
redevelopment of the corridor while maintaining its historic 
culture. In the years since, ARA has built a couple of mixed- 
use buildings and some houses along and near 11th, but 
almost nothing has changed along 12th. 

Steve Mann, son of the former owners of Minnie’s Beauty 
Salon, complained that his family’s attempts to sell their lot 
on 12th got bogged down because “certain powers that be” 
within ARA didn’t approve of proposed uses and kept “people 
that look like me” from “cashing in on our legacy. ... Just 
because ARA has [i.e., owns] less than what would be a park- 
ing lot, we can’t even sell our property,” Mann said. “We’re 
landlocked waiting for the ARA to decide [that] they want a 


coffee shop instead of what we as owners for 25 years would 
like to do with our property.” 

“That represented a complete misunderstanding of what 
has transpired,” objected Urdy. “First of all, the ARA owns no 
land on 12th Street.” Urdy said the land in question is owned 
by the city and was part of the tract that was proposed to 
host a nursing care facility, and he correctly pointed out that 
the project died when surrounding neighborhoods objected. “It 
was never our proposal, it was not our land, all we were doing 
was trying to expedite the development of that land,” Urdy 
continued, “so how the misunderstanding came about that 
the ARA stopped a development there, I do not understand.” 

Of course, as longtime followers of the saga know, the ARA 
and those neighbors are not allies. “Everybody wants a 
change,” said Stan Strickland of the Robertson Hill Neighbor- 
hood Association. “We don’t want the tri-party arrangement 


anymore.” RHNA and the nearby Swede Hill Neighborhood 
Association have called for the city to end its current arrange- 
ment of financially supporting the ARA and instead to open 
up development in the area to other parties. 

But Urdy replied that the ARA was a “preferred developer” 
only on certain blocks of 11th in the original agreement. “We 
are not the preferred developer of any properties on East 
12th Street,” he said. “We are a nonprofit working with the 
city, and someone who wanted to use their property has a 
right to come through ARA if they want to ... but nothing that 
the city has or ARA has would prevent a private developer 
from developing their property on East 12th like they can any- 
where else in the city.”

Travis County’s mental health system is 
cracking under growing patient load

In early December 2009, the voices started 
again. Reginald Demps, 47, had heard them 
off and on for years. This time, he told his 
mother, Willie Jean Fisher, the voices were tell- 
ing him to kill. “He said, ‘Mama, I’m hearing 
voices telling me to kill, and I don’t want to 
kill.’ He got the Bible; we read it and prayed. 
And he said he was all right.” Fisher’s son had 
suffered from symptoms of schizophrenia for a 
long time, since some time after he began 
classes at Austin Community College in the 
1980s. One time, she said, he came home say- 
ing people in the streets had told him that she 
was talking bad about him. Another time, 
more recently, she caught Demps placing all of 
his clothes in a pile in the backyard. He 
grabbed a gas can and said, “I’m going to bar- 
becue tonight,” Fisher recently recalled. “I 
called the police and said, ‘Send a mental 
health [officer].”’ 

As December wore on, it was clear to Fisher 
that Demps was in trouble: He wasn’t eating, 
and he was staying in his bedroom in her 
Northeast Austin home nearly round-the-clock. 
He had been prescribed Seroquel, which is 
used to treat schizophrenia and bipolar disor- 
der, but at this point she wasn’t sure if he was 
still regularly taking his medication. On Dec. 
14, 2009, she said, Demps told her he wanted 
to go to the Austin State Hospital; his older 
brother, Michael, drove him to Psychiatric 
Emergency Services, a facility on the eastern 
edge of Downtown run by Austin Travis County 
Integral Care (the county’s mental health 
authority). When they arrived, the brothers 

Shortly after his release from Psychiatric 
Emergency Services, Reginald Demps hanged 
himself in a stairwell at a Radisson Hotel in 
North Central Austin. 



were told there were no 
local psychiatric beds 
available, Fisher says. 

That night, Demps 
complained to his 
mother that he could 
not sleep, so she went 
to the store, bought 
him Advil PM, and gave 
him two pills to take; 
he took them and final- 
ly fell asleep. 

On Dec. 15, 2009, 

Fisher didn’t see her 
son until she got home 
that evening. He seemed 
fine, she said, and, tired, 
she went off to bed. But 
he wasn’t okay. Well 
after she was asleep - 
sometime around mid- 
night - Demps called 
the police on himself, 
reporting that he was 
suicidal. Austin Police 
and EMS both respond- 
ed to the call, and Demps was transported to 
the emergency department at St. David’s 
Medical Center. According to a police report, 
Demps was seen at the emergency room just 
after midnight; he remained there for just more 
than four hours before he was discharged with 
a cab voucher for a ride to Psychiatric Emergency 
Services for a “consult.” He was “seen there 
and released due to he was not a danger to 
himself or anyone else,” police reported. 
(According to the Austin Police Department 
report, Demps was taken to the hospital for an 
“intentional overdose (suicide attempt).” But 
Fisher, a nurse, said she was told there were no 
drugs found in his system; she later counted 
the pills in the Advil PM bottle, but aside from 
the two she’d previously dispensed, none were 
missing.) Mere hours later, just after 1pm on 
Dec. 16, 2009, employees at the Radisson 
Hotel in North Central Austin found Demps 
dead in a hotel stairwell: He’d fashioned a 
noose from his sweater and hanged himself 
from a door hinge. 

‘Never Enough Beds’ 

Unfortunately, Demps’ story isn’t unique: 
Travis County has the highest suicide rate in 
Texas. According to APD stats alone, 93 people 
killed themselves in Austin in 2009. Local sta- 
tistics also show the supply of behavioral 
health professionals working in Travis County 
has declined over the last decade, despite an 
| increasing need for services. Meanwhile, the 
ro number of individuals presenting at local hos- 
g pital emergency rooms in the throes of a men- 
tal health crisis has also spiked dramatically - 


up 84% from 2006 to 2007. The increase is in 
step with a growing national trend. “It’s really 
horrible,” says Dr. David Mendelson, a Dallas 
ER doctor who conducted a survey regarding 
treatment of psychiatric patients in hospital 
ERs for the American College of Emergency 
Physicians. “People sit in the ERs a long time, 
they take a lot of resources, and they are high- 
risk patients.” At the heart of the problem is 
the fact that mental health services have never 
been woven into the comprehensive health 
care structure. And in Austin the degree to 
which mental health services are fractured 
from the overall fabric of health care is high, 
especially for individuals in crisis. That is in 
part because, unlike Texas’ other major urban 
centers, Austin has few inpatient beds for the 
mentally ill and has no psychiatric ER, or a so- 
called “crisis stabilization unit,” connected to 
any of the city’s seven major hospital emer- 
gency departments. As a result, Austin has 
long overrelied on beds at the Austin State 
Hospital - which serves 38 Central Texas coun- 
ties - to provide short-term inpatient stabiliza- 
tion services, mainly for the poor or uninsured. 
“We are unique for all urban areas in Texas,” 
says Dr. Jim Van Norman, director of medical 
and clinical services for Integral Care. “We are 
the only urban area without psych beds [in a 
hospital]. That is a real shortcoming in the 
community, and it has been a disappointment 
for a number of years.” 

The resulting overuse of Austin State 
Hospital further complicates the already 
stretched system by taking up space needed 
for mentally ill jail inmates who’ve been found 


incompetent to stand trial and need to be 
stabilized before their cases can proceed. As of 
mid-April, there were 50 inmates waiting for 
transfer, one of whom had been there since 
Jan. 19, said Travis County Sheriff’s Office Sgt. 
Kitty Hicks, who supervises the TCSO’s Crisis 
Intervention Team. In sum, says Hicks, “There 
are never enough beds.” 

There are competing ideas about how to 
best tackle the systemic problem. Some say 
investing first in crisis stabilization beds is 
what is most needed; others argue the current 
fiscal climate calls for more investment in 
wrap-around services, like supportive housing 
and employment programs; still others con- 
tend that it isn’t an either/or choice and that 
both avenues must intersect to keep people 
healthy while keeping costs under control. 

Ultimately, the question Fisher wants 
answered is why her son’s life ended in sui- 
cide. In starker terms, local mental health 
professionals want to know how to prevent 
even more deaths like that of Demps. 

Better Than Before 

Even in crisis, things are better than they used 
to be. Only a decade ago, the APD and TCSO 
were just starting to train officers to understand 
mental illness and to respond to mental health- 
related calls. Now APD and TCSO each have 
dedicated Crisis Intervention Teams, co-located 
at Austin State Hospital, and dozens of certified 
mental health officers on the streets. And officers 
no longer have to drive long distances to find an 
available treatment bed at one of the state hospi- 
tals when ASH is full, as they did in far worse 
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times. As Van Norman tells it: “Five years 
ago, when [Hurricane] Katrina hit, law 
enforcement said, ‘We’re not traveling out of 
the county anymore.’ So we had to think, 
where would somebody go if they were 
picked up by law enforcement?” 

The question at the time, recalled Judge 
Guy Herman, who considers all applica- 
tions for mental health commitments in 
Travis County, was “what is the best place 
of the available options: [hospital emer- 
gency rooms], the jail, the street, or in the 
back of a police officer’s car?” The answer: 
The local ERs. “But we’ve got to put that 
in context,” says Herman. “The best would 
be if there were beds in the private hospi- 
tals or in the public hospital, which is 
what happens in other communities.” 

The designation of local ERs as appropri- 
ate “mental health facilities” for people in 
crisis has been helpful, but it is not a long- 
term solution. The fact that there are no 
beds for psych patients within any of the 
local hospitals - including the city-owned 
University Medical Center Brackenridge - 
means that patients in crisis are often 
parked in local ERs until doctors can either 
stabilize and discharge them or work with 
Integral Care to secure a bed at ASH or one 
of two private facilities. “It would be best 
for the patients if [their care] didn’t involve 
the emergency department, but the reality 
right now is that they need to,” says Dr. 
Christopher Ziebell, medical director of 
Brackenridge’s emergency department. But 
bringing patients to the ER can actually be 
beneficial, says Dr. Steve Berkowitz, chief 
medical officer for St. David’s Healthcare, 
because regardless of the reason they’re 
brought in, all patients should be “medi- 
cally cleared.” Still, he added, “it’s not a 
situation we wish we had.” 

Apart from ASH, there are just 23 in- 
patient beds available in Austin. By com- 
parison, Houston and Dallas each have 
hundreds of local psychiatric beds at their 
disposal. While Austin lags behind the rest 
of the state, here too the local situation 
has actually improved over the last decade: 
Before the creation in 2004 of the local 
hospital district, now called Central 
Health, there were actually no local beds 
outside of ASH available for patients in 
crisis. Now, with local and state funding, 
some $7 million has been put to making 
those 23 beds available. But again, “here is 
where the frustration is,” says Berkowitz. 
“There really are not enough psychiatric 
beds ... to take care of the patients we 
have in the ERs.” 

No Business Model 

Despite the obvious need, neither Seton 
nor St. David’s is particularly interested in 
getting into the psychiatric care business. 
First of all, said Ziebell, Medicaid won’t 
cover the costs of running those beds. And 
unlike Dallas or Houston, which have had 
tax-financed hospital districts for a number

of years, Austin’s relatively new district is 
only taxing at roughly 6 cents per $100 prop- 
erty valuation. So it isn’t surprising that if 
Dallas is taxing at 30 cents per $100, for 
example, that the county would have five 
times more capacity, Ziebell said. Putting it 
more precisely, he said, “The business model 
is not there for building it.” 

Berkowitz agrees: “Like any business, we 
can’t be all things in all situations.” Another 
factor is that neither St. David’s nor 
Brackenridge has any psychiatrists on staff. If 
a psychiatric consult is needed at Brackenrdige, 
says Ziebell, it can take up to 36 hours to get 
a doctor to the hospital. “The majority of 
psychiatrists no longer have hospital privileg- 
es, or they associate with a state hospital or 
an institution where all of the patients are 
psychiatric,” says Berkowitz. “That is the 
number one problem we have.” 

Integral Care’s Van Norman isn’t particularly 
impressed with either of these arguments. 
Both hospitals have MRI machines and ultra- 
sound and X-ray equipment, and they keep 
specialists - like orthopedists, for example - 
on contract, so duplication of services doesn’t 
seem to upset the hospitals’ business models. 
Yet, he notes, none of them keeps a psychia- 
trist under contract or provides any room for 
psych patients. When asked about the lack of 
psychiatrists on staff, Van Norman says, hospi- 
tal representatives have told him, “We’re okay.” 
ffe says he doesn’t understand that: “You 
wouldn’t decide you’re not going to have an 
orthopedic specialist and say, ‘Well, we’ll just 
muddle through with these broken legs.’” 
Nonetheless, more and more psych patients 
are arriving at Austin ERs in need of interven- 
tion. And without psychiatrists on staff, pres- 
sure falls on ER doctors to diagnose and treat 
patients without the aid of specialists. At St. 
David’s, says Berkowitz, doctors first do a 
“medical evaluation” of every patient, includ- 
ing patients who come to the ER with mental 
health issues as their primary complaint. 
Beyond that, he said, “there is no protocol, 


because it’s a judgment.” In more severe cases, 
the hospital can legally hold a patient until a 
psychiatric bed is available. If that standard is 
not met, however, what happens next is 
entirely up to the attending doctor. 

Sometimes that means patients are dis- 
charged when they aren’t really out of crisis. 
Indeed, says TCSO’s Hicks, “There are a lot of 
people released, and we’ll go and pick them 
up again two hours later. It does get frustrat- 
ing.” And, law enforcement officials say, there 
are cases where patients commit suicide not 
long after being released from the ER - as 
demonstrated in December 2009 when 
Reginald Demps took his life. 

The Final Hours 

Some time after Demps arrived at St. David’s 
ER, just after midnight on Dec. 16, 2009, his 
mother was awakened by the telephone. St. 
David’s was calling to say that her son had 
been brought there by police and EMS. She was 
relieved that he had found help. She couldn’t 
get over to the hospital that night because her 
car wasn’t working. The caller didn’t give her 
any indication that her son would soon be 


released, nor did the caller ask if she could be 
called upon to take him home and care for him. 
She was available to do so - she’d done so in 
the past, and with her nursing background felt 
confident in her abilities. When Fisher woke 
up the next morning and Demps wasn’t home, 
she became worried. She borrowed a car and 
set out with son Michael to look for him. They 
went to St. David’s. There, she said, someone 
in the ER told her that Demps would be at the 
Austin Lakes Hospital, in the St. David’s 
Pavilion on 32nd Street. Demps was not there. 
They called the ER again: Fisher said a man on 
the phone told her only that St. David’s wasn’t 
a “psychiatric hospital.” 

“They didn’t tell me nothing” about her 
son being discharged to Integral Care’s 
Psychiatric Emergency Services, she said, and 
when she pressed for more information, she 
says, she was told he was an adult and that 
they were not obligated to release to her any 
further patient information. It wasn’t until 
later that she learned from the police that her 
son Reggie had died. 

So far, Fisher hasn’t had any success piec- 
ing together Demps’ last hours. When the 


Chronicle asked for information about Demps, 
both St. David’s and Integral Care declined to 
comment, citing privacy concerns - but from 
what is known (primarily from information in 
the APD report on his death), it does seem 
possible that Demps fell through one of the 
cracks in the current crisis services system. 

Demps was taken to St. David’s ER for a 
possible suicide attempt and was there for 
roughly four hours. He would have been 
medically assessed and at some point a deci- 
sion would have been made regarding whether 
he was a danger to himself or others. Had 
Demps been seen as a danger, the ER physician 
could have started the process to have him 
committed and held him at the ER until a bed 
became available at one of the psych facilities. 
But according to written answers provided to 
the Chronicle by St. David’s officials, doctors 
might also decide to send a patient to the 
Integral Care Psychiatric Emergency Services 
facility, “a more appropriate psychiatric service 
provider” if the “patient is seen as a threat to 
him or herself or others.” 

Whether that was the conclusion the doctor 
made about Demps is unknown; according to

for beds attached to a general medical-surgical hospital. And that’s not 
pocket change: According to the city/county-run Integral Care, roughly 
42% of its clients receive Medicaid. “What we have is inefficient, and it’s 
a boondoggle on the taxpayer,” says Herman. “It’s not the treating people 
while they’re in the hospital that’s the problem, but it’s inefficient, espe- 
cially when you can get one-third of your cost back if the beds were in a 
medical-based facility. It’s not cost-effective.” - J.S.

There is no doubt that Austin lacks enough inpatient 
beds to meet demand. In April alone, the city-owned 
University Medical Center Brackenridge emergency depart- 
ment saw 284 unique psychiatric patients in the ER, says 
Dr. Christopher Ziebell, medical director of the department. 
The number is about the same at St. David’s South Austin 
Hospital, the city’s second busiest ER. In 2009, the Travis 
County Sheriff’s Office alone transported more than 100 peo- 
ple per month on average to local ERs; in total, TCS0 han- 
dled more than 3,000 mental health cases in 2009, includ- 
ing repeat customers. For the Austin Police Department, 
the 2009 mental health caseload topped out at 7,203, also 
including repeats. Not all of these people were transported to 
hospitals, and fewer were actually committed to a psych hos- 
pital either voluntarily or involuntarily (for example, of APD’s 
7,203 cases, 1,690 - almost five a day - resulted in emer- 
gency, involuntary commitment to a psychiatric hospital). 

For both law enforcement agencies, the number of cases 
handled each year continues to grow; in 2002, the first year 
for which the office has stats, TCS0 handled 2,386 mental 


health cases while APD handled 5,733. To TCSO’s Sgt. Kitty 
Hicks, who supervises the office’s Crisis Intervention Team, 
the only way to reduce the ever-increasing caseload is to 
create a stabilization unit, either attached to one of the hos- 
pitals or as a stand-alone unit: “What is needed, what has 
been needed since the beginning, is a crisis-stabilization 
unit,” she said. “It seems like a no-brainer, but for whatever 
reason that has not happened.” Sgt. Mike Turner, who over- 
sees the APD Crisis Intervention Team, says that having 
some beds funded by the hospital district is a good start, 
but agrees more are needed. “It’s like having a five-gallon 
bucket: It’s full, and when you’re taking one cup out, you’re 
trying to put two cups [back] in.” 

Travis County Probate Judge Guy Herman, who reviews 
applications for mental health commitments, believes the 
best solution to handling the growing caseload is to put 
beds inside a medical hospital (most obviously at city-owned TCSO 
Brackenridge, which is run under contract by Seton). Having TOTAL 
beds in the stand-alone private facilities, Shoal Creek and 
Austin Lakes, is great, he says, but Medicaid will only pay

APD, Demps was discharged just after 
4:30am and sent in a cab to Psychiatric 
Emergency Services to be seen. While PES 
is equipped to handle walk-in patients in 
crisis, the services there are voluntary, and 
there is not necessarily a doctor at the facil- 
ity in the middle of the night (Integral Care 
officials say a doctor is always on call). 
More importantly, however, according to 
written information provided to the 
Chronicle by Integral Care officials, patients 
discharged from local ERs and sent to PES 
are assumed to be out of crisis: “If an indi- 
vidual is discharged from the hospital, it 
means that a clinical assessment was done 
at the hospital prior to that, determining 
that they were not a harm to themselves or 
others,” Integral Care officials wrote in an 
e-mail. That said, officials noted that any- 
one seeking services at PES, regardless of 
the hour, is “assessed, evaluated and cared 
for with the same urgency and attention.” 

Although there are clearly problems with 
the system - as Demps’ case highlights - 
Hicks says she still feels for the hospitals. 
“Their main function is [physical] medi- 
cine,” and yet they’ve been thrust unpre- 
pared into providing 
psychiatric care. 

Indeed, local officials 
say the designation of 
the ERs as appropriate 
mental health facilities 
was meant to be an 
interim solution, while 
local stakeholders 
worked together toward 
a more long-term plan. 

But that planning, 
which began in 2005, 
hasn’t yet produced a 
permanent solution that would take the ERs 
out of the main loop of providing crisis men- 
tal health services. “It was allegedly to be an 
interim plan until we’d gotten a medical 
hospital-based model,” says Judge Herman. 
“I don’t have a problem with an interim 
solution. But an interim agreement cannot 
end up like Korea after 50 or 60 years, or 
like the Cuban embargo: It cannot become 
the de facto solution.” 

‘Suffering in Misery’ 

To that end, what is the best long-term 
solution to meet the community’s needs? “If 
all you do is build beds, then everyone has 
to wait to get service until they’re in crisis,” 
said Beth Peck, senior health care planner at 
Central Health. “I think what we’ve figured 
out is that we need a range of [services to 
address a range] of issues.” Ziebell agrees 
that the paradigm should change to a model 
dedicated to keeping people well - in his 
view, local mental health stakeholders should 
alter their perspective and decide that “every 
admission to the psychiatric hospital is a 
failure in the system.” 

There’s no doubt that building wrap- 
around services is a goal of all the local 
stakeholders: The city of Austin has commit- 


ted money to funding respite care at two 
facilities, for example, while Travis County 
has invested in a Mobile Crisis Outreach 
Team, which responds directly to wherever 
people are when they go into crisis. Currently 
lacking, say Peck and others, are supportive 
housing and employment programs - the 
very kinds of infrastructure that help keep 
people healthy and out of crisis. 

And, of course, there is Integral Care, 
which runs PES and also provides regular 
behavioral health services to thousands of 
clients each year. Integral Care’s total bud- 
get for services in 2010 is just less than 
$46 million, with which it estimates it will 
serve 20,000 unduplicated clients. Of that, 
it has budgeted $8.3 million to serve nearly 
7,000 people with mental health crisis ser- 
vices, accounting for just more than 18% of 
the total budget. Still, there is a long waiting 
list of people - 1,200 currently - in need of 
basic mental health services, the kind that 
people coming out of crisis require to 
remain stable. 

Many of those waiting are considered less 
at risk for crisis, but unless they actually do 
end up in crisis, landing in a bed at ASH or 
somewhere else, they 
could wait indefinitely 
for service. These folks, 
Integral Care’s Van 
Norman says, “suffer in 
silent misery, which is 
a real tragedy.” And at 
times, they’re “rattling 
around and showing 
up at PES, showing up 
at the [ERs] .” 

Of course, fixing the 
system requires money, 
and there’s little to go 
around. The state hospital system recently 
avoided huge cuts that could have eliminat- 
ed hundreds of beds locally, but Integral 
Care saw its 2010 budget for delivering crisis 
services cut by more than 6%. 

Where does this leave patients in crisis - 
particularly the poor or uninsured? 
Somewhere in the mix, it seems, like Demps. 
Dealing with his death has been difficult for 
Fisher, primarily because she doesn’t under- 
stand what led him to take his own life. 
He’d had struggles with drugs, which she 
believes were connected to his mental ill- 
ness, and he’d had more than one run-in 
with the criminal justice system - for drugs 
and for assault. But he had been a client of 
Integral Care, she says, and when he was 
taking his medicine regularly, he was stable. 
She wants to know what happened in the 
early morning hours before his death: Why 
wasn’t he put on a suicide watch at the hos- 
pital? Did he actually see anyone at PES, or 
did he leave the facility before he was evalu- 
ated, as he had the day before when he was 
told there were no local beds available? And 
why didn’t anyone from the hospital call her 
to ask if she could bring him home? “I think 
what I hate most,” she says, “is that I didn’t 
get that chance.” ■

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In the Margins 
of Oligarchy

If I am not my brother’s keeper, what am I? 

That was the final sentence of my previous 
column. I cribbed it from Hillel the Elder. Did 
so unconsciously. Good for my unconscious! 
It cribbed from the best, then pointed me 
toward Hillel again as I researched this col- 
umn and realized why “my” sentence had 
such a satisfying echo: It’s been around for 
2,000 years. 

Rabbi Hillel lived in Jerusalem decades 
before the ministry of Jesus and remains 
venerated partly because he encompassed, 
in just two statements, every paradox of the 
individual’s relation to society. 

The story goes that Hillel was asked to 
explain the Torah while standing on one foot. 
He said: “That which is hateful to you, do not 
do to your fellow. That is the whole Torah; the 
rest is explanation; go and learn.” 

On another occasion, Hillel said: “If I am 
not for myself, who will be for me? If I am only 
for myself, what am I? And if not now, when?” 

When do we answer Hillel’s questions? 

Every day, through our behavior. We 
constantly ask and answer these 
questions in every interaction, 
every negotiation between our 
personal reality and the real- 
ity of others. The sum of our 
answers creates society. 

I’m not striving for political 
correctness when I add an issue 
raised by a Muslim writer. It’s just 
that I recently reread The Way of the Sufi 
by Idries Shah and came upon a parable by a 
13th century Persian dervish, Saadi of Shiraz: 

“One night a king dreamt that he saw a king 
in paradise and a dervish in hell. The dreamer 
exclaimed: ‘What is the meaning of this? I 
should have thought that the positions would 
be reversed.’ A voice answered: ‘The king is in 
heaven because he respected dervishes. The 
dervish is in hell because he compromised 
with kings.’” 

Compromise. That’s what we do with 
Hillel’s questions, and that’s what we do with 
kings and those who would be kings. 

Don’t cuss compromise. Without com- 
promises - negotiations with reality - how 
would we get through a day? But everyone 
knows that if you make the wrong com- 
promises in the big things, in time you are 
drained of spirit. 

The same holds true for countries. We 
may make our own lists of compromises, 
individual and governmental, that trans- 
formed the United States from the repub- 
lic it was to the oligarchy it is, in which 
resources are sucked toward the Top Tier 
while the rest fend for ourselves. 


In these articles on our oligarchy I’ve 
concentrated on its tiered structure: the Top 
and Professional tiers, which now experience 
unprecedented wealth; the Skilled Service 
Tier, which more or less makes ends meet; 
the Unskilled Service Tier, which doesn’t; and 
the tier I’ve called Spare Parts, in which life is 
constant desperation. But there’s one tier that, 
until now, I’ve omitted. 

Noticing this omission, a friend wrote: 
“There’s a huge group of us (including you) 
who don’t fit into any of [the above] tiers: 
e.g., freelance writers!,] other not ‘highly 
visible’ communicators . . . [and] artists of all 
stripes who are not ‘top-scale entertainers’; 
alternative health care providers (again free- 
lance) such as acupuncturists, chiropractors, 
massage therapists, etc.; and a whole mish- 
mash of other freelancers, entrepreneurs, 
and small business owners. All of these self- 
employed are in no way highly paid like the 
Professional Tier. . . . They have some amount 
ependence and are highly skilled, 
so they’re definitely not of the 
Unskilled Service Tier (though 
some of them are ‘at best bare- 
ly scraping by’). And they’re 
also definitely not Spare Parts, 
though some may be ‘constant- 
ly in flux between desperation 
and work’ (but ... working for 
themselves, they don’t really 
even have ‘jobs’).” I’d add to this 
list: social activists; many academics; 
doctors, lawyers, techs, organic farmers, etc., 
who work “outside the system”; and those 
who crew endeavors such as this newspaper. 
In short, any who manage to do their own 
thing outside established norms. I call them 
the Marginal Tier. 

The other tiers are horizontal, layered one 
atop the other. The Marginal Tier is vertical. 
Depending on their gifts and luck, Marginals 
may live economically like the Professional or 
Skilled Service tiers; less lucky, their economic 
limits may resemble the Unskilled Service 
and Spare Parts tiers. But Marginals live with 
more of what another friend called “porosity.” 
Unlike those in other tiers, their social access 
often is not determined by their economic 
position. A writer with the income of a clerk 
may be invited to a Professional Tier party; a 
clerk won’t be. 

Marginals are not defined by their incomes. 
They like making money, but they’re most 
concerned with making what used to be 
called a “contribution,” which is, as Antoine 
de Saint-Exupery wrote, “to feel, when setting 
one’s stone, that one is contributing to the 
building of the world.” 


The Marginal Tier lives in active response 
to Hillel’s “If I am not for myself, who will 
be for me? If I am only for myself, what am 
I? And if not now, when?” And, in the terms 
of Saadi of Shiraz, Marginals tend to be most 
wary about compromises with kings of poli- 
tics and kings of commerce. 

Like other tiers, those in the Marginal Tier 
tend to socialize mostly with one another. 
Worse, they usually make art, write, or whatev- 
er, for one another. Many ghetto themselves on 
campuses and in university towns, insulated 
from the national ebb and flow. In big cities, 
they gravitate to the same neighborhoods. They 
are, in short, marginalized, and they cooperate 
in their marginalization. Their isolation limits 
the influence of their contributions. 

I’m describing, not judging. This is, after all, 
my crowd. In a society that deifies materialism, 
people with more complex values naturally 
seek to reinforce one another, whether they 
do so in a church or in an artsy environment. 
(There is a sense in which all tiers of Oligarchy 
are marginalized, for we have evolved and/or 
been manipulated into a society of separate 
societies. No wonder the national dialogue is 
cacophonous; each tier has utterly different 
frames of reference.) 

The more successful Marginals constantly 
look over their own shoulders, measuring the 
necessity of compromise against its pitfalls, 
mindful (or not) of the finger pointed at 
them by Memphis blues savant James Luther 
Dickinson: “You may not be selling out but 
you’re buying in.” 


How much one buys in is a matter of one’s 
judgment and conscience (or lack of same). 
But in an omnipresent Oligarchy, a degree of 
buying in can’t be helped. Own a house or 
condo, purchase a car or stocks, use a credit 
card, and you plug into oligarchic mechanisms 
that suck chunks of resources out of your life 
and community and redirect them up toward 
the Top Tier of the obscenely rich. 

The young are especially vulnerable. The 
student loan racket exists to ensure Oligarchy 
that by the time a talented youth has earned 
a degree, he/she is deeply in service to debt, 
which is to be in service to Oligarchy. You’ve 
got to be pretty tough to tough that one 
out and yet keep your integrity. Liberal arts 
degrees are the least profitable; this loan 
system works to keep the most artistic in 
economic straitjackets. The toughest and 
most original find a way through. Others 
eventually submit. (But that dilemma, in 
one form or other, is what young artists have 
always faced.) 

I’ve attempted to describe a country that is 
no longer what it was. It’s become a labyrinth 
in which the Minotaur is part Other and part 
oneself. But this society, like any society, is 
created by a mass of individual choices. That 
was the way in. That will be the way out. To be 
free was always hard. It’s become harder. The 
necessary choices are made daily, are rarely 
final, and are never easy. To live one’s heart is 
always the challenge. 

Kindly and serious, Hillel still addresses us: 
“If not now, when?” ■

BAM! BLACK ARTS 
MOVEMENT FESTIVAL 

There’s a point to the 
exclamation point 

Anyone who lives in Central Texas knows that Austin loves 
a festival, and Austin especially loves a festival with a name 
that makes a nice acronym. And while ACL and SXSW might 
think they’ve got that market cornered, you’d be hard-pressed 
to find a finer festival acronym for theatre, music, film, or any 
other art form than ProArts Collective’s BAM! 

BAM! got its start around 15 years ago when the late Boyd 
Vance, ProArts’ co-founder and longtime artistic director, 
started the African-American Dance Festival. After Vance’s 
untimely death in 2005, Lisa Byrd took the ProArts helm, and 
one of the first things she did was expand Vance’s concept. 
“That was a very successful festival,” says Byrd. “Boyd 
brought in a lot of new and emerging dancers from around 
the country. But it was strictly focused on dance, and since 
ProArts’ mission is to build a black arts community, we 
thought a very good way to do that was to bring in black art- 
ists, both regional and national, of all genres.” 

BAM! began in February 2006 as a weekend event with 
only four acts at the Carver Museum & Cultural Center and 
the Off Center, home of the Rude Mechs, who have been and 


continue to be one of BAM!’s biggest supporters. It has since 
morphed into a three-week affair with more than 30 regional 
and national acts. This year’s edition, which takes place 
June 4-19, features companies and artists from Arizona, 
California, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Tennessee, and 
Brooklyn. With offerings in dance, film, comedy, theatre, 
music, spoken word, storytelling, puppetry, and, yes, food, 
BAM! offers an eclecticism that those better-known festivals 
with the fancy acronyms just can’t match. 

Where to begin with BAM!? The best place is probably the 
BAM! Cafe, a free event that kicks off the festival on Friday, 
June 4, at the Carver’s Boyd Vance Theatre and features 


food, film, music, visual arts, and spoken word. In 
keeping with the spirit of Vance’s original festival, 
the days following will include modern dance per- 
formances, including Dallas Black Dance Theatre 
and Jamel Gaines & Creative Outlet Dance Theatre 
of Brooklyn, as well as a performance of Capoeira 
Angola, an Afro-Brazil ian dance form presented by 
Austin’s Project Abundant Life, and a contempo- 
rary dance performance from the relatively new 
Austin troupe Ballet Afrique. For the first time in 
the festival’s history, BAM! will offer a night of com- 
edy, with performances by Kelvin Girdy, Lashonda 
Lester, Rhode Island’s In House Freestyle, and L.A.’s 
Black Prince. And lest you think Byrd has left out 
even a single demographic, BAM! offers shows 
strictly for the young’uns: storytelling by Austin’s 
Elizabeth Kahura on June 5 and a puppet show by 
Tennessee’s Wood and Strings Theatre on June 12. 
Perhaps the single most interesting BAM! event, 
outside of the Cultural Heritage District Street 
Festival, presented in conjunction with the African American 
Cultural Heritage District, which features a concert by Leela 
James, is what ProArts calls “Culinary One Acts,” in which 
three local women offer up their fried chicken recipes at the 
former Ms. B’s restaurant, under the watchful eye of national- 
ly known culinary journalist and author Toni Tipton-Martin. 

So move over, all you other fancy-acronymed festivals. You 
know you can’t match homemade fried chicken. 

And now you know why this festival is the only one that 
gets an exclamation point! - Barry Pineo

If it’s June, 
this must be 
our Edison 

Every month brings a new 
honor for local choral won- 
der Conspirare. In May, it 
was an award from service 
organization Chorus America that supports the 
choir’s commission of a new work for 16-part 
chamber chorus by Seattle composer Eric Banks. 
This delicate universe will use five poems by 
Greek-Egyptian poet Constantine Cavafy as the 
basis for an a cappella song cycle in English and 
Greek. This month, it’s a 2010 Edison Award - 
the Grammy of the Netherlands - for Conspirare’s 
Grammy-nominated CD, Requiem, released in the 
U.S. in 2008 but in Europe just last year. 

Could there be a downside to all these prizes? 
Only that these two are both being presented the 
same day. On Friday, June 18, Chorus America will 
present the Dale Warland Singers Commission 
Award at its conference in Atlanta, while across 
the Atlantic in Scheveningen, the Edison 
Foundation will hand out its awards in a ceremony 
broadcast live on Dutch television. 

Where in the world will Conspirare Artistic 
Director Craig Hella Johnson be? On the 18th, we 
can’t say, but we know where he’ll be this week 
and next: leading Conspirare in the Durufle 
Requiem and the J.S. Bach Mass in B Minor. The 
former will be sung Saturday, June 5, 8pm, at 
University Presbyterian Church, 2203 San Antonio; 
the latter, Sunday, June 13, 7pm, in Dell Hall at 
the Long Center, 701 W. Riverside. For more infor- 
mation, visit www.conspirare.org.

Paul F. Tompkins: ... So in the midst of 
that, a comedian that I’d never met 
before, Bob Kerr from Toronto, writes to 
me and says, “Why don’t you come and 
do a show in Toronto?” It’s a unique frus- 
tration when you’re trying to get people 
to see you in one place and somebody 
says, “Hey, why don’t you come here, 
where I am?” So I wrote back to him, 
“Surely,” sarcastically and angrily, “you 
get 300 people to say they’ll see me in 
Toronto and I’ll do a show in Toronto.” 
[Kerr] almost immediately started a 
Facebook group called “I Wanna See Paul 
F. Tompkins in Toronto!” ... And the 
[Toronto] shows were amazing. It was 
one of the best nights of my entire 
career, and I thought, “Okay, this is 
maybe the answer to my prayers.” Maybe 
this is how I can do things from now on: 
to get the audience in place first and 
take a gamble that way. 

Austin Chronicle: You’ve seen stand-up 
go through a few cycles. Flow much longer 
do you think the traditional comedy club 


will be relevant? They’re certainly still vital 
to upstart and young comedians. 

PFT: I don’t think they’re going anywhere. 

It makes it very simple; it’s a comedy 
club. So if you feel like seeing comedy, 
that’s the place to go. Papering the room 
is really where, I think, these places 
make most of their money. It’s the movie 
theatre model. The comedy is not really 
where the money comes from; it’s the 
booze. It’s the food. It’s the concessions. 

I think that as long as they can get peo- 
ple in there with the promise of comedy 
and they can sell their drinks and nachos 
and stuff, then they’ll make money. For 
me, it became an unsuccessful model. As 
my stuff became quieter, I needed a quiet- 
er place to go. I needed to have a situa- 
tion where I didn’t have to win over a 
bunch of people who had a different idea 
of what comedy was than what I do. 

There are comics that try to tell you that 
there are rules to comedy. That this is 
what comedy is, and it doesn’t matter 
how drunk or dumb the audience is, if 



you’re a true comic you can win over any- 
body. Well, that’s absurd. I’m doing my 
comedy for everybody. I want everybody to 
laugh at it, but that doesn’t necessarily 
mean that everybody is going to laugh at 
it. I can only do what makes me laugh 
and what I think is funny. I don’t have a 
whole other act that I can do for drunk or 
dumb people.

James Dick 

The life of an eminent concert pianist was waiting for 
James Dick 40 years ago. Having graduated from the 
University of Texas with special honors in piano, received 
a Fulbright fellowship that allowed him to study for two 
years in London at the Royal Academy of Music and with 
Sir Clifford Curzon, made the finals in multiple major 
piano contests (including second prize in the Ferruccio 
Busoni International Piano Competition and fifth prize in 
the International Tchaikovsky Competition), and gotten Sol 
Hurok’s company to manage him, Dick was set for a career 
of touring the world and playing with its finest orchestras. 
But the Kansas native had other ideas - namely, keeping 
Central Texas as his home and establishing an institute 
here for the study and performance of classical music. And 
in 1971, that’s just what he did, bringing 10 piano stu- 


dents to the unlikely locale of Round Top, Texas, 70 miles 
southeast of Austin, for 10 days of master classes. From 
that, the International Festival-Institute - now the Round 
Top Festival Institute - has grown into a major music fes- 
tival, with concerts year-round on a 210-acre campus that 
includes a 1,000-seat concert hall and a six-week summer 
study program for chamber musicians and soloists. Not 
that Dick never enjoyed that concert career. He’s played in 
London, Paris, Bucharest, Singapore, St. Petersburg, and, 
of course, New York City, and his efforts have earned him 
acclaim both near (Texas State Musician in 2003, a Texas 
Medal of Arts in 2009) and far (a Chevalier des Arts et des 
Lettres by the French Ministry of Culture in 1994). But 
Dick’s heart remains in the heart of Texas, where he’s built 
classical musicians a unique and extraordinary home. 


Alan Pogue 

Never before have so many done so much 
to record the world around us, and yet in 
our information age so much still slips by 
without notice. We need witnesses, and one 


of the best Austin has - that any 
city could have - is Alan Pogue. 
For four decades, this local pho- 
tographer has been capturing and 
preserving on film the too-often 
ignored struggles of people around 
the world. Inspired by his experi- 
ences as a medic in Vietnam, 
Pogue has typically focused on 
individuals in profound need, 
oppressed by poverty, war, or 
political violence. Pogue first 
turned his lens on Texas migrant 
farmworkers and the harsh condi- 
tions under which they lived and 
worked, and ever since he has 
traveled extensively - Cuba, Chiapas, Iraq, 
Pakistan, Palestine, Israel, Haiti - to docu- 
ment like injustices and see to it that the 
world sees them. He’s done the same closer 
to home, in post-Katrina New Orleans or on 
death row in Texas prisons, but wherever he 


Maria Salinas 

When she first organized a dance company 
in Austin, Maria Safinas was thinking about 
her family. Ballet folklorico was a way that her 
children could learn more about their Mexican 
heritage and get involved in cultural celebra- 
tions such as Cinco de Mayo. So she drew 
in the kids from a handful of neighborhood 
families, and Ballet Folklorico Aztlan de Tejas 
was bom. But what began in 1974 as neigh- 
borhood youngsters learning some folk dance 
steps after school developed rather quickly 
into a serious cultural enterprise. Safinas con- 
tacted government officials in Mexico about 
bringing her nascent troupe’s dancers south 
of the border to study, and before long, she 
and her students were in Mexico City, taking 
summer courses at the Academia Nacional de 
Danza and the Instituto de Bellas Artes, where 
they were schooled in the history of folklorico 
and all its traditions. And they returned not 
only with newfound skills but authentic 
costumes, handmade in the regions specific 
to particular dances. At a time when Austin’s 
Latino community had little in the way of 
organized artistic activity, Safinas established 
a company that provided not only a strong 
tie to Mexican cultural tradition but also set 


a high standard for commitment to authen- 
ticity and attention to detail. Thirty-six years 
after its founding, the company endures, 
and though its mission has expanded to 
include contemporary Latino choreography 
and music, Aztlan Dance is still about family. 
Maria’s son Roen has been the company’s 
artistic director for 22 years now. 


Founders Day 

The 2010 class of the Austin Arts Hall of Fame

At this point, Austin’s creative scene has been so active and dynamic for so long that one might 
assume it has been this way always. But take any of the city’s current cultural activities and trace 
it, like a river, to its source, and you’ll find individuals who saw a need in Austin’s creative fife and 
took the initiative to address it, no matter the effort or personal sacrifice involved. The degree to 
which the visual arts, dance, theatre, and classical music flourish in Austin today is owed to those 
artists, educators, patrons, and arts advocates whose pioneering efforts and steadfast commit- 
ment laid the foundation years ago. The Austin Arts Hall of Fame was established to honor these 
individuals and their contributions to our civic fife, and this year the four people being inducted 
each founded or played a key role in founding a significant cultural institution in this city. The 
Austin Critics Table, that loose affiliation of arts writers that recognizes outstanding creative work 
in our city every year, will induct them on Monday, June 7, in a ceremony at 7pm at the Cap City 
Comedy Club, 8120 Research. Here is an introduction to this quartet of cultural heroes. 


JoAnne Christian 

She was among the first voices to call for the 
old Palmer Auditorium to be renovated into a 
performing arts center, and she was still a driv- 
ing force in that effort when the Long Center 
finally opened its doors 15 years later. That 
says a lot about JoAnne Christian, about her 
devotion to and advocacy for the arts and her 
unshakable resolve in seeing a project through, 
no matter how many hurdles are thrown in her 
way. And the road to building this local arts 
center was strewn with more hurdles than an 
obstacle course for Marines: getting the city 
government to back it, winning the elector- 
ate’s support in a 1998 bond election, raising 
more money than any cultural campaign in 
the city’s history (ultimately $80 million), and 
an economic bust that stalled fundraising 
and caused the original architectural plans 
to be scrapped, among others. But as one 
of “the Three J’s” who initiated the drive to 
create what became the Long Center - the 
others are longtime friends Jane Sibley and 
Jare Smith - Christian was determined that 
the center be finished. That perseverance no 
doubt served Christian well in the courtroom 
- she’s a retired attorney - but it’s in our arts 
community that it has been transformative, 
not just with the Long Center but also Austin 
Lyric Opera, of which she was a founding 


board member, the Blanton Museum of Art, 
the Austin Symphony Orchestra, Conspirare, 
the Ransom Center, and last but not least, the 
CreateAustin Plan, through which Christian 
helped set the course for the future of the arts 
and creativity in this city. 
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is, his images tell their subjects’ stories with 
eloquence and personal intimacy - qualities 
he shares with his mentor, the great Works 
Projects Administration photographer and 
UT professor Russell Lee. In founding the 
Texas Center for Documentary Photography, 
Pogue has worked to keep alive the tradi- 
tion to which he and Lee belong. It serves 
as both showcase and archive for his thou- 
sands of historic images, many of which 
document Austin’s political and cultural life 
over the last 40 years - a vast treasure that is 
unmatched. In addition to shooting for The 
Rag, Austin’s legendary local counterculture 
newspaper; the Chronicle; Texas Monthly; 
and The Texas Observer, where he has been 
staff photographer since 1972, Pogue has 
had his photographs published in major 
media outlets around the world, exhibited 
nationally and internationally, and collected 
in the book Witness for Justice. ■

after a fashion

SKY HIGH I spent a couple days high up in the Spring 
Condominiums, in a unit owned by my friend Charlotte 
Herzele. Charlotte wasn’t there and hadn’t completely 
moved in, but Stephen Rice and I made good use of 
the fabulous view. In a wraparound panorama, we could 
see across the city, from the antennae high up in West 
Lake Hills over to the UT Tower, soaring past the 
Monarch to the Capitol, the Frost Tower, the 360, the 
Ashton, across Lady Bird Lake, and over to the majesti- 
cally lit Long Center. Breathtaking. Charlotte’s aerie was 
solid white with only a distinctive collection of brilliantly 
colored Turkish rugs to relieve the simplicity. The effect 
was that of a blank slate with the windows vivid canvas- 
es framing the views. But that, of course, doesn’t pre- 
clude the art that Charlotte has collected over her career 
- stacks of it in the corner of the bedroom, all carefully 
clad in bubble wrap, hidden delights begging to be 
unfurled. We’ve spoken about Charlotte’s collection 
before - she has a huge Silver Elvis by Warhol, among 
works by Picasso, Dali, and many others, so who knew 
what lay under all that bubble wrap? Well, I missed the 
unveiling - to thank Charlotte for her generosity, Stephen 
had our friend Marc Harmon (www.marcharmon.com) come 
and hang the art for her. It was no surprise to me that I 
could have easily stayed there the rest of my life and 
been happy. The peace, so far above the street, envel- 
ops like a warm cloak, and Stephen and I sat and looked 
at all the colored lights in the city and were particularly 
taken with the Frost Tower, which was reflecting the col- 
ors from the side of the Monarch that we couldn’t see. 
And the Spring’s proximity to the Monarch reminded me 
of living in New York. Seeing the full face of the Monarch 


is like watching a huge video monitor playing hundreds of 
channels all at one time. With all those lives going on in 
there, we got glimpses as residents crossed by windows 
and sliding doors, sometimes busily, sometimes leisure- 
ly, and sometimes deliberately. Suddenly, my dream of 
being Eva Gabor on Green Acres was coming true ....

Vive la Resistance 

Joshua Long talks about Austin’s evolution of weird, 
from organic to institutionalized 

BY WELLS DUNBAR 

In the late 1990s, after I had been in Austin a few years, I was traveling down South Lamar 
in a friend’s car. I looked out the window and saw a scraggly, shirtless dude riding his bicycle 
standing completely upright on the seat. I knew I was an Austinite then because my reaction 
was not awe, but simply a shrug. “This town sure is weird,” I thought. 

An ethnographic researcher might call that forming a sense of place. Joshua Long’s newly 
released book, Weird City: Sense of Place and Creative Resistance in Austin, Texas (University 
of Texas Press), is a study of how people become attached to Austin, the forces driving local 
change, and the backlash change creates. We spoke with Long via e-mail from Switzerland, 
“the most unweird place I have ever lived,” where he currently teaches. 


Austin Chronicle: I have to applaud the rigor- 
ous academic framework you approach the topic 
with, because otherwise it could’ve turned into a 
collection of anecdotes. As it began as a thesis, 
were you concerned about the academic trap- 
pings when it turned into a book? 

Joshua Long: When I started out, it was 
not my intention to turn the dissertation 
into a book. Many dissertations are written 
in disciplinary jargon and later chopped 
into journal articles, but that just didn’t fit 
this project. Austin is a well-educated and 
informed city, but Austinites don’t want to 
be talked down to. If I spewed a bunch of 
erudite tripe from atop 
the ivory tower, they’d 
call me on it. Austin is a 
place that requires a nar- 
rative description. 

AC: You make the point 
that Austin’s definitely 
weird - the vignettes 
regarding toilet yard art, 

Nik the Goat, and Leslie 
Cochran testify to that 
- but also that Austin faces 
many of the same challeng- 
es as other cities around the 
country, namely addressing 
growth while maintaining a 
sense of place. 

JL: Yeah, there is defi- 
nitely something different 
about Austin, but that 
doesn’t mean that it is 
the only city dealing with growing pains and 
homogenization. This may explain why there 

are so many other “Keep Weird” 

slogans out there. Boulder, Portland, Santa 
Cruz, Louisville, Asheville, and dozens of 
other cities are begging residents to keep it 
weird. ... The occasional big box store or 
restaurant chain isn’t a bad thing, but when 
you have a cookie-cutter landscape of Pottery 
Bams, REIs, and Olive Gardens, cities stop 
looking like individual places and instead 
start looking like landscapes of American 
mass consumerism. . . . 

All of this, of course, goes beyond land- 
scape homogenization. There are serious 
social costs associated with rapid growth 
and downtown revitalization. Many of my 
interviewees didn’t have time to worry 


about saving a dive bar or an iconic restau- 
rant. They were far more concerned with 
the cost of their rent and their property 
taxes, and as you know, this hits some com- 
munities harder than others. There are also 
serious environmental costs associated with 
rapid growth that need to be taken into 
consideration, but I fear I am starting to 
sound preachy .... 

AC: How do you personally feel the city’s doing 
with regard to keeping Austin weird? It almost 
seems any formalized stance to preserve “ iconic ” 
locales - the controversial and subsequently 
abandoned loan to Las Manitas, for instance 
- runs the risk of institu- 
tionalizing and co-opting 
what made the place spe- 
cial in the first place. 

JL: I have family that 
live and work in the 
Austin area, so I go 
back as often as pos- 
sible. I notice little 
things that make me 
worry about the loss of 
weird. There seems to 
be more self-conscious 
hipsters fine-tuning 
their espresso orders 
and fewer unconscious 
slackers pooling money 
for backyard Christmas 
lights. The occasional 
“Keep Austin Weird” 
bumper sticker attached 
to the Lexus in the parking lot of the Bee 
Caves Barnes & Noble concerns me. And 
it is starting to seem like every other story 
I read about Austin has something to do 
with a Barton Springs closure due to waste- 
water, construction runoff, or bescumbering 
morons with wrenches. Despite all that, 
there is still something very special about 
Austin and I can’t help but think that I 
would like to get back there someday. The 
thing is, if that happens, I might just be fur- 
ther contributing to the problem. I mean, 
I’ll be one of those newcomers driving up 
your rent, cutting you off in traffic, and 
stealing your table at Jo’s or Spiderhouse. 
If I do ever return to Austin, I promise I 
won’t live in a McMansion or pee in Barton 
Springs. Deal? ■

Honduran Food 
Comes to Austin 

We were heading out on North Lamar, 
cruising for bahn ml (Vietnamese sand- 
wiches), when I noticed a bus with 
Honduran flags on the side of the road, 
indicating curbside Honduran cuisine. 
That got me thinking; are there any 
more in town, or is this the only 
Honduran spot? A bit of concentrated 
searching revealed a growing number of 
Honduran spots in Austin, all serving 
fairly similar menus. 

A menu lexicon before you go: a 
baleada is a flour tortilla taco with var- 
ious fillings; an enchilada is the 
Honduran version of the flat, crispy 
tostada; a Honduran taco is a Mexican 
flauta; tamales are wrapped in banana 
leaves. Generally speaking, tortillas are

not served with bananas or plantains; 
one starch at a time is enough. Beans 
tend to be black or small and red. 
Tajadas are fried slices of green 
banana or plantain and usually line the 


bottom of an entree plate. Chismol is 
a mild pico de gallo, meant to accom- 
pany rich foods, and curtido is a beet- 
tinted cabbage slaw with vinegar.

ANTOJITOS HONDURENOS

At the only nontrailer Honduran option in town we tried, we 
developed an instant respect for the tamales that started our 
meal. Tamales Hondurenos ($2.50) are large; stuffed with 
rich, tender pork (and a little potato); and encased in the 
lightest, most flavorful masa imaginable. Without question, 
this was the best tamale of my life. The equally large tamalito 
de elote con mantequilla ($2.50) is like a perfect marriage of 
masa and fresh sweet corn, topped with a saucy squiggle of 
butter and crema fresca. Superb. The weird thing is that it’s 
three doors down from Costa del Sol, a Salvadoran joint 
that also makes amazing tamales, making this little strip cen- 
ter ground zero of any tamale-lover’s tour. 

The baleadas especiales ($2.50) impressed, filled with 
fried beef, refried black beans, avocado, and grated cheese 
which resembles Parmesan. Its version of tajadas con polio 
frito ($6.50) was the only letdown. The leg quarter sits on a 
bed of fried plantain and lettuce. Both were improved by the 
addition of curtido. We also succumbed to the sopa Garifona 
($9.99), a huge bowl of coconut-milk seafood soup, filled with 
plantain chunks, carrot, onion, chopped octopus, shrimp, 
mussels, fish, surimi, and a whole crab split down the middle, 
all in a rich seafood broth. The soup comes with a side of 
buttery rice. This little cafe blew me away.

Differing in name from the previous cafe by only the tilde over 
the “n,” this North Lamar food trailer is actually a school bus. 
Affiliated with two more buses in Houston, Antojitos has a pic- 
ture menu that makes ordering easy for the non-Spanish speak- 
er. You order at the window and then wait on the patio where 
there are a few tables. They shout out when your order is ready. 

We started with a platano frito ($3.50), which is almost a 
meal in itself. The plate contains a whole pan-fried sweet 
plantain, rich and savory black beans, a puddle of crema fres- 
ca, and a big pile of grated cotija cheese, making the perfect 
taste combination. We each had an enchilada ($2): a big, 
crispy chalupa topped with minced savory pork, cubes of fried 
yucca and tomato, shredded cabbage and onion, cilantro, and 
grated cheese. We also split a came molida con tajadas 
($7.50). This starts with a bed of sliced, fried sweet plantain 
topped with a mound of very delectable minced beef and then 
accompanied by shredded cabbage, celery, carrot, cubes of 
fried yucca, and mild roasted peppers, all covered with a mild 
tomato sauce. We loved it. Word on the street is that the pork 
chops and fried chicken are well worth a return trip as well.

More Honduran food in Austin can 
only be a good thing.

Austin food and nutrition journalist Toni Tipton-Martin 
(www.thejemimacode.com) is at the White House this week 
participating in the launch of first lady Michelle Obama’s 
new program Chefs Move to Schools (www.letsmove.gov). 
The new community initiative, administered by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, is designed to pair chefs and 
culinary professionals with interested local schools to 
assist in educating students about better nutritional 
choices. Selected chefs from around the country were 
invited to the White House program launch based on pro- 
posals sent in May. Tipton-Martin received the prestigious 
invitation because of her work here in Austin founding the 
nonprofit SANDE Youth Project that is dedicated to 
“combating childhood hunger, obesity, and disease by 
teaching basic cooking skills to at-risk youth and their 
families.” Tipton-Martin first told Chronicle readers about 
the SANDE project and her goal to restore the historic 
Limerick-Frazier House in East Austin to serve as its 
home in a Jan. 15 feature (“Peace Through Pie”) about a 
pie social celebrating the Martin Luther King day. We 
expect to hear more about her involvement in Chefs Move 
to Schools when she returns from Washington... A TV pro- 
ducer asked me recently what was driving the expansion 
of Austin’s trailer cuisine scene. I told her it’s a case of 
culinary entrepreneurship meeting the enlightened self- 
interest of property owners who can’t develop real estate 
to its highest potential just now because of the economy. 
As proof, look at four new food trailer courts that have 
sprung up in recent weeks. You can get everything from 
Sugarstar cupcakes to Lucky J’s fried chicken and Elotes 
Locos Mexican corn to Mexican/ Korean fusion dishes from 
TaKorea at the Longhorn Food Court, at the corner of 
MLK and Rio Grande where there was once a convenience 
store. At 801 Barton Springs Rd., where the Filling Station 
restaurant once stood, you’ll find Sushi-a-Go-Go, Sno-Beach 
sno-cones, Elixir Coffee Solutions, and Cajun/ltalian special- 
ties from Osmo’s Kitchen. Farther south, on a corner lot at 
Live Oak and South First formerly slated for condos, look 
for Kary Austin’s Bagels & Smoothies, NOA Snow Cones, 
Pick-Up Sticks Kebabs & More, and tacos at the SoFi 
Food Court. And this weekend, Austin’s newest trailer 
court debuts when EAT - the East Austin Trailer Park 
& Eatery (2326 E. Cesar Chavez, www.eastaustineat.com) 
opens in what was until recently an empty lot between 
two warehouses. Trailers: Beso de Luna with tamales, 
tacos, aguas frescas, and Mexican coffee; Mexican burg- 
ers and hot dogs from the Tex-Mex Man; hot and cold tea 
beverages at the Sesi Tea Cart; classy little burgers from 
the Upscale Slider Guys; tiny doughnuts from A Little 
Dippy Donut Company; and designer s’mores around the 
campfire at TREAT. Speaking of trailers, Hola Aloha 
Fresh Treats has relocated and is now serving delicious 
shaved-ice concoctions prepared with organic fruits and 
fruit syrups at 2113 S. Lamar, near LuLu B’s... The own- 
ers of Dazzle Coffee (100 N. Second St., Pflugerville, 
670-1100, www.dazzlecoffee.com) are celebrating their fourth 
anniversary by giving away a $1,000 gift card to the 
250,000th customer to order coffee in their shop. The 
actual anniversary is June 9, and they expect to reach 
the sales milestone by midmonth.

The Kamburis brothers’ Austin restaurant 
empire has expanded and contracted along 
with the economy in recent years. Currently, 
their original Flipnotics serves coffee drinks, 
locally sourced snacks, and live music to a 
loyal clientele on Barton Springs Road restau- 
rant row, while their newer Satellite Bistro is 
packing in diners near Circle C Ranch. The 
midcentury modem bistro replaces the funki- 
er Flip’s Satellite Cafe lost to potential road- 
way development in Oak Hill. The big new 
space still has the Jetsons-style decor but 
offers a comfortable patio for enjoying jazz and 
Western swing and a cozy bar with a flat- 
screen TV tuned to sports that is visible but 
not obtrusive. On a recent Saturday the 
Satellite was full - music lovers on the patio, 
baseball fans at the bar, families, dates, and 
ladies ’-night- out parties filling the dining 
room - a regular neighborhood hot spot. 

In addition to a comfortable space and 
friendly, welcoming service, the attraction here 
appears to be the affordable, mainstream menu 
with something to appeal to everyone. Our 
group of five had appetizers, entrees, and des- 
serts (no beer, wine, or cocktails) for just under 
$100 and went home satisfied. Although all the 
food was flavorful, we discovered that the 
kitchen can have timing issues on busy nights. 
For instance, the only jolt of heat on our plate 
of Cosmic Crab Cakes ($8.99) came from the 
pool of jalapeno aioli under the room-tempera- 
ture discs of crab and breading. The entrees 
further demonstrated the problem: My single- 
cut pork chop ($12.99) was obviously hot off 
the grill and artfully presented on top of cold 
mashed potatoes; the dinner special of mahi- 
mahi ($17.99) was paired with toothsome 
risotto and grilled asparagus, but the lovely fish 
was overcooked; the crab- topped bistro trout 
($14.99) with Israeli couscous and a sauteed 
vegetable medley offered delicious flavor com-

The newest Brick Oven in southwest Austin 
offers large, comfy dining rooms with curved 
windows and stone arches that mimic the 
curved shape of the signature brick oven in the 
kitchen. Pizzas and baked pasta dishes emerge 
from the big oven, complemented by a selection 
of fresh salads, a hearty minestrone, sauced 
pastas with some spicy Southwestern influence, 
homemade desserts, and a small, affordable 
wine and beer list. The bonus at this particular 
location is a full-scale gluten-free menu, designed 
by general manager (and celiac disease sufferer) 
Christine Moore, who developed the menu and 
trains the waitstaff about how to assist celiac 
customers before they work the floor. She is cur- 
rently adding a few gluten-free items to the 
menus at Brick Oven’s other two outlets. 

The gluten-free menu here offers everything 
from appetizers and Redbridge or Bard’s beer 
to rice-based pastas and mac and cheese for 
kids, plus brownies and carrot cake, all for a 
small upcharge to the regular item prices. The 
menu star, however, would have to be the piz- 
zas, based on crusts provided by a local com- 
pany called Gluten Free Kneads. The medium- 
sized raw crusts are partially baked, then cov- 
ered with your choice of toppings, and 
returned to the oven to finish. Cheeses, sauc- 
es, and toppings don’t become one with this 
crust in the same way they do with raised- 
yeast pizza dough made with flour, but the 
crackerlike crust holds up well and more than

Although the sign labels this eatery as Viet 
Thai, the family that owns Blue Bamboo is 
Vietnamese, and the dishes from their home- 
land really shine. The space is comfortable 
and clean, the service friendly, and delivery is 
available through ATX Delivery (see “ATX 
Delivery,” p.41). Although basic Thai staples 
such as pad thai and curries are represented, 
the Vietnamese dishes are among the best 
I’ve tasted, freshly prepared and artfully pre- 
sented, with care and love evident in each 
plate arriving at the table. From the simple, 
standard fare, these folks serve one of the 
tastiest bowls of pho ($6, small; $6.50, large), 
with all the proper garnishes of herbs and 
vegetables and a satisfying, extra-clear broth. 
The combination fried rice ($10.50, dinner) 
was a heaping serving of delicious rice with 
shrimp, pork, chicken, beef, traditional peas 


and carrots, and the freshest omelet slices 
I’ve ever had in a fried rice. Neither greasy 
nor crunchy, this version of a simple dish 
elevates it to a new level. 

Since I’m always on the lookout for unique 
new dishes, we tried the Nem Nuong appetizer 
($8): small balls of ground pork and shrimp 
seasoned with salt, pepper, onions, and a bit of 
rum, then grilled on skewers and served with 
fish sauce. These savory delights are so addict- 
ing I could eat them all day. But there are so 
many other interesting menu items, beginning 
with the funniest, most bizarrefy named dishes 
I have ever seen. The traditional Vietnamese 
rice plates - all served with steamed rice, fresh 
lettuce, cucumber, tomato, pickled carrot 
strips, and fish sauce - have names like 
Cyclone Driver, Jumping Shrimp, and Twin 
Sensation, but we picked the Seasonal Secretary 
($9.99), topped with sliced grilled chicken 
breast marinated in a savory-sweet sauce. We 
also enjoyed the Silent Mistress ($10.50, 
lunch; $13, dinner), a refreshing and slightly 
spicy salad of shredded lettuce topped with 
slices of grilled New York strip dressed with 
lime juice, chile, cilantro, onion, toasted rice, 
and fresh mint, with steamed rice on the side. 
Next time I’ll try the Spicy Landlord vermicelli 
bowl ($7), topped with stir-fried chicken, 
chile, and lemongrass. In addition to the clas- 
sic Thai coffee drinks, the kitchen here makes 
tropical fruit slushies and shakes, there’s a full 
bar, and even TVs tuned to sports. This could 
be my new favorite Vietnamese eatery in 
South Austin. - C.A.

neither too fancy nor “strip-mall-ish.’’ Sushi is 
prominent, but other simple Japanese dishes 
such as udon noodles, teriyaki, donburi, and 
katsu are also on the menu, along with a small 
selection of Korean dishes. Appetizers range 
from the ubiquitous edamame ($3.95) and 
yakitori ($4.95) to house creations and sal- 
ads. Business is brisk, especially at lunch, but 
the staff is very efficient and friendly, and a 
warm, polite welcome is the norm. Lunch 
specials are a good deal here, especially the 
ample bento boxes, which come with entree 
of choice, miso soup, three generous pieces of 
vegetable tempura, four pieces of the stan- 
dard California roll, a fresh salad with carrot- 
ginger dressing, and sticky steamed rice 
topped with sesame seeds and bonito pow- 
der. The tonkatsu ($8.95) was tender and 
golden, not greasy, served with the traditional 
sweet-savory-spicy tonkatsu sauce. The salm- 
on teriyaki ($11.95) is a generous portion of 
lightly grilled, moist salmon fillet glazed with 
a savory teriyaki sause, which I usually shy 
away from as they tend to be too sweet. 

Lunch specials also include sushi, of course. 
A variety of nigiri, sashimi, and roll combina- 
tions come with miso soup and range from 
$6.95 to $22.95 (this one includes a whole 
signature roll, four pieces of sashimi, and five 
nigiri). The fish is fresh and artfully presented, 
with the nigiri pieces just the right size. Another 
sashimi special, the tuna tataki ($13.95) was a 
hit, with barely seared tuna drizzled with ponzu 
and nesded in thin strands of daikon dressed 
with a spicy soy and chile oil sauce. The sushi 
bar produces a large quantity of signature rolls, 
including some of the standards that are found 
pretty much everywhere. But they also have 
some interesting and tasty originals, like the 
Hot Night Roll: crunchy shrimp tempura, crab, 
and cucumber topped with spicy tuna, eel 
sauce, and the spicy (indeed!) house sauce. I 
also liked the Sexy Roll - tuna, salmon, white- 
fish, crabmeat, and vegetables wrapped in thin 
ribbons of cucumber without rice - and the 
Green Land Roll: cucumber, carrot, lettuce, and 
other vegetables wrapped in soy paper, topped 
with ponzu and ginger sauce. 

Overall, there’s nothing especially out- 
standing about Yanagi, but there’s abso- 
lutely nothing wrong with it. Fresh sushi, 
friendly service, and a menu that includes 
something for everyone are a welcome addi- 
tion to the neighborhood. - C.A.

I had read that these folks are striving to 
serve regional Mexican dishes not found on any 
other menu in town, so I was very eager to try 
it out. The menu boasts appealing items with a 
clear Central Mexico influence, which was con- 
firmed when I discovered the owners are from 
San Miguel de Allende, Guanajuato. The tiny 
but welcoming space is well-appointed, with a 
long bar well-stocked with a variety of tequilas. 
The specialty cocktail selection includes signa- 
ture margaritas (including one made with 
tepache , a fermented pineapple drink that’s 
popular in Jalisco) and the strangest michelada 
I have ever had, what they call “San Miguel- 
style” ($4.50) consisting of a can of Tecate 
topped with cocktail shrimp tossed in a fiery 
tomato sauce with hints of habanero, with lime 
wedges on the side. The coolest aperitif I’ve 
seen in a while, it’s likely to be copied at my 
house during the World Cup. We accompanied 
these with an antojito, flautas Maya ($8.50), 
which were more like tacos dorados : pan-fried 
and filled with tasty, moist chicken, topped 
with a xoconostle (the sour fruit of the prickly 
pear) sauce. As far as I know, xoconostles are 
not used in Mayan cuisine, but the flautas were 
succulent and devoured greedily. 

We decided on three entrees: chicken in 
mole bianco ($14.50), camarones adobados 
($14.50), and chiles en nogada ($13.50). The 
problems began when the obviously novice 
server took more than 20 minutes to bring 
me the wine sample I requested, and then 
another 30 minutes to deliver the aforemen- 
tioned entrees. When they finally arrived, 
reviews were mixed. The mole bianco, a tradi- 
tional sauce made with various nuts, mescal, 
and chiles gueros, was very authentic, but the 
thin chicken cutlet was dry and rubbery. The 
same was true of the shrimp, which were 
wrapped in bacon, skewered, and lathered in 
a delicious pineapple-tinged adobo sauce, 
but were obviously not grilled to order. The 
chile en nogada’s sauce is a peanut- rather 
than walnut-based version and was a bit too 
sweet, but the stuffing was right on. The 
sauces here were all extraordinary, but it 
seemed the meats had been cooked in 
advance and reheated before serving. This, 
together with the chaotic (albeit friendly) 
service, was a letdown. I really want to like 
Hecho en Mexico, and I see huge potential. I 
hope management pays more attention to 
details, because correcting these flaws could 
turn a decent restaurant into a remarkable 
one. I will return to check. - C.A. 
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Closed Sunday.

TWO DECADES OF PRESERVATION 

AFS Essential Cinema: Selections 
From Milestone Films

Movies unspool before us, but rarely do 
we think about where they come from. We 
may talk about the directors who made 
them, swoon over certain actors, even 
note the occasional composer or produc- 
er. But the distributor? Really, how often 
do we notice (and remember) the name of 
the company responsible for getting the 
movie out to viewers? More important, 
how frequently do we consider these com- 
panies as identifiable characters in the 
scheme of things, as entities with person- 
alities and not just invisible behemoths 
peddling film products to make a buck? 

The subject is vast, and there’s no one- 
answer-fits-all approach, especially in this 
era marked by corporate conglomeration 
and systemic changes brought about by 
the advancements in digital-delivery tech- 
nologies. Yet, sometimes, a company’s 
identity shines clearly, even while others 
around them are in flux. One of those 
companies is Milestone Films, which was 
founded in 1990 and is now celebrating 
its 20th anniversary with a national tour- 
ing exhibition of films from its catalog. 
“Discovering and distributing films of 
enduring artistry from both yesterday and 
today” is the company’s mission, as stat- 
ed on its website. The company’s collec- 
tion ranges from silent films to modern 
American independent features and also 
includes documentaries and foreign films. 
More than that, Milestone’s co-founders, 
Dennis Doros and Amy Heller, are avid 
preservationists and film restorers, seek- 
ing out the best print sources and occa- 
sional missing footage to present viewers 
with optimum film experiences. The 10 
films in the Austin Film Society’s new 


summer series offer a terrific survey of 
the company’s work. 

The restoration of Killer of Sheep, 
made in 1977 by AFS advisory board 
member Charles Burnett, is one of 
Milestone Films’ great success stories. 
Burnett’s realist portrait of African- 
American life in Los Angeles’ Watts ghetto 
was one of the first 50 films selected for 
inclusion in the Library of Congress’ 
National Film Registry. Yet music licensing 
problems had interfered with the film’s 
public presentation over the years, and 
only ragged 16mm prints were available at 
the time Doros and Heller stepped in to 
create a restored and fully licensed print 
for the film’s 30th anniversary. They have 
applied the same restoration standards to 
films that have been hacked by censors 
or trimmed to fit the demands of televi- 
sion time frames and visual frames (as in 
altered pan-and-scan presentations of 
widescreen movies). Orson Welles’ The 
Trial, based on the Kafka work, is an 
example of such a save from the TV 
vaults. Other works by cinema masters in 



this series include Luchino Visconti’s 
Rocco and His Brothers, Michael Powell’s 
The Edge of the World, and Manoel de 
Oliveira’s I'm Going Home. Among the res- 
cued documentaries in the program are 
the harrowing South: Ernest Shackleton 
and the Endurance Expedition and the lyri- 
cal Araya, about Venezuelan salt harvest- 
ers. The program is rounded out with the 
Japanese award-winner Village of Dreams, 
Kevin Brownlow and Andrew Mollo’s hypo- 
thetical narrative It Happened Here about 
what life in England would be like if 
Germany had won World War II, and the 
Seventies classic Siddhartha , based on 
the Hermann Hesse novel. All films 
screen at noon on Saturdays at the Alamo 
Ritz. Each is a “milestone.” ■

REUNITED Alamo Drafthouses to merge, Tim League back in as CEO 


Fresh from his 39th birthday karaoke blowout at the Cannes 
Film Festival and having survived a blunt force trauma head 
wound that would’ve taken out most any of George A. 

Romero’s walking dead, Alamo Drafthouse founder 
Tim League is officially back as the CEO of “the 
Alamo Drafthouse Cinema brand.” Alamo regulars 
and Austin Business Journal-types will recall that Tim 
and wife Karrie League sold the Alamo Drafthouse 
name back in 2004 (while maintaining ownership of 
the “Original Alamo” brand, which included the Alamo 
Ritz, Alamo South Lamar, and Alamo Village venues) 
and then filed a 2009 lawsuit against Alamo 
Drafthouse Cinemas Ltd. CEO John Martin for not 
“maintaining the strength of the brand,” as League 
described it to us a year ago. That all seems to be a thing of the 
past now, given the announcement that League is back in as CEO 
and Martin is “transitioning to the role of area developer and 



plans to continue the expansion of the concept outside of Texas.” 
Regarding rumors of imminent global domination, League will 
only say: “I don’t have any immediate plan of attack, and 
I’m not quoting any number of new locations, but that is 
the plan. The first order of business is to get through 
the merger aspects ... before we begin looking at what 
are some of the best markets to be moving in to.” 

Top of the list: Far South Austin, where a 35,000- 
square-foot, Circle C Ranch mega-Alamo is slated to 
open at Slaughter and MoPac in the near future. 

As for the blunt force trauma? League remains cagey, 
e-mailing only that “It had something to do with late 
night pihatas, Arcade Fire, the Spike Jonze crew and a 
bit of whisky. All I know is that when they staple your 
skull, they take out something that looks way too much like a 
Stanley staple gun ... and then shoot staples into your head.”

KNIVES OUT 

Two Austin chefs 
compete for the title 
of the Next Food 
Network Star 

Twelve con- 
testants, a half 
dozen celebrity 
judges, and two 
chances to rep- 
resent Austin. 

Dzintra Dzenis 
and Brad Sor- 
enson are the 
two Austin 
chefs among 
the 12 finalists 
cooking off for 
the big prize in 

the new season of The Next Food Network Star (air- 
ing, natch, on the Food Network). The prize: his or 
her own Food Network TV show, bragging rights, 
maybe a little fortune, and potentially the kind of 
celebrity that has made chefs like Bobby Flay, 

Rachael Ray, and Paula Deen household names. 

Trained at Le Cordon Bleu in Paris, Dzenis is a 
master of pastry and French cuisine, but her special- 
ty is “using classic French techniques with flavors 
from around the world,” she said in a phone interview 
from her home here in Austin, where she lives with 
her husband and 12-year-old daughter and teaches 
private cooking classes and caters. 

At 25, Sorenson is the youngest contestant on the 
reality show, but he’s the first to point out that his 
youth is not a factor. “My age gives a first impression 
that I might be new to something, but I’ve been cook- 
ing for nine years,” he said by phone. A graduate of 
the Culinary Institute of America, Sorenson opened 
Black Creek Bistro in Columbus, Ohio, and worked as 
its executive chef before relocating to Austin. He now 
prepares appetizers at Asti. 

Contestants are put through a series of team and 
individual challenges that test not only their cooking 
skills but their ingenuity and stamina as well. Most 
of the time they work in a Los Angeles-based sleek 
studio kitchen (brand spanking new this season) to 
create a meal with limited time or resources. Other 
challenges this season include catering dinner for a 
red-carpet afterparty, making a savory dinner using 
breakfast cereals, and working in a curbside lunch 
truck. The final verdict is based on what they can 
plate, but that’s not the only challenge. They must 
perform well on camera, on demand, during several 
screen tests that run the gamut from extraordinary 
to cringe-inducing. 

“I went in with no expectations,” Sorenson said. 
“But I didn’t expect the pressure I felt in front of the 
camera. Getting used to that was the biggest new 
thing for me.” 

“My name means ‘Amber Woodpecker,”' Dzenis 
said of her Latvian name, explaining that like the 
woodpecker, she is a determined worker. “I think the 
hardest challenge for me was to just take a step 
back and breathe. Eastern Europeans believe that 
the more you work, the better you will do, but you 
have to find a balance and be true to yourself.”

“This time his voice gave out after only one 
hour, and we started filming by nine-thirty. 
Dennis was two-for-two in the batshit depart- 


ment, transformed into a little fascist freak I’d 
only glanced before.” 

- Peter Fonda reminiscing about the first 
two days of shooting for Easy Rider in New 
Orleans in Don’t Tell Dad: A Memoir 

There were chunks of his life where it 
seemed that he must have no other goal 
than to kill himself. There were other, larger 
chunks, and more of them, where not only 
did he seek redemption and justification 
but worked at such a peak as to hit tran- 
scendence. Enfant terrible, renegade actor, 
Hollywood rebel, post-Beat crazy visionary, 
stoned-out celebrity, industry maverick, actor, 
writer, director, photographer, artist, and col- 
lector Dennis Hopper died from complica- 
tions resulting from prostate cancer on May 
29, just days after he turned 74. Larger than 
life (larger than several lives), following the 


path of excess both up to wisdom and down 
to the deepest depths, Hopper, his relation- 
ships, talents, work, and creations can barely 
be described in words, much less contained 
by them. Talking about him is like trying to 
stuff large quilted blankets into an already 
overstuffed box; there’s just too much to him. 
Always excessive when it came to consump- 
tion, creation, appetite, and vision, Hopper 
was never shy about expressing his opinion 
nor modest in describing his accomplish- 
ments and assigning himself credit. 

Hopper was an inspired actor and a gifted 
director. Most importantly, however, he saw 
himself as a cultural provocateur, forever 
questioning the present while openly scoffing 
at the past. 

It was in Houston. 

Richard Linklater was 
there or else I’d prob- 
ably believe this story to 
be apocryphal. A per- 
formance piece: Dennis 
Hopper, sitting in a circle 
of dynamite, all the sticks 
pointing outward, lit the 
fuse. The dynamite blew. 

He was all right. Evidently 
if every stick blows, the 
center is safe, if one 
doesn’t however .... 

It is so tempting to use 
this performance as a met- 
aphor for Hopper’s career, but any single idea, 
any lone image, no matter how expansive in its 
meaning, would fall short. Almost every Hopper 
obit will begin by citing Easy Rider, the 1969 
film Hopper directed and co-wrote and co- 
starred in with Peter Fonda. This is appropriate, 
but it is also limiting. Given his life and work, 
there is obviously much more to his story. 

Easy Rider revolutionized the film industry 
and impacted the overall culture. Produced for 
about $400,000, it earned $19 million at the 
domestic box office, $40 million overall. This 
was a fantastic box office gross as well as a 
remarkable return on the investment. 

Not exactly understanding why the film was 
so successful, Hollywood executives figured 
it had to be because young people made it. 
Consequently, they gave everyone they could 
find who had ever touched a camera the go- 
ahead to make a movie. Even though most of 
these films bombed, many of the new talents 
remained in the film industry. 

After Easy Riders release, Hopper and 
Fonda were as hot as they ever would be in 
the film industry. This allowed Hopper to 
follow with a project of his own choosing, 
The East Movie. While it was in production 
and post-production, there was widespread 
anticipation in the industry. Finally finished 
and actually seen, it was widely dismissed 
and intensely disparaged. The Last Movie goes 
hand in glove with Easy Rider, the yin and the 
yang, the unexpected success and the once 
eagerly waited for failure that followed. 

Hopper spent 22 weeks editing Easy Rider, 
screening a new cut each week. The Last Movie 
took longer. (The shoot had been bad enough 
with constant partying and excessive drug use. 


Some of the cast and crew had taken to carry- 
ing plastic Johnson’s baby powder containers 
filled with coke; they’d tap it out on the back 
of their hand, snort it, and just wipe away 
whatever was left.) Hopper had decided to edit 
in Taos, N.M., a bad idea by anyone’s stan- 
dards. Renting the house that had belonged 
to Mabel Dodge, he began editing. Soon it was 
so filled with hangers-on and nonstop partiers 
that Hopper had to move across the street to 
another rented house. The monthly liquor 
bills were in the tens of thousands. 

It is amazing that this one film, Easy Rider, 
and its far less seen shadow and/or doppelgan- 
ger, The Last Movie, have managed to overshad- 
ow all the other works in Hopper’s long, amaz- 
ing, and varied career. 

Beginning very early in 
his career, Hopper was 
determined to create his 
own way in the world. 
He appeared in both 
Rebel Without a Cause (D: 
Nicholas Ray; 1955) and 
Giant (D: George Stevens; 
1956), where he was awed 
by star James Dean. The 
two, both interested in 
pushing past the bound- 
aries of the known in ser- 
vice to their art, became 
fast friends. Essentially, 
Hopper spent most of 
the rest of his career aspiring to trailblaze the 
unknown, to create work as unprecedented 
and visionary as Dean’s. Necessarily, this meant 
making films that were honest, raw, unique, and 
immediate, untainted by any required adherence 
to simple, dumbed-down, gutted, stale, hack- 
neyed, and traditional standards. The only way 
to achieve these ambitions was to stay focused 
and steadfast, guided only by his own integrity, 
morality, and sense of responsibility. Typically, 
Hopper, of course, took this further than was 
necessary in that he didn’t just ignore industry’s 
expectations and standards but actively verbally 
demeaned and dismissed them. 

In the 1965 film The Sons of Katie Elder, he 
ended up in a blood feud with legendary old 
Hollywood director Henry Hathaway, result- 
ing in Hopper being informally blacklisted. 
This was the motif for Hopper’s career: three 
or four steps forward, half a step backward - 
but one so over the top in its execution that it 
attracted all the attention. 

Just considering his astounding overall body 
of work easily refutes the worst of Hopper’s 
reputation. An outstanding actor, some of his 
greatest work is in Wim Wenders’ The American 
Friend (1977, with Bruno Ganz), Francis 
Ford Coppola’s Apocalypse Now (1979) and 
Rumble Fish (1983), and Sam Peckinpah’s The 
Osterman Weekend (1983). There is also Blue 
Velvet (D: David Lynch; 1986), River’s Edge 
(D: Tim Hunter; 1986), and Black Widow (D: 
Bob Rafelson; 1987). These of course would 
be along with his Emmy-nominated perfor- 
mance in Paris Trout (D: Stephen Gyllenhaal; 
1991) and his Oscar-nominated performance 
in Hoosiers (D: David Anspaugh; 1986), one of 
the greatest of all sports movies.

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In the last couple of decades of his career 
he appeared in a number of over-the-top 
roles in films such as Super Mario Bros. (D: 
Rocky Morton; 1993), True Romance (D: Tony 
Scott; 1993), Waterworld (D: Kevin Reynolds; 
1995), and, of course, Speed (D: Jan de Bont; 
1994). It also seemed as if he was offered few 
roles in out-of-the-mainstream productions 
that he turned down, no matter how uncer- 
tain, unique, or idiosyncratic the production. 
Invariably, when he did accept a role, he gave 
it his best. These included Orson Welles’ 
unfinished epic The Other Side of the Wind ; 
Tobe Hooper’s The Texas Chainsaw Massacre 2 
(1986), rumored to have been great before 
being re-edited and mutilated; and Alex Cox’s 
punk Western Straight to Hell (1987), co- 
starring Joe Strummer, Grace Jones, and the 
Pogues. Hopper also acted in cult director 
Henry Jaglom’s Tracks (even weirder than the 
eccentric talky films for which he is known), 
the cult classic Kid Blue (D: James Frawley, 
script by Bud Shrake; 1973), Neil Young: 
Human Highway (1982), and crazed director 
James Toback’s The Pick-Up Artist (1987). 

Even with all the titles listed above, there 
are any number of films Hopper acted in that 
aren’t listed. He also continued to direct, fol- 
lowing Easy Rider and The Last Movie with Out 
of the Blue (1980), Colors (1988), and The Hot 
Spot (1990). Hopper was also an acknowl- 
edged and acclaimed collector and artist (a 
photographer, painter, poet, and sculptor). It’s 
been announced that Dennis Hopper’s work, 
curated by Julian Schnabel, is going to be new 
Director Jeffrey Deitch’s inaugural show at the 
Museum of Contemporary Art, Los Angeles. 

Yes, he was always crazy, maybe not as 
completely tapped out as Rip Torn but 
close. He was of a loose generation of 
crazies, including Jack Nicholson, Warren 
Oates, and Bruce Dern, lacking any anchor 
to earth and normality and whose madness 
was matched only by their acting talent. 

Dennis Hopper sped through most of his 
fife with a pedal to the metal intensity that 
left not just normalcy behind but just as often 
acceptable human behavior. Driven by a com- 
mitment to personal vision and an unshak- 
able integrity, he really had no other choice 
as how to five. Always inner-directed, Hopper 
was never in thrall or even very respectful of 
the social mores, whims, infatuations, and 
ever-shifting sensibilities of the outside world. 
He lived in a world that was of and as defined 
by Hopper. Neither his vision nor integrity 
were deeply rooted in any ideology, tradition- 
al body of philosophical thought, or religious 
belief. Instead, as certain, unbendable, and 
controlling were his beliefs, they were also 
nonspecific, often shifting characteristics and 
mores. Despite uncertainties, he was certain. 
In spite of his changing perceptions, he 
was unchanging. Everything about Hopper’s 
career is greater than the sum of its parts, but 
it is hard to imagine he would have wanted it 
any other way ■

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AFS Documentary Tour: ‘The Oath’ b' 


Filmmaker Laura Poitras prefers to talk about large foreign 
policy issues through the stories of individuals. Her first film, 
the Academy Award-nominated My Country, My Country 
(2006), opened a window on the Iraqi elections of 2005 as told 
through the story of a Sunni doctor running for election to the 
Baghdad Provincial Council. For her latest film, The Oath, 
Poitras originally had in mind a film about Guantanamo, pos- 
sibly following the homecoming of a released prisoner. That 
took her to Yemen, the home of many Guantanamo Bay detain- 
ees, including the one we’re probably most familiar with, Salim 
Hamdan, the Osama bin Laden hired-hand driver who was 
seized in Pakistan after 9/1 1 and whose trial, seven years later, 
by a Bush-era military tribunal, was overturned by the Supreme 
Court as a violation of international law. Hamdan was still 
incarcerated at Guantanamo (he was subsequently released in 
2009) when Poitras was taken to meet his family at their home 
in Sanaa, the Yemen capital. It was there that she found the 
subject of her film, Abu Jandal (a nom de guerre meaning 
“death”), Hamdan’s brother-in-law. He had once been bin 
Laden’s bodyguard in Afghanistan, and, as the “Emir of 
Hospitality,” as he was known, ran guesthouses for new al 
Qaeda recruits there. In fact, he was the one who recruited 
Hamdan to Afghanistan; the two men became brothers-in-law 
when bin Laden ordered them to marry two sisters. He struck 
Poitras as the perfect vehicle for the story she’d hoped to tell 
through Hamdan but, lacking access to him, could only be told 
through his letters or via what others would say about him and 
through moody sunset and exterior shots of Guantanamo’s 
exterior (for which the film won a cinematography award at 
Sundance). Jandal, on the other hand, a taxi driver in Sanaa, 
was a wily, voluble, scenery-chewing talker (who had previ- 
ously appeared on 60 Minutes and talked to reporters). For 
Poitras, he was perfect - “someone who intersected with the 
post-9/11 universe in so many ways.” 

And that was before she really knew anything about him at 
all. Turns out, after his stint as bin Laden’s bodyguard, Jandal 


returned to Yemen in 2000 where he was rounded up and put 
into prison following the USS Cole bombing, which is where he 
was during 9/11. (Hamdan also came back to Yemen in 2000 
but then returned to Afghanistan, where, after 9/11, he was 
captured by Afghan soldiers who turned him over to the U.S. 
- hence his Guantanamo ordeal.) After 9/11, Jandal was inter- 
rogated (without using so-called “enhanced” techniques) by 
the FBI in a Yemeni prison. He named names, including that 
of his brother-in-law, and provided other very useful informa- 
tion about al Qaeda. He was released from prison after taking 
part in a mandatory Yemeni government-sponsored rehabilita- 
tion program for terrorists in which, in exchange for government 
assistance with such things as employment, he committed to not 
using the country as a base for extremist operations. 

In The Oath, we follow Jandal around on long takes of his 
daily routine: the taxi-driving gig, at home with his adorable 
young son, getting him up at 4:30am to make their prayers, the 
running life-lesson narrative about distrusting America. Jandal 
meets with a group of young men who are interested in jihad, 
offering them contradictory advice on how best to spend their 
lives - sometimes trying to incite them to jihad, at other times 
telling them not to waste their lives but get one. The takeaway 
on the extended time we spend shadowing Jandal (whose per- 
sonality will either grate or ingratiate) seems like a variation on 
the “banality of evil” idea: that someone formerly (or possibly 
still) associated with a nihilist group could also be a devoted 
dad, snacking and watching cartoons with his son and haggling 
over taxi fares with his customers. 

Meanwhile, back at Guantanamo, Poitras intercuts her fly- 
on-the-wall footage of Jandal’s life in Sanaa with the footage 
shot by cinematographer Kirsten Johnson, along with archival 
footage of the legal maneuvering then surrounding Hamdan’s 
detention and the voiceover readings of his letters to his family. 
He’s something of a ghost protagonist. Juxtaposing the parallel 
stories of the two brothers-in-law seems to highlight, though 
it’s not entirely clear, the misfiring of justice that has allowed 


one man to spend seven years detained, questioned, and then 
illegally tried at Guantanamo, likely for the “crime” of just 
being at the wrong place at the wrong time - while the other, 
an honest-to-goodness mujahid, has a life on the outside. 

In the end, Poitras was pleased with the direction The Oath 
ended up taking. “Themes of family, guilt, betrayal, regret, 
loyalty, and absence are not typically things that come to 
mind when we imagine a film about al Qaeda and 
Guantanamo, so the story compelled me,” she says. “It was a 
way to grapple with the traumatic events of the past nine 
years on a human level.” 

Austin Chronicle: What were your biggest challenges (aside from 
financing) in making the film? And the triumphs? 

Laura Poitras: This is definitely the hardest film I’ve ever 
worked on. Working in Baghdad was much easier by compari- 
son. The sensitivity of the issues in this film added a level of 
stress and anxiety that I’ve never experienced. Everyone who 
worked on the project took on this intense pressure. 

I’m most proud of the fact that the film pushes boundaries 
- both in terms of its form and the central protagonists. Abu 
Jandal is revealed to be contradictory and unreliable - he is an 
antihero. Hamdan is missing. Both are challenging for audi- 
ences, but I think we succeed in taking the viewer on a journey 
with many surprises and full of psychological tension. 

AC: When you’re in Yemen, researching or shooting your film, do 
you feel safe? I assume you’re not traveling by yourself? 

LP: I was living alone in Yemen (I do my own camera/sound). 
I rented a house in the old city of Sanaa. Nasser Arrabyee, a 
local journalist, was my co-producer, and he arranged the 
meetings with Abu Jandal, so he often accompanied me. I was 
there back and forth for two years, so I would shop, take taxis, 
and meet friends. I had a much more normal life than in 
Baghdad, which was much more dangerous. I can’t say I felt 
safe. I was making a film about al Qaeda, so naturally I worried 
about things like kidnapping. 

AC: Do you speak Arabic? If not, were there pitfalls of dealing with 
an interpreter? Have you had any problems relying on translations? 
LP: There are different dialects of Arabic. I don’t speak the 
language. I often filmed and got the translation afterward. 
When I did interviews, of course I worked with a translator, but 
mostly the film is shot verite following events unfolding (not 
interviews), so in those scenes I don’t work with a translator. I 
film and find out later about the dialogue. 

AC: By cutting back and forth between the parallel stories/ situa- 
tions of the two brothers-in-law, what point were you trying to 
make? And, by focusing so closely on Jandal and his family and his 
job, what do you want us to understand about him? 

LP: I don’t make films to have a single “takeaway.” I want the 
work to reflect the complexities of issues, so I guess that the 
takeaway is that we need a more complex understanding of the 
issues to make the right decisions. With both My Country, My 
Country and The Oath, I try to take big issues and understand 
them through individuals. 

With The Oath, I think the film provides insight into many 
issues, including: Torture is not necessary to obtain informa- 
tion; the military commission process is fundamentally flawed; 
there is a new generation of al Qaeda being radicalized by the 
U.S. response to 9/11; that there are internal debates within al 
Qaeda and understanding those divisions might be a key to 
stop the further radicalization of the next generation; marriage 
and family is a deradicalizing force, for example. 

AC: Having filmed in both Iraq and Yemen, do you think that we 
in the U.S. have an accurate grasp of the politics there? 

LP: No, of course I don’t think the U.S. has an accurate grasp. 
We took a containable threat and transformed it into a social 
movement by the occupation of Iraq, Abu Ghraib photos, 
Guantanamo Bay Prison, et cetera. ■

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Guns Blazing

Picking up where I left off last week, here’s 
a glimpse at what’s coming up on Fox and 
the CW this fall. 

The CW has spent most of its time and 
space catering to the youth audience. That 
trend continues with two new series added 
to its lineup, the action-adventure Nikita 
and the cheerleading drama Hellcats. 

Maggie Q stars as Nikita, the reluctant 
assassin rescued from death row by a mysteri- 
ous agency known as the Division. The series 
more or less picks up where the film version of 
Nikita left off - with Nikita going renegade and 
turning on the Division. (That would be the 
1990 Luc Besson version; Nikita’s also seen fife 
as the English-language film Point of No Return 
and as Canadian TV series La Femme Nikita, 
which aired in America on the USA network.) 

On the CW reboot, Lyndsy Fonseca stars 
as Alex, the Division’s newest recruit, who’s 
heard of the legendary Nikita. As the series 
progresses, Alex’s allegiance to the Division will 
be tested. Produced by Wonderland Sound & 

Vision, the drama features a lot of high-impact 
action; scantily clad, butt-kicking women; and 
violin-swelling drama. 

Cashing in on the popularity of films like 
Bring It On would be the cheerleading drama 
Hellcats. Marti Perkins (Disney Channel regu- 
lar Alyson Michalka) is a scholarship student 
at Lancer University in Memphis. When she 
unexpectedly loses her funding, she resorts 
to her former gymnastic skills and seeks a 
cheerleading scholarship, trying out f 
Lancer’s high-profile squad known 
as the Hellcats. The sore muscles 
and mandatory dorm fife she can 
handle - the egos, hypercompeti- 
tiveness, and back-stabbing, less 
so. Compulsively watchable, the 
series is much more engaging than 
any of the other teen-based soaps 
on the CW, because these young people 
are actually interesting - thrilling, even - to 
watch. Another Disney alum, Ashley Tisdale 
(High School Musical ), co-stars as a captain 
of the Hellcats, described as “a petite, peppy 
Texan.” (Texas and Texans appear to be a 
hot commodity this upcoming TV season.) 

Sharon Leal also co-stars as Hellcats coach 
Vanessa Lodge, with Gail O’Grady as Marti’s 
loving but clingy mother. 

Changes in the Fox schedule are based 
on three big events: the departure of Simon 
Cowell as the judge everyone loves to hate 
on American Idol, the end of one of the 
network’s most popular dramas, 24 ; and 
the ascension of the network’s breakout hit, 

Glee. Recently picked up for a third season, 
the musical comedy, which closes out its first 
season on June 8, snagged next year’s post- 
Super Bowl slot, a huge vote of confidence 
from the network. 

As for the rest of Fox’s new fare - and 
based on trailers alone - my response is a

big “meh.” Even with an intriguing premise 
(a man leads two fives in Texas) and the star 
power of Jon Ybigt, the Dallas-based Lonestar 
looks more soap than drama. On the com- 
edy side, the laughs seem somewhat strained 
in Running Wilde. In this new series from 
Arrested Development creator Mitch Hurwitz, 
Will Arnett stars as an emotionally stunt- 
ed multimillionaire with too much time and 
money on his hands. I think Arnett is incred- 
ibly funny, but I find it hard to believe that even 
he can pull off making a superprivileged char- 
acter likable in this era of corporate bailouts 
and Wall Street shenanigans. 

It’s a pleasant surprise to see 
Martha Plimpton in a come- 
dic role as Virginia Chance in 
Raising Hope. Plimpton plays 
the mother of Jimmy (Lucas 
Neff), who finds himself thrust 
into fatherhood when the moth- 
er of the baby he didn’t know he 
id enters prison. Using flashbacks 
and absurd situations, Jimmy ponders 
how he survived his childhood and wonders 
how and if he can rely on his kooky family to 
help him be the good father he wants to be. 

Young adults helping each other navigate 
love and relationships is the premise of 
Mixed Signals (zzzzz) while two cop series 
round out Fox’s fall TV season: Ride-Along, 
a drama set in Chicago, and the Dallas-based 
comedy The Good Guys, which already 
launched as a summer fill-in with plans to 
continue into the fall schedule. Bradley 
Whitford is hilarious as Dan Stark, the older 
detective kept on the force because of his 
past heroics. Colin Hanks plays Jack Bailey, 
the straight man and all-suffering partner 
who is paired with Stark both as punishment 
and to keep Stark out of trouble. 

Next week, a look at midseason buzz and 
summertime fare.

After three days of trial and testimony 
earlier this month, the final showdown in 
the lawsuit filed by the estate of late coun- 
try yodeler Don Walser against his former 
record labels Antone’s Records, Texas 
Music Group, and Texas Clef Enter- 
tainment took place last Wednesday, May 
26, at the United States Bankruptcy 
Court, Western District of Texas, as both 
sides laid out their final arguments. The 
three local music enterprises are being 
charged with breaches of contract and fidu- 
ciary duty by the Walser estate, which aims 
to “pierce the corporate veil” and hold prima- 
ry shareholder James Heldt personally 
responsible for the damages. The decade- 
long legal saga began with the bankruptcy of 
Watermelon Records (see “Going for 
Broke,” June 18, 1999, which was cited on 
several occasions in the case). 

While the defense admitted that the 
Walser estate was owed money, it estimat- 
ed the amount at less than $30,000 - 
roughly one-tenth of what’s being sought - 
and argued that Walser’s two albums for 
Watermelon never fully recouped their 
expenses. The prosecution relied heavily 
on the testimony of Temple Ray, a sur- 
prise witness and former bookkeeper for 
Antone’s Records, who testified that Heldt 



was not only present at several meetings 
where Ray complained about problems with 
the royalties but had an affair with former 
Antone’s President Christie Warren. “We 
can’t right the wrongs that existed before 
Watermelon,” concluded lead prosecutor 
Craig Barker, “but we can right the 
wrongs that still exist today.” Judge Craig 
Gargotta is expected to inform both par- 
ties this week as to how and when he will 
issue his ruling. 

Meanwhile, New West Records Pres- 
ident Cameron Strang confirmed that 
the Los Angeles-based Americana label, 
best known for its work with Austin City 
Limits and the recent Crazy Heart sound- 
track, is moving forward with its purchase 
of those three aforementioned music cata- 
logs, following its winning $275,000 bid 
at the March 15 United States Bankruptcy 
Court auction and subsequent court- 
ordered mediation on May 6. The label 
has a 30-day due diligence period before 
closing, and the transaction may not 
include Walser’s LPs, as his estate seeks 
the return of his masters. “We’re still in 
the process of figuring everything out, but 
we’re really excited about it,” says Strang. 
“It’s a great catalog of Texas independent 
music from the Eighties and Nineties.” 


Concealed Weapons 

Before earning his keep as one of Austin’s most promising new 
rappers, Robert “Lowkey” Hein, one-half of Southbound, made 
headlines as the recipient of a good old-fashioned beatdown by the 
Austin Police Department (see “Off the Record,” May 30, 2008). 

The incident stemmed from an altercation with an Emo’s bouncer 
that ultimately led to Hein’s removal from the club and a police inter- 
vention. “They basically swung me around and jumped on me and 
[Tasered] me,” recounts Hein, who required hospitalization to stabilize his condition and was charged with 
resisting arrest and public intoxication. Nearly two years later, both counts were dropped in court on Tuesday, 
May 18, based primarily on the eyewitness testimony of local promoter Matt Sonzala, who declined to com- 
ment for this story. While still weighing the financial ramifications of taking legal action against the city, Hein 
is finishing his proper self-titled album with League of Extraordinary Gz, featuring cameos from Devin the 
Dude and Bavu Blakes, and pushing their new OTR-approved mixtape, Concealed Weapons 2, which can be 
copped for free at www.austinsurreal.com. Hein promises, “It’s gonna be heating up the streets.” On that note, 
Run This Town, an Austin offshoot of Texans for Accountable Government, hosts its first event on 
Saturday, June 5, at the Victory Grill with local rhymesayers Doc Deuce, G Clef, and Fremen. Among the 
issues to be addressed at the hip-hop summit is the use of excessive force by the APD.

LZ Love's message

LZ Love’s gaze lifts, and her light brown eyes shine. Her face displays the high, sculpted 
cheekbones of her mother’s family - black, French, Native American. Her skin bears a coppery 
sheen within its deep bronze tone, sunlight filtering through the blinds and casting a glow 
accentuating the curve of her shoulder and the swell of her breasts. In her slender fingers rests 
a copy of her new CD, Mysterious. 

This is standard music business 101: An artist has a new album coming out and wants to 
promote it. There are stories to be told about making it, recording it, writing it, plus the inspi- 
rations, the sessions, the production. Generally these are intertwined with the artist’s or the 
band’s story - they all have one, in varying degrees of significance and interest. 

Love’s story is different. She moved to Austin some seven years ago from San Francisco and 
found a roots niche in local gospel brunches with her gutbucket blues. Possessing a voice that 
immediately put her in the highest rank of vocalists in town, she’s coming out about her real 
musical love, dance music. And LZ Love has something else to share. 

She was born a man. 


Love and Happiness 

In the natural course of songwriting, 
artists reveal their stories. In LZ Love’s 
new CD, Mysterious, there’s no mystery. 
She tells her story without shame or arti- 
fice, and the chapters are her song titles: 
“Mysterious.” “This Is My Life.” “Water 
Under the Bridge.” But this isn’t the music 
Austin’s known LZ Love for as she’s eked 
out her local niche singing soul-stirring 
blues and blues-saturated gospel. 

“In Austin, the music was country and 
blues,” she nods. “And I knew I wasn’t a 
country singer, but I knew I could bring a 
Southern vibe to blues and country- oriented 
stuff. That’s why I wrote songs like ‘Higher 
Ground’ with more slide guitar. It worked for 
me, because I got accepted on a lot of shows 
- Stephen Marley, the Neville Brothers. 

“But I was doing a lot of different things to 
survive, to fit in: gospel brunches at Stubb’s, 
Threadgill’s, Maria’s. They were good, but I 
felt I was sticking to a genre from my past. 
I’ve been singing gospel since I was 5. It’s a 
no-brainer for me to sing from that place. It’s 


where I sing from anyway. Yet by spreading 
myself in all these directions, my audience 
was confused as to when it was important to 
see me perform. 

“And I didn’t need a guitar strapped on 
me like everyone else in Austin. That’s not 
how I perform; I write my songs on key- 
board. I needed to pull back and reevaluate, 
so I did one last show at the Saxon, and 
afterward Matt Smith from the Monstas 
came up to me and said, ‘I want to produce 
your next record.’” 

LZ Love spent the 1980s and 1990s per- 
forming and touring, recording hit dance 
singles in Europe, and making a name 
doing studio gigs. Her reputation for big 
vocals brought her to the attention of 
Michael Franti, who drafted her for two 
tracks on Spearhead’s acclaimed Yellfire!. 
Yet Love found unexpected kinship with 
Austin musicians. 

“I loved my brother Stephen Bruton, 
which is why I recorded his song ‘Spirit 
World’ on Mysterious. I told him he wrote 
it for me. That song made me feel welcome.

I performed it with him several times. He 
said, ‘You sing it better than me.’ I didn’t 
know when he wrote it that he was going to 
be in the spirit world.” 

Matt Smith’s offer to produce came at the 
right time for LZ Love. “He said: ‘If I work 
with you, you’re going to have to write from 
a very deep place. You got a story, a message.’ 
And I do - being transsexual, moving from 
California to Austin, trying to fit into a differ- 
ent scene, being a woman of color. 

“People say they don’t, but some still judge 
people by pedigree here. Some here still want 
someone white playing guitar. This might be 
part of the South, but this is the 21st century. 
We’re in a whole new world. 

“That’s why I was inspired to write ‘New 
Life.’ Things that used to fit in the cubes don’t 
anymore. Things that once fit in a circle don’t 
anymore. Obama. Times are different.” 

I Feel Love 

Times were quite different indeed for 
young Arnold Elzy. Born in Chicago and 
relocated to the Bay area at an early age, he 
found pleasure singing gospel in church, but 
other, decidedly feminine interests occupied 
his little-boy world. Though he was 16 before 
he told his mother, “I am different,” the 
evidence showed early. LZ Love points to a 
school photo of 8-year-old Arnold, beaming 
brightly at the camera. 

“I’m wearing hair grease for lip gloss. Look 
at this one: a pink jumpsuit. I’m 13. 

“I was the fashionista in my family,” she 
laughs. “My sisters were wearing my clothes, 
little things I was buying. I’d find them, and

they’d be stretched out. I was wearing their 
things, too.” 

The early 1980s in San Francisco were a 
glorious, glittery time to hoist freak flags 
if you were gay, maybe-gay, bi, or drag. 
The previous decade, with its tidal wave of 
post-Stonewall gay culture, even took its 
siren call mainstream. That thumping bass 
drum defined a genre that fostered modern 
dance music, DJs, 12-inch singles, indus- 
trial music, and New Wave. Disco was DIY 
music that spoke an international language. 
Its common denominator was the dance 
floor and a beat banishing everything but 
the desire to be in the amyl nitrate pulse of 
the music. 

Disco’s takeover of popular music was 
seen as a mass homogenization with a 
mindless beat. In fact, disco ruled as a 
most progressive, culturally connected, and 
accessible sound. And disco represented 
musical subcultures: black, Latino, female, 
gay. Where, then, was there a better place to 
be walking a gender tightrope in high heels 
than San Francisco, always a town for mis- 
fits and rebels? Neo-theatrical groups such

as the Cockettes used the port city as a stag- 
ing ground for outrageous performances, 
bedecked in makeup, vintage dresses, feath- 
ers, glitter, and whatever geegaws they wore 
that sparkled. 

From the Cockettes emerged Sylvester 
James, but he only used one name. 
Sylvester radiated black-is-beautiful majesty. 
Handsome as a man, more attractive in drag, 
he could also sing both in an elastic tenor 
and a strong falsetto. He was unflappable, 
unstoppable, and for a time, on the blitz 
track to unique success that included open- 
ing for the Rolling Stones, a role in Bette 
Midler’s The Rose, three Billboard Awards, 
and high-charting disco hits that defined 
their era, including “You Make Me Feel 
(Mighty Real),” “Dance (Disco Heat),” and 
the Patrick Cowley-produced “Do Ya Wanna 
Funk.” More than Gloria Gaynor, Thelma 
Houston, and Donna Summer, Sylvester 
literally stood head and shoulders above the 
other disco queens. 



“Sylvester would walk in as a beautiful 
gay man with his drag and start painting 
his face, transforming before your eyes,” 
remembers Love. “And when Miss Thing 
was finished, she was a radiant, outrageous, 
gorgeous black goddess. At Winterland, 
Sylvester would wear wings and fly to the 
stage. Watching Sylvester gave me the tools 
as a young teenager to put myself together. 

“I got my first break with Sylvester when I 
was 16 years old. I was already experiment- 
ing with my androgyny, but Sylvester was 
one of the world’s greatest drag queens ever, 
and I got to learn from the source. RuPaul, I 
love you, but Sylvester was the queen. And 
I love Lady Gaga doing disco, but Sylvester 
started all that. The Pointer Sisters were 
little girls singing in their father’s church, 
then started singing backup for Sylvester. 
They would open the shows and tear the 
house down. Sylvester was on Blue Thumb

Records then, and they dropped him and 
picked up the Pointer Sisters. 

“Sylvester had many bands, including the 
Hot Band. Then he left and went to Europe, 
where he did the Billie Holiday thing. That 
was a tough time for him. He’d opened for 
the Stones and David Bowie, so he wasn’t 
just a disco diva, a glitter queen. He was a 
rock star first. Then he fell from grace. It 
was tough times, and I watched him go from 
all that experience to having to play smaller 
rooms. It wasn’t the Stones anymore.” 

Turn On Your Love Light 

In the wake of flagging success, Sylvester 
revamped his band, dropping two female sing- 
ers with powerful voices, and asked 16-year- 
old Arnold Elzy to join his act. The deposed 
vocalists - Martha Wash and Izora Rhodes 
- shortly found fame as the Weather Girls 
singing “It’s Raining Men.” Without the cush- 
ion of big voices, the teenager declined to join 
up with the flamboyant Sylvester, who died of 
complications from AIDS in 1988. 

Love describes her life afterward as “living in 
the middle,” trying life as a woman and pursuing 
her singing career. Transsexual? Transgender? 

“Same thing,” she explains. “Transsexual 
is a person who feels they were born in the 
wrong body. I felt that way as kid, like my 
school photo when I was 8 and wearing hair 
grease on my lips for lip gloss. The way my 
sisters acted, that’s how I felt. I felt like I 
should be over there, a feeling of being mis- 
placed. Your feelings inside aren’t the same 
as your outer image. In my case, it was how 
I looked and how I felt, because I’ve always 
been androgynous. 

“My female hormones have always been 
more dominant. 

“I’ve had all the surgery I’m comfortable 
with. That’s how I discuss what’s inside my 
g-string. People that know anything else about 
me are those I have shared my bed with. And 
that’s not many. 

“I always tell men when they’re about 
to hug me or touch me, that you must 
know one thing about me and that’s that 
I’m transsexual. Some tranny girls lie and 
don’t tell their men until it’s time to take 
the g-string off. That’s a danger zone, and I 
don’t have to go there anymore. I always left 
it up to my men to tell their families. In a lot 
of cases they didn’t know. These men were 
either bi or straight. 

“I don’t go recruiting straight men. I don’t 
go recruiting anyone. 

“I didn’t have long-term relationships until 
I became transsexual. Even though I was 
young, living in the middle, in that other life, 
when I really started living full time, that’s 
when companions came in my life: men that 
cared about me, men that I lived with, men 
who took me home to their families. Because 
I’m so passable, which I am grateful for, it 
made it easy for them to take me there and 
not explain. 

“Many people in Austin don’t know I am 
transsexual. Anyone who ever approached me 
or heard rumors, I always told them, but I 


wanted to talk about it, because I felt people 
needed to know me for me and my music. My 
music is just as important as my gender. 

“I was outed before I came here, by Joel 
Selvin in the San Francisco Chronicle. It said 
my original name, Arnold Elzy, which was 
right; I switched my name around. But my 
gender wasn’t an issue when I was in a room 
full of dancing and raving. I was in the room 
with gay, straight, transsexual, bi, whatever. 
So if anyone thought it was about gender, it 
wasn’t when I was singing my butt off.” 

“Many people in 
Austin don’t know l am 
transsexual. Anyone who 
ever approached me or 
heard rumors, l always 
told them, but l wanted to 
talk about it because l felt 
people needed to know me 
for me and my music. My 
music is just as important 
as my gender.” 

I’ll Always Love My Mama 

There’s a joke that behind every gay man is 
a woman, and for LZ Love, that woman was 
her mother, Florida. Florida raised six children 
without their father around and still found 
time to offer much-needed support when 
Arnold was called “punk” or “faggot” by some 
of his sisters. 

“Some of that stuff still hurts,” Love 
agrees thoughtfully. “But my mother not 
only breathed life in me, she told me to live 
my life. She was comfortable with me being 
who I was because she knew who I was 
before I did.” 


School can be difficult for a teen strug- 
gling with gender issues and gigging with 
the likes of Sylvester, but Arnold Elzy fin- 
ished correspondence school through mail. 
A boyfriend of Florida’s loaned him money 
to take the courses, a kindness Love took 
the time to acknowledge. 

“When I told my mother it was time for me 
to start living full time, she took me in her 
room with her beautiful dresser and jewelry 
and perfumes and all that. She said: ‘Here’s 
all my stuff. You’re welcome to use anything 
I have.’” 

In 1994, LZ Love rushed home from Europe. 
Her single “See the Light“ rocked at No. 3 on 
the dance charts in England, but “my beauti- 
ful mother with her platinum blonde hair 
- Cajun, Native American, African-American, 
Southern - from Monroe, Louisiana,” had 
fallen ill. 

The family banded together to look after 
Florida, paying her insurance and other living 
expenses when all her state earnings went to 
the care facility. Love was with Florida in her 
last days, her mother’s death opening a new 
chapter in her life. 

“Living in San Francisco gave me the free- 
dom I needed to express myself,” acknowl- 
edges Love. “It allowed me to start building 
my life and collect the things I needed to 
live my life as a woman. Get my wardrobe, 
dress, and go out and see how people react, 
get used to being me. It was a great place to 
discover myself. 

“I want to tell parents, ‘Love your children 
for who they are so they can love themselves 
for that.’ My mother always knew who I was. 
I came to her at the age of 16 and said: ‘I feel 
I’m different. I don’t know if I’m gay or what, 
but I am different.’ 

“She said: ‘You’ve always been different, 
but honey, there’s nothing wrong with being 
different. Whatever you do, be the best.’ 
Before my father passed, he knew I was dif- 
ferent, and he said, ‘Whatever you do, hold 
your head up.’ 
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“And that’s why when kids get support 
from their parents, it’s so powerful. You 
know you are loved by the people that 
brought you here, and it makes your life so 
much easier.” 

Love Makes the World 
Go ’Round 

“Long and strange” hardly begins to 
describe the journey from Arnold Elzy to 
LZ Love, one that’s spanned the globe, from 
Castro Street in San Francisco to perform- 
ing with show bands in Japan, at discos in 
London, and yes, at taco joints in Austin. 

LZ Love might have chosen to not play 
this card of hers in Austin. She could have 
followed the path of many a fine jazz vocalist 
here in town, but Love is a participant. She 
wanted to be part of the scene and not just 
a black or transgender or female jazz voice. 

“I don’t have to live in shame no more. 
That’s part of the lyric in ‘This Is My Life.’ I 


know I got the right to live my life. It’s got 
nothing to do with gender. I took Matt’s 
advice to mean ‘cover as many bases as 
possible’ and get inside who you really are. 
And that’s what it did for me. I wrote ‘This 
Is My Life’ about empowering yourself with 
who you are. 

“I took that year break to focus on this 
music and direction. I feel it’s done me jus- 
tice in coming to terms with writing music 
that totally represents me and that I feel pas- 
sionate about. This is one record that will do 
that for me.” 

Inside her cozy South Austin apartment, 
photographs of the faces shaping Love’s 
life look down from the wall. They’re a tell- 
ing and varied grouping: Phyllis Hyman, 
Billie Holiday, James Brown, Josephine 
Baker, Andy Warhol, Stevie Ray Vaughan (“I 
connect and channel his spirit.”), Mahalia 
Jackson, Minnie Riperton, Michael Jackson, 
Koko Taylor. There’s her mother, Florida, 
and a photograph of an older man. FZ Fove 
pauses, staring at it. 

“This is my father. I’m just now able to 
put this picture up, because I struggled 
with where I felt he contributed to me 
and my sisters. He didn’t contribute a lot, 
but he was my father, and I love him. The 
times I had with him and the words he said 
matched with the things my mother told 
me. I felt I wasn’t going to be blessed until 
I was able to love them both.” 

Fove turns her body so the photos sur- 
round her like a halo of souls. 

“In San Francisco, I worked closer with 
the gay community, doing performances 
and gay pride. Here, I am involved. I go 
to Rain, Oilcan Harry’s. I go to see friends 
perform, to have drinks, hang out, but I’m 
part of the music community. It adopted 
me. The musicians love me for who I am, 
my talent. 

“I don’t have to go through gay channels 
or gay doors to be who I am. My music 
makes me that.” ■ 
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SPOT Festival 

Arhus, Denmark, May 20-22 


Arhus, Denmark, bears a passing spiritual resem- 
blance to Austin, Texas. It’s a vibrant waterfront town 
with a lengthy history (founded in the 1100s by 
Vikings) and a local university that refreshes the 
youthful population annually. It’s a conscientious and 
clean town, and its student population makes it ripe 
for entertainment and music. 

Welcome to the SPOT Festival. 

It’s been 17 years since the first SPOT marked 
Arhus as a place for developing music in Denmark. 
Festival President Gunnar Madsen figured if CMJ 
and South by Southwest could make music matter 
in new ways in the States, there must be a place 
for it in Northern Europe. So the SPOT Festival has 
played out like most festivals, a combination of 
showcases with bands and performers and semi- 
nars conducted half in Danish, half in English, 
including one on digital media led by St. Edwards’ 
Russell Rains. Notably, SPOT Festival 2002 is 
where Rolling Stone’s David Fricke saw the 
Raveonettes, giving the Danish indie rock duo an 
international thumbs-up. 

SPOT’s intimate focus is reminiscent of early- 
1990s SXSW conferences, pre-cell phones. Amid 
balmy temperatures, about 
4,500 festival attendees 
roamed the Musikhuset festi- 
val site in midtown Arhus, with 
approximately 130 bands play- 
ing over two days in late May. 

The 2010 panels took a differ- 
ent tack with one focused on 
Austin, and a discussion with 
Jim Butler from the city of 
Austin’s Economic Growth & 

Redevelopment Services 
Office on developing a relation- 
ship between the two scenes 
was met with great interest. 

No swag bags, though. 

Danish rock has never been 
clearly distinguished in 
America, or within Austin’s 
music community, which has 
often fostered international 
musicians over the years. 

When it leans toward Western 
rock, it’s largely derivative. Sometimes that made for 
charming performances, like all-girl Danish trio Darling 
Don’t Dance. With clear influences from the Breeders 
and Sleater-Kinney with a touch of Hole, they none- 
theless delivered a delirious swirl of Euro-lined alt- 
rock. The mono-monikered Falullah, whose dance 
music is layered with Balkan beats and an exotic air, 
was another buzz name. 

The connection between Arhus and Austin wasn’t 
simply business. A group of Austin songwriters had 
flown to Denmark earlier in the week to meet and 
co-write with Danish musicians. Sequestered at 
Engelsholm Castle near Bredsten for three days, Troy 
Campbell, Scrappy Jud Newcomb, Danny Malone, 

Matt the Electrician, and Nathan Felix, who also per- 
formed as the Austin Five, communed and produced 
music with a Scandinavian collective that included 
Danish artists Anna Bell, Ida Wenoe Bach, and Vibeke 
Falden; Lara Runarsdottir and Johan Kristinsson from 
Iceland; Norway’s Therese Aune; and Brandur Enni 
from the Faroe Islands. 


On Friday of the festival, they filed onto the Lille 
Sal theatre to perform the collection of newly writ- 
ten songs, billed “Nordic Cowriters.” The format had 
a band camp quality, as groupings of two to four 
musicians switched out between songs. Put a group 
of songwriters together, and they will write. It’s cre- 
ative experimentation that’s guaranteed at least 
nominal results. 

There was a cabaret quality to many of the songs, 
as European influence is to be expected. The trio of 
Matt the Electrician, Brandur Enni, and Nathan Felix 
opened with a jaunty number about waiting on girls 
from Stockholm and Oslo, punctuated with dual trum- 
pets. The line “My new best friend” became Matt’s 
running gag, but when Denmark’s Vibeke Falden led a 
trio that included homeboy Campbell and Enni through 
a song called “Constellations,” the magic occurred, a 
stardust descending over the full theatre. The trumpet, 
acoustic guitar, and electronic keyboard imbued it with 
unexpected beauty, wrapped in Falden ’s gorgeous 
voice, an ocean-strong instrument guided by the stars. 

And isn’t that what you want from music, to be 
tripped into that light fandango when you least expect 
it? The electricity continued with other combinations - 
Malone with Bell and Kristinsson, 
Bach with Campbell - then 
came a quartet featuring 
Runarsdottir with Campbell, 
Newcomb, and Matt the 
Electrician. “Gather Up Your 
Ghosts” warmed like a tango- 
beat Broadway duet, with 
Runarsdottir’s sleek blond 
bob at the grand piano and 
Campbell stalking the stage 
like a caged tiger. It was unex- 
pected drama that worked on 
every level. 

Likewise, Falden with 
Newcomb and Kristinsson 
performing “Longest Day of the 
Year” generated more evoca- 
tive imagery and dreamy 
melody. “This is my new best 
friend from Iceland,” Matt 
the Electrician joked as he 
introduced Runarsdottir and 
Newcomb for a rootsy duet. For the finale, Aune, Matt 
the Electrician, and Felix were joined by the rest of the 
musicians, who raided the stage and danced in delight. 

The camaraderie was charming, and it was easy to 
see where dynamics played out. For Campbell, this is 
an extension of his House of Songs project, the ongo- 
ing effort that brings Nordic songwriters to Austin for 
two-week intensives that include composing, co-writ- 
ing, recording, and performing. For Vibeke Falden, 
already established as an electronica artist in Denmark, 
it was an “intense and amazing” exchange of ideas 
and thoughts, inspiring her to book Austin dates later 
this year. 

SPOT Festival names among its goals “developing 
international networks through exchange of concerts 
and cultural and commercial experience,” and to that 
end, the Nordic Cowriters were a complete success. 
The festival, with its eye on how Danish and Nordic 
music markets fit into the bigger picture, is way 
ahead of the game. Austin’s found a new best friend.

The local government of Bolton, England, responding in March to a citizen’s 
report of a discarded mattress on the side of a road, sent an official to assess 
the scene. He wrote a work order for four men (a driver, an assistant, and two 
supervisors) and a 1.7-ton construction vehicle, and the pickup was scheduled 
for the following week, according to a report in The Daily Telegraph. When a 
Bolton councilman saw the schedule, he drove a council van to the scene and, 
with the help of a friend, hauled the mattress to a dump site. 


LEAD STORY 

American families from certain Asian and 
African cultures continue to ritually circum- 
cise their young daughters, though the prac- 
tice is illegal in the U.S. and most of the 
world. In May, the bioethics committee of the 
American Academy of Pediatrics changed its 
policy from absolutely banning such surgery 
to one which would sanction a minor “pin- 
prick” on girls’ genitals (comparable, it said, 
to ear-piercing), with the hope of satisfying 
parents so they would not opt to send the 
girls to the home countries for full genital 
mutilation. U.S. anti-female-circumcision sup- 
port groups were outraged. Said one advo- 
cate, “We don’t let [husbands] beat their 
wives a little bit” just because their cultures 
permit wife-beating. On May 26, following 
that storm of criticism, the academy rescind- 
ed the policy change. 

CHUTZPAH! 

Galena Park, Texas, high school teacher 
Fernando Gonzalez, 35, was sentenced to 
seven years in prison in March as a result of 
his being caught using his classroom comput- 
er to watch child pornography from his many 
disks. He tried to explain that he had no other 
choice, in that his wife had already banned 
him from watching child porn at home. 

Mary Merten, 43, pleaded guilty in March 
to four felonies in connection with an eight- 
year-long spree in which, as bookkeeper for a 
two-lawyer firm in Kingston, N.Y., she stole 
more than $800,000 via embezzlement and 
theft of the lawyers’ identities. However, as 
she awaited sentencing, she wrote her for- 
mer bosses: “I would ask that you consider 
keeping me employed. ... I truly enjoy my job 
and want to continue to work for the both of 
you to make up for my imperfections.” At 
press time, she was still awaiting sentencing. 

EVERYDAY PROPHETS 

1) James Fall, 58, told police in Mound, 
Minn., in March that his “marriage” to his 
10-year-old niece was perfectly acceptable in 
that he is a “prophet of God,” citing 
Corinthians 6:12. 2) Terrill Dalton, 43, who 
refers to himself as the Holy Ghost, moved 
his small congregation to Fromberg, Mont., in 
March as the latest stop in avoiding law 
enforcement investigations in Utah and Idaho. 
He credits his holiness to his collection of 
rocks, several of which he said are powerful 
“seer stones.” 3) Adam Disabato, who said 
he is “the Messiah,” was arrested in 
Pittsburgh in April after he drove his car into 
the Poale Zedeck synagogue, causing about 
$30,000 in damages. “I’m not crazy, and I 
don’t hear voices. I just got a feeling sent by 
God to drive real fast for some reason.” 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION! 

A Hollywood, Fla., leukemia patient on 
Medicaid had endured six months of grueling 
chemotherapy in order to be healthy enough 
for a long-awaited bone marrow transplant 
when, in March, a Social Security 
Administration caseworker called her up out 
of the blue to inform her that her son was eli- 
gible for disability payments, which the 
woman immediately signed up for. However, 
almost as immediately, Medicaid removed 


her from its rolls because the disability 
check raised her income beyond the qualify- 
ing maximum, and her transplant was, life- 
threateningly, canceled. In April, the hospital 
persuaded Medicaid to cover the transplant. 

In April, officials in Hudson, N.Y., proudly 
unveiled their state-of-the-art water fountain 
for the disabled in the county courthouse, a 
fixture whose installation was agreed to in a 
2003 settlement with federal officials 
enforcing the Americans With Disabilities 
Act. However, the fountain was installed on 
the courthouse’s second floor, which is 
accessible only by stairway. In defense, 
county officials said the fountain had sever- 
al features for handicapped people other 
than those in wheelchairs. 

Apparently, the death penalty is so impor- 
tant to Californians that they spend $125 
million a year administering it, plus $400 
million recently for a new death row and exe- 
cution chamber even though the state is 
notoriously nearly bankrupt and even though, 
in a death-row population of more than 700, 
only 13 have been executed in the past 30 
years. (As “News of the Weird” mentioned 
last year, one killer demanded the death 
penalty instead of life in prison because 
death row has better facilities and because, 
like nearly everyone on death row, he 
expects to die of disease or natural causes 
before the state can execute him.) Said the 
outraged mother of a raped-and-murdered 
teenage boy, of her son’s killer, “[Scott 
Erskine] is [in] there watching television 
knowing I am going to die before he does.” 


GREAT ART! 

Susan Collis’ conceptual art, “Since I Fell 
for You,” debuted at the Ikon Gallery in 
Birmingham, England, in May, and consists 
of an empty room with pieces of lumber on 
the floor, along with a broom propped 
against a wall and an empty laundry bag. 
Though Birmingham Mail quoted several 
annoyed visitors, Collis defended her work: 
“Often a work that looks very careless ... 
takes a long time to produce.” 

Just finishing up in May at New York 
City’s Museum of Modern Art is a tribute to 
performance artist Marina Abramovic for 
her lifetime achievements in making 
patrons uneasy. Videos played, including 
one in which the artist screams at the top 
of her lungs until such time as she loses 
her voice, and visitors faced unsettling live 
demonstrations, including being asked to 
enter a room by squeezing between a naked 
man and woman facing each other in the 
doorway. The artist herself planned to 
attend the entire run sitting at a table in 
the museum’s atrium, silent and motion- 
less, all day long, during which time patrons 
could stare back at her.

National frails Day launched in 1993 and has become a ral- 
lying cry to get Americans outdoors. It’s officially celebrated on 
the first Saturday of June, but there is no reason why any day 

can’t be your own personal trails day. Just 
strap on the walking shoes and find a wil- 
derness path near you that is begging to 
be explored. 

Texas has hundreds of miles of hiking 
paths ranging from paved sidewalks to rocky 
climbs over rugged hills. Whether you’re tak- 
ing a walk through the soggy coastal wet- 
lands or across the dry desert, being out- 
doors frees the mind and gets the heart 
pumping. Please remember to go prepared, 
know your limits, be aware of your surround- 
ings, take only photographs, leave only foot- 
prints, and have fun. 

The longest continuous hiking trail in the 
state is the 128-mile Lone Star Hiking Trail 
through the Sam Houston National Forest in 
East Texas. The moderate-to-easy path runs 
from near Richards to Cleveland, Texas. No 
bikes, off-road vehicles, or horses are 
allowed, but dogs and primitive camping are 
welcome. The trail is well-marked, but a g 
map is essential, even if you do the journey y 
in stages. d 

Lake Somerville Trailway covers 13 miles 3 
between the Nails Creek and Birch Creek g 
units of Lake Somerville State Park east of ° 

Giddings, with another 8.6 miles of side trails. Although the landscape is not particularly spectacu- 
lar, your chances of seeing wildlife are excellent. The trail is popular with mountain bikers, horse- 
back riders, pets, and hikers. 

The Good Water Trail traverses more than 28 miles around Lake Georgetown. The trail varies 
from single-lane footpaths to old farm roads, and portions can be very rugged. There are trail- 
heads at the parks on the lake and the San Gabriel River that allow access for bicyclists, camp- 
ers, and hikers. 

Every good Texan has to hike at least a portion of the 5.2-mile Window Trail in Big Bend National 
Park. Moderately steep, it offers a beautiful view of the park. There are at least 19 other trails in 
the park worth exploring. 

In 1974, the Big Thicket National Preserve north of Beaumont became the other “Big” in Texas. 
Although the preserve is scattered in nine land units covering 105,684 acres, it has nearly 40 
miles of trails through some of the most biologically diverse public land in Texas. 

A beautiful and easy hike is the 4.5-mile round-trip Lighthouse Trail in Palo Duro Canyon State 
Park, outside of Amarillo. The park has other hiking trails that are all surrounded by the colorful 
walls of the canyon. 

Brazos Bend State Park, southwest of Houston, offers a unique hiking experience as the trail 
crosses marshes, coastal prairie, and wooded bottomland. The trail system includes nine miles of 
smooth hike-and-bike lanes and 12 miles of hiking trails. What makes this park extra special is the 
abundance of wildlife, including the resident alligators.

Calder Cup Finals Come to Cedar Park

Wow, what a month for soccer fans. World Cup 2010 

- each game in glorious HD - every morning and after- 
noon from June 11 through July 11. And in the evenings, 
a monumental Austin Aztex homestand, with the pros- 
pect of games at House Park every three or four days 
for the next month. Throw in a few pregame marches and 
post-game celebrations, and over the next five weeks or 
so a devoted fan might expect to spend about 170 hours 

- a little more than a full week - taking in the beautiful 
game. An obsessed fan might take an extra hour in 
advance to make such a calculation. 

It all starts this Saturday, June 5, 7:30pm, when the 
streaking Aztex host the Puerto Rico Islanders, one of 
the preseason favorites in Division 2. The Aztex come in 
on a tear, with two multigoal road wins last week - 3-1 at 
Miami and 2-0 at Baltimore - extending a six-game 
unbeaten streak and now sporting the top record in the 
league. But, arguably, they haven’t played several of the 
league’s top contenders. That ends this week, as the 
Aztex host three of the top teams in the league over the 
next eight days - including your one-and-only chance to 
see the Portland Timbers and Vancouver Whitecaps at 
House Park, this season or ever; both teams will be in 
Major League Soccer next year. By then the draw for the 
U.S. Open Cup should be set; the games on the sched- 
ule at right are a current best guess. 

The local version of the U.S. Open Cup, the Aztex Cup, 
is a monthslong citywide championship open to all local 
amateur teams - the final will be played at noon this 
Saturday, June 5, noon, at the Onion Creek Soccer Complex. 


As for WC2010, with the opening game now just a 
week away (June 11, Mexico vs. South Africa), all the final 
squads have been named; high-profile cuts include Italy’s 
American-born Giuseppe Rossi and England speedster 
Theo Walcott. There are tuneup games pretty much 
every day now, many of them televised or webcast on 
ESPN3.

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Sophie Treadwell’s Machinal is a bold choice for a new com- 
pany. The expressionist play seeks to shock and dismay the 
audience - not in the sense of “Oh my goodness, she’s naked 


and bleeding from the eyeballs,” but more 
like, “These sounds, images, and ideas are 
causing me deep discomfort.” Machinal sug- 
gests that the mainstream world is cold and 
machinelike, and to survive and thrive within 
it, one must act as a part of the greater 
mechanism. The play shows what happens 
to one sad woman who is never able to fall 
into lockstep with the rest of the world. 

Under Dustin Wills’ direction, this produc- 
tion of Machinal is, to borrow the machine 
metaphor from the script, one in which certain 
components are top-notch but the overall 
engineering doesn’t produce the ideal engine. 
The play is cast smartly, and the ensemble 
does solid work. The set and costumes are 
full of great detail. All the same, the produc- 
tion is like a music box that didn’t get enough 
cranks before the show started. The high 
energy as the show opens is exciting, but 
after intermission, the pace falters. Actors’ 
delivery sags. I saw the show on opening 
night, when it’s possible the company needed 
more rehearsal. Clearly, the goal was preci- 
sion timing and coordination, but latches were 
fumbled and props knocked askew. 

Part of the problem is the set and how 
they work with it. Designer Lisa Laratta 
has covered the stage in doors of all sizes, 
shapes, colors, and varieties. It’s nifty 
to watch the actors pull pieces from the 
floor and hide them again after a scene is 
through, but some of the doors are heavy 
and clumsy to handle. Moreover, since the 
knobs, hinges, handles, and rope pulls 


are three-dimensional, the stage is littered 
with tripping hazards for the actors. (The 
audience, too: Several people tripped on 
the pipelike wire guard on the floor as they 
walked to the far side of the seating area.) 
When the goal is to have five people slam a 
door shut at the same time, any missed cue 
stands out sorely. 

It’s also true that Machinal is a hard show 
to do well. Helen Jones, the central character, 
is a woman who does not fit into the cogs 
and wheels of daily modern life. She’s a sen- 
sitive, frightened dreamer who, after a single, 
brief spell of happiness, snaps and commits 
a terrible crime. Ideally, the audience is sup- 
posed to sympathize with her and understand 
how she gets to a point where she makes 
a hugely irrational and violent choice, but 
the show doesn’t get you there. In Chase 
Crossno’s performance, Helen’s dominant 
characteristics are uncertainty and fear, and 
those are tough to play actively. She’s a weak 
character, and unfortunately, she is so distant 
that she appears remote to the audience 
as well. It’s never apparent that she has the 
capacity to snap and turn violent. 

If anything, the show is an example of 
how a strong cast and a cool concept don’t 
always mean success. Paper Chairs is a 
new company, although its members have 
worked together before with great results. 
One hopes that they will continue to produce 
work in Austin. There is much talent here; 
the company simply needs a little more time 
to grease its engines. - Elizabeth Cobbe

Some plays never grow old, much less die, and Lysistrata 
is one of them. Written 2,500 years ago by Aristophanes, 
that most classic of comic writers, it follows a group of Greek 
women, each representing one of the ancient Greek city-states 


and led by the clever and articulate Athenian 
Lysistrata in their attempt to end the seem- 
ingly endless Peloponnesian War by denying 
sex to their men. 

Now you have to admit, this isn’t such an 
outrageous idea. While some might brand me 
sexist, since I am a man I can say with a great 
amount of certainty, if not outright assured- 
ness, that the brains of men, generally speak- 
ing, are located in the region of their groins. 
Given that you allow this seminal assertion, 
it’s a very short step to conclude that if 
women would deny sex to men, women could 
rule the world. And given the state of the 
world today, much less in ancient Greece, why 
more women haven’t tried it is beyond me. 

But beyond Aristophanes, not many have. 

If Lysistrata is any indication, Aristophanes 
believed that women - Greek women, at 
least - were as desirous for close, moist 
physical contact as Greek men. The women 
in this play desire and even seek sexual 
release as much as the men. But despite 
its comic trappings - and there are many 
of them, including more ridiculously erect 
phalli than you’ve probably ever seen on any 
stage, unless you’ve seen this play before 
- Aristophanes was making a political state- 
ment. He used the guise of comedy to pur- 
sue what he saw as the follies inherent not 
just in relationships between the sexes, but 
in Greek culture. Certainly director Michael 
Floyd and the cast of this Chaotic Theatre 
Company production see the play that way, 
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as they’ve chosen to write original material 
addressing contemporary sexuality and cul- 
ture and intersperse these writings among 
the scenes of the play. 

And if there’s one thing that doesn’t work 
about the production, it’s these original 
writings. Four involve monologues delivered 
with a book in hand, and while I sympathize 
with the common theme - that both women 
and men are stereotyped and objectified 
sexually, interpersonally and in the culture 
at large - the monologues don’t expand on 
the play; rather they obstruct it. They inter- 
rupt the action because they are not comic, 
are delivered in a style entirely different 
from that used in the play, and seem to be 
telling us how we should think about what 
we’re seeing. Even though I’m certain the 
sincere intent was to reflect the play in a 
personal sense, in context, the pieces seem 
to proselytize. (To be fair, the final original 
piece works powerfully and provides the 
most intense and effective moments in the 
production.) And despite all those incredible 
phalli and the presence of a lot of attractive 
actors in various states of undress, there 
really isn’t a lot of sexual heat in the play. 

It’s almost as if, despite their revealing per- 
sonal words, the actors are hesitant to come 
too close to their very close, very physical 
subject. Heat, though, is what this play and 
what this production most need. Because if 
there’s one thing Lysistrata most definitely is, 
it’s hot. - Barry Pineo

This city, as you’re likely aware, is lousy with improv. This city, 
as you may have noticed, is a hotbed of stand-up. What’s been 
lacking, the longtime topical antics of Esther’s Follies and the 


interstitial hijinks of Master Pancake mock- 
ery notwithstanding, is a decent sketch com- 
edy scene. 

Enter ColdTowne Theater, a venue striving 
mightily to establish itself as Sketch Central. 
Toward this end, it has featured the multi- 
membered Midnight Society, the duo of Your 
Terrific Neighbors, and various talented oth- 
ers throughout the previous year. It debuted, 
earlier this annum, the app-riffing show Eye 
for an iPhone as directed by former Second 
City comrade (and current Frank Mills stal- 
wart) Dave Buckman. And now, what we’re 
considering here, they’ve got a show called 
Shanty Town Lake. 

This is a show that you probably won’t 
be disappointed by. This is a show that you 
might like an awful lot, maybe even enough 
to come back the next week and see it 
again with a friend. If so, we suggest there 
are two reasons for this. 

The first reason is the way the show is 
structured. There are scripted narrative bits, 
and there are instances of improv; there 
are a couple of song-and-dance numbers; 
there are random bursts of absurdity uncon- 
nected to anything else in the show. All 
these parts are performed - by Elizabeth 
Brammer, Michael Jastroch, Josh Krilov, 

Rachel Madorsky, Bryan Roberts, and Justin 
York - with much enthusiasm and varying 
levels of finesse under the direction of the 
above-mentioned Buckman. Some of the 
parts were better created than others, but, 
on average, yeah, it’s good stuff. One could 
do worse when roughly following the theme of 
economic collapse and societal dissolution. 

But, right, the structure. The situation of 
homeless folks trying to amuse themselves 
sets the stage, and from there the action 
proliferates. One sketch will segue logically 
into another, then be broken by a spate 


of singing which clears the mind’s palate 
for a totally unrelated sketch, which might 
be punctuated by a 10-second glimpse of 
something totally random and funny before 
moving to an improvised vignette, then back 
to another logical sequence of narratives. 
This seems, at least, to be orchestrated for 
best impact, not just thrown together hap- 
hazardly: There’s a staggered rhythm going, 
making sure that the audience isn’t lulled 
into complacency by the same old same 
old. (The rhythms are abetted figuratively 
and literally by Le Sexy’s Jason Laney, off- 
stage and on keyboards and the best of the 
vocals.) What this structural rhythm is most 
reminiscent of is the Laugh-In TV show from 
decades past: effective then, effective now. 

And the second reason this show might 
kick your ass in a pleasurable fashion is 
that it’s chock-full of Bryan “Lubu” Roberts. 
This guy, this fuckin’ guy, when he’s play- 
ing the homeless mayor of Austin, he’s like 
some mad cross between Ferris Bueller and 
a tweaking Smurf’s version of Snoop Dogg. 
Even when he’s not getting his funky ghetto 
on, the mere presence of Roberts on the 
boards is enough to double the wattage of 
performative goodness. A few of the gambits 
in Shanty Town Lake had me chuckling at 
their cleverness, but it was the bits with that 
ruddy-haired goofball that reduced me to 
tears, actual tears of laughter. Yeah: Me and 
the rest of the audience, howling. 

In the battle to establish a decent 
sketch-comedy scene, Roberts may well be 
the not-so-secret weapon that defeats any 
adversary - especially when embedded with- 
in a structure directed like Dave Buckman 
directs Shanty Town Lake. 

Sketch Central, is that the idea? Cold- 
Towne’s at least halfway there.

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This interesting documentary, which has spent the last half- 
year on the film-festival circuit, has achieved, rather suddenly, 
the utmost in topicality in the wake of Arizona’s passage of 


its infamous “show me your papers" law. 
Byler and Park’s film records the 2007-2008 
events in Prince William County, Virginia, 
that surrounded the passage of a similar 
measure aimed at curbing illegal immigra- 
tion. The county board of supervisors there 
unanimously passed a law requiring police 
officers to stop anyone whom they had prob- 
able cause to believe was an illegal alien. 
Byler and Park, co-founders of the 
Coffee Party, were there to observe 
every public moment as the board 
wrestled with the fallout and con- 
cerned citizens galvanized around 
both sides of the issue. Events grew 
more complicated once the police 
chief calmly informed the board that 
new taxes would have to be passed 
in order cover the $14 million of estimated 
extra expenses to train his people in the 
details of upholding the law and to purchase 
cameras to mount on the dashboards of all 
police cruisers. Most telling, however, was 
the eventual testimony of the leaders of the 
Federation for American Immigration Reform 
(FAIR), the group ultimately behind both the 
Virginia and Arizona initiatives. In Virginia, 
the group helped guide the efforts of the 
indefatigable blogger who founded Help Save 
Manassas, the group that led the charge 
against the illegal aliens. In the end, this film 


exposes the calculatedness of politicians who 
exploit the immigration issue as a boon to 
their election bids. Part of what makes 9500 
Liberty so special is what Byler and Park did 
with their footage before it was assembled 
into this feature film. They created a YouTube 
channel and posted all their interviews and 
clips online as they were gathered, and they 
encouraged viewer participation in shaping the 
material and steering the filmmak- 
ers toward unexamined aspects 
of the subject. In time, the Virginia 
statute was amended to eradicate 
the “probable cause” provision, so 
that a person’s legal status could 
not be investigated unless the 
individual was first apprehended 
for another crime. The film has 
served as a cautionary tale, until the legisla- 
tors in Arizona, of course, stirred things up 
again. Byler, whose previous narrative films 
Americanese and Charlotte Sometimes both 
won Audience Awards at previous South by 
Southwest Film Festivals. 9500 Liberty has 
little of the flowing grace of those movies and 
evidences the jagged video look and on-the-fly 
cinematography common to so many mod- 
ern documentaries. Yet what this film has in 
urgency and timeliness makes it a unique wit- 
ness to our times. - Marjorie Baumgarten

GET HIM TO THE GREEK 

D: Nicholas Stoller; with Jonah Hill, Russell Brand, Sean Combs, 
Elisabeth Moss, Rose Byrne, Colm Meaney. (R, 108 min.) 

Director Stoller and producer Judd Apatow 
of the 2008 Jason Segel-penned comedy 
Forgetting Sarah Marshall have taken that 
film’s breakout character Aldous Snow, a 
debauched rock & roll travesty, and spun 
him into the star of his own movie, Get Him 
to the Greek. For his travel companion in 
this wacky road movie, Snow (played then 
and now by the irrepressible Brand) has 
Aaron Green (Hill, who played a completely 
different character in Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall), a quick-witted junior A&R type 
working for Pinnacle Records, which is 
headed by Sergio Roma (Combs). Clean and 
sober for seven years, Snow fell colassally 
off the wagon after the disaster of his last 
video, “African Child” (which the public and 
press concurred was the “worst thing to 
happen to Africa since apartheid”), and the 
subsequent departure of his longtime girl- 
friend Jackie Q (Byrne). The opening portion 
of the movie is devoted to the filming of the 
video and the international response to the 
song, and this segment is the funniest sus- 
tained stretch of the movie. The rest of Get 
Him to the Greek is episodic and spasmodi- 
cally funny: Good jokes and gags perk up 
otherwise rambling and sometimes misbe- 
gotten sequences. The film feels like a col- 
lection of sketches instead of a mad, three- 
day, drug-and-sex-infused whirl for which 
Green has been deputized by Roma to fetch 
Snow in London, fly him to New York to tape 
The Today Show, and then on to Los Angeles 
for a commemorative performance at the 
fabled Greek Theatre. Hill and Brand have 
good chemistry as a mismatched couple: 
Brand, lithe and bobbing, forever erratic, 
and Hill, stout and stolid, smart enough 
to keep up with Brand yet wise enough to 
keep some emotional distance from his 
idol. A side trip to Las Vegas to drop in on 
Snow’s dad (Meaney) and an aborted sexual 
threeway slow the proceedings down for 
meager payoffs, and the rampant sexism 
and third-act moralizing about the value of 
monogamy and sobriety may prove to be 
turnoffs to other viewers. Surprisingly, the 
women - Mad Men’s Moss as Green’s girl- 
friend and Byrne as Jackie Q - deliver rich, 
sympathetic performances.

Vieira (Matt Lauer performed similar duties 
on Land of the Lost, another Universal 
Pictures tie-in with its NBC corporate sister), 
but strangest of all is Today Show green- 
room guest Paul Krugman. Released on the 
same post-Memorial Day weekend as The 
Hangover, last summer’s (non-Apatow-affili- 
ated) smash comedy, Get Him to the Greek 
is clearly betting on a similar box-office bac- 
chanal.

Di Gregorio co-wrote Gomorrah, a shud- 
dering Mafia expose that makes a person 
want to look away from all the awfulness 
onscreen. Mid-August Lunch, the 60-year- 
old’s directorial debut, achieves rather the 
opposite effect; so cozy and lulling and slight 
is it, I could hardly keep my eyes open. That 
is not quite the disparagement it sounds 
like; Mid-August Lunch’s more-or-less 24-hour 
cycle takes place around the Ferragosto holi- 
day on Aug. 15, when it is hot and bright and 
the Roman people have either emptied the 
city or retired indoors for a nice long nap. 
Middle-aged bachelor Gianni (played genially 
by the director) plans on a quiet holiday 
with his 97-year-old mother (played by De 
Franciscis), with whom he lives. In a smartly 
underplayed preface, Gregorio establishes 
the mother-son dynamic: loving but exhaust- 
ing. Her demands, while not immoderate, 
are relentless, and Gianni is run ragged as 
her full-time caretaker. Now imagine that, 
the film supposes, with considerable mirth, 
times four: Partly through accident, partly 
through design, Gianni takes in three more 
senior-aged women for the Ferragosto holi- 
day, Italian mamas dumped by adult children 
who want to go play. The quartet of senior 
women are, for the director, mostly a means 
to an end, their neediness and snipping and 
restricted diets spinning Gianni to and fro. Di 
Gregorio has not unreasonably given himself 
the lead: His hero is likable but one-note, 
and that note can be found in the bottom 
of a bottle of vino. But these women! These 
women are marvelous, with ancient, creased 
faces and the kind of admirable fuck-all atti- 
tude that comes with age. I couldn’t take my 
eyes off them. - Kimberley Jones

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PRINCESS KAIULANI D:MarcForby ;

It’s certainly one of the most beauti- 
ful costume-drama/historical-romance 
naps you’ll ever have, but this effortlessly 
evocative, endlessly ennui-inducing paean 
to Hawaii’s final princess is, ultimately, a 
dull, Upstairs Downstairs affair. That’s partly 
because it dances (eloquently, but still) 
around the grim truths behind the annexa- 
tion of the sovereign nation of Hawaii in the 
late 19th century by the U.S., and partly 
because it’s nearly flawless in its depiction 
of that time and those places while simulta- 
neously being hopped up on pseudohistori- 
cal teenage rebellion. It wants to spark a 
fever, but it’s a chilly sort of film. Director 
Forby and cinematographer Gabriel Beristain 
do their damnedest to give the proceedings 
a lush, tropical verve that acts as a semi- 
counterbalance to the film’s lengthy middle 
section, wherein the 13-year-old, half-blood 
Princess Kaiulani (Kilcher) is shipped off 
to England by her widowed father, Archie 
Cleghorn (Yuill). He rightly fears for her 
safety as Yankee agitators (led by Pepper’s 
Lorrin Thurston) and a Dole Plantation 
forebear (Patton) force her uncle, King 
Kalakaua (Kaowili), to open his peaceable 
kingdom to the West or face obliteration. 
Once ensconced in the UK, she’s made 
to endure the stiff, woolen awfulness of a 
Victorian education. “Where ’re you from?” 
hisses one catty classmate, zipping through 
the Victorian racism grid with an agile “Are 
you Irish?!” Suddenly, it’s “two years later” 
and Princess Kaiulani’s life seems mostly to 
have arrived at the intersection of bicycles, 
bodices, and boyfriends, the latter in the 
form of one Clive Davies (Evans), a nice 
chap with a penchant for aristocratic airs 
that belie his common lineage. When her 
uncle dies, the less-than-democratic actions 
on the part of the U.S. and its business 
interests are thrown into tawdry, imperial 
motion, and it’s high time for the princess to 
act according to her station. The remainder 
of the film is less exciting for the history it 
reveals (loosely, although the film’s palace 
sequences were shot in the actual royal 
Hawaiian manse) than for the intriguing 
question hanging over everything, namely 
“When will the princess get a clue?” The 
role is an easy/odd one for Kilcher, who 
trod a very similar path as Pocahontas in 


Terrence Malick’s The New World. Obviously, 
she can do native royalty like nobody’s busi- 
ness, but I’d like to see her do something 
else, just for once. Her performance here 
feels overly stiff, until it is necessarily bent 
under the weight of the crushingly melodra- 
matic third act. That might just be intention- 
al: A princess out of her court is still a prin- 
cess and prone to act like one, but Kilcher’s 
emotive abilities tax the imagination beyond 
the scope of history. - Marc Savlov

“The event on which this fiction is 
founded has been supposed, by Dr. 
[Erasmus] Darwin, and some of the 
physiological writers of Germany, as not of 
impossible occurrence.” It’s a fair bet that 
Mary Wollstonecraft Godwin Shelley had 
little inkling of how galvanically influential 
a literary dodge the opening sentence of 
her most famous work would become. 

She was, after all, very much a teenager 
when she began writing Frankenstein: or , 
the Modern Prometheus in 1816, while 
spending a dreary but, by all accounts, 
hopelessly romantic winter with future 
husband Percy Bysshe Shelley and Lord 
Byron in Switzerland. (Check out Ken 
Russell’s Gothic if you’re keen for a more 
scurrilous and fun accounting.) Splice is 
a twisted little genetic updating that’s not 
half as electrifying as Shelley’s novel twist 
on the whole man/God/creation situation 
(and the perils thereof). The film owes 
everything to Frankenstein, but these days 
what doesn’t? Splice’s director, Natali, 
is American-born and Toronto-based (he 
directed the 1997 stunner Cube), and 
here he has crafted a classic caution- 
ary tale that works simultaneously as a 
thriller, love story, and meditation on what 
it means to be a scientist in a time in 
which everything is suddenly possible - at 
least in theory. It’s also a grim window 
into a genetically engineered future that

is almost certainly going to happen, if it hasn’t already. 
Clive and Elsa (Brody and Polley) are married geneticist 
geniuses in the employ of a chilly biotech firm that’s 
seeking to “splice” together the genetic strands of vari- 
ous organisms with the aim of creating new life forms 
- Chimeras whose enzymes may carry the cures for all 
manner of human ailments ... if all goes according to 
plan. Despite several plot devices having been lifted 
from the films of fellow Torontonian David Cronenberg 
(notably, The Fly), things do not go according to plan, 
spectacularly so. French actor Chaneac turns in an 
emotionally bravura (if perhaps a tad too anime-esque, 
ocularly speaking) performance as the outcome of Clive 
and Elsa’s ill-conceived experiment in the creation of a 
new species dubbed Dren. When at its best, Splice is a 
seething cauldron of intellectually of-the-now arguments, 
both pro and con, which examine the rapacious nature 
of Big Pharma, the necessity and danger of unshackled 
scientific progress, and the too-fine line between man 
and man’s oversized ambitions. Oh, and love, hope, hor- 
ror, and, yes, semi-mad (but no longer all that weird) sci- 
ence. Splice will make you uncomfortable for the same 
reason that Shelley’s original literary template has 
metastasized and gone viral, again and again, over the 
past two centuries. It addresses, in genre terms, our 
fear of mortality, our dream of conquering oblivion, the 
soul-deep surety that time is running out. Homo sapi- 
ens, like so many failed species before us, are messy, 
inchoate animals, adrift from nature, yet still, against all 
odds, struggling to do the right thing. Except, so often, 
we do the exact opposite. - Marc Savlov

BABIES D: Thomas Balmes. (PG, 79 min.) 

Babies are cute and fairly irresistible: the equivalent of 
onscreen catnip. This feature-length film is akin to a nature doc- 
umentary in its exclusive focus on human babies in their natural 
habitats. However, there is no voiceover narration to explain or 
comment on what we are seeing. Four babies from around the 
world are the film’s subjects: Ponijao in Namibia, Bayarjargal 
in Mongolia, Mari in Tokyo, and Hattie in San Francisco. French 
director Balmes cross-cuts throughout the film to capture vari- 
ous stages in the babies’ development, although oftentimes 
the connections among them seem more visual than thematic. 
The point I think Balmes is trying to make is that human babies 
have more commonalities than differences. The film pays no 
attention to the cultural influences or, at most, deals only in 
broad generalities. It’s an old argument: whether nature or 
nurture has a greater influence in childhood development. The 
unmediated nature documentary Babies clearly makes a case 
for the former.

This manic family comedy aims to be a sort of opera bouffe 
sung in the key of the Bronx. Garcia, who also produced, plays 
Vince Rizzo, a prison guard who secretly wants to be an actor; 
he reads Brando biographies in the bathroom and attends acting 
classes in the city under the cover of poker night with the boys. 

His haranguing wife, Joyce (Margulies, ear-bleedingly shrill), sus- 
pects an affair but won’t come out and say it, a quality that runs 
in the family. As a comedy of errors, City Island expends a lot of 
energy spinning the action ever zanier, to no great benefit.

But when writer/director 
De Felitta dials it down, he shows strains of the same compas- 
sion, warmth, and sensitivity to the complexities of family that 
distinguished his lovely first feature, 2000’s Two Family House.

Avatar' s Worthington is cast as Perseus, a 
self-denying demigod with serious father issues who 
must find a way to defeat all manner of mythological 
beasties. (The complex lineages of Greek mythology 
are helpfully spelled out for those who didn’t major in 
humanities in one of the longest expository prologues 
yet committed to film.) But no one in his or her right 
mind is going to Clash of the Titans for extra credit (one 
hopes); they’re going for the epic monster vs. man (or 
man-god) kickassery, and Leterrier’s film does have 
some nifty CGI up its sleeve. It’s being released in 3-D 
but wasn’t conceived that way, and the result is a murky 
image that’s often far too dark for the action onscreen 
and which features little if any three-dimensional awe- 
someness one would expect from an “epic adventure” 
such as this.

THE GIRL WITH

No one escapes untainted in this grimly fiendish 
adaptation of Stieg Larsson’s bestselling novel. On 
the face of it, the film is something of an investiga- 
tively inclined thriller. The film quickly realizes itself as 
vastly intriguing, well-written, and sensationally topical. 
Chief among those intrigues is the disappearance, 
some 40 years earlier, of a young girl from a Swedish 
island. She was the niece of a now-82-year-old retired 
industrialist who hires Stockholm-based journalist 
Mikael Blomkvist (Nyqvist) to investigate the cold 
case. Running parallel to and finally weaving its way 
into Blomkvist’s own storyline is the scrutiny of the 
fearsomely independent and black-clad, cycle-riding 
female hacker Lisbeth Salander (Rapace): the girl with 
the dragon tattoo. Oplev’s film is deftly calculated to 
thrill even as it repulses. This is not your mother’s 
murder mystery, unless your mother’s maiden name 
is de Sade and she has an appallingly bleak vision of 
modern society that occasionally fixates on the histori- 
cal misdeeds of the corporate/industrial world and the 
correction thereof.

It’s a hotly contested category, sure, but Pansy 
Division might be the ballsiest band ever: They

Nineteen years on, their funny, 
aggressive pop-punk is hookier and 
their output more prodigious than 
ever, but they rarely get a chance 
to tour. Founder Jon Ginoli gives us 
a glimpse into what might be their 
only live show this year. 

Austin Chronicle: You played dur- 
ing Austin Pride two years ago. How 
was it? 

Jon Ginoli: It was fun, but our 
show was in a field on an unshad- 
ed stage with 98-degree tem- 
peratures, with the crowd standing 
under some trees about 150 feet 
away. There were a few diehard 
souls in front, dancing. 

AC: What's changed since you first 
started playing? 

JG: The country has gotten more 
tolerant about gay stuff. The queer 
scene? More diverse than ever. The 


punk scene? Well, I tend to buy 
reissues rather than newer bands. 
AC: What's up with these punks 
today? Do you have a lot of 
younger fans? 

JG: Some, but there have always 
been different threads of punk, dif- 
ferent styles under that umbrella. 
Our style of pop-punk is pretty far 
from hardcore, but that’s the way 
we like it. 

AC: You’ve been archiving queer- 
core recently. Why is it important to 
preserve queer punk history? 

JG: A lot of stuff happened that 
a lot of people knew about at the 
time, and it was significant in terms 
of what had been possible only 
a few years before. As time has 
passed, that chapter has been 
overlooked. I wanted to document it, 
since I was there, and it meant so 
much to a lot of us. - Cindy Widner

PROTEST HIGH 
PROPERTY TAXES 

My property taxes are way too high, and I want to chal- 
lenge them. How do I do it? 

File a written protest. A written notice of protest 
will be considered valid if it identifies the owner, the 
property being protested, and clearly indicates that 
you disagree with the appraisal district’s decision. An 
easy way to file a written protest is to download and 
submit the Protest Form provided by the Travis County 
Appraisal District (www.traviscad.org/pdf/Notice_of_ 
Protest_Form_50_132 . pdf) . 

Keep in mind that there is a deadline to file a 
notice of protest of your property’s value. As a general 
rule, the deadline will be the later of the following 
dates: 1) May 31 or 2) 30 days after the appraisal 
district mails a notice of appraised value (note that it’s 
not when you received the notice; rather, it is when 
the notice was mailed, so be sure to look at the correct 
date). There are a handful of exceptions that would 
allow people to file a late protest (full-time military, 
offshore workers, etc.). 

Not sure whether you want to protest your property 
taxes? Some of the factors the Texas Comptroller’s Office 
suggests a property owner should consider to determine 
whether a protest would be appropriate include: 

Is the property valued unequally when compared 
with other property in the appraisal district? 

Did the appraisal district deny a relevant exemption 
(homestead exemption, disabled veteran exemption, etc.)? 

Do the appraisal records show an incorrect owner or 
identify the wrong property? 

Is the property being taxed by the wrong taxing 
units (i.e., the tax records show the property in the 
incorrect school district)? 

If the answer to any of these questions is yes, the 
property owner may want to give consideration to pro- 
testing the property’s value for property-tax purposes. 
Read previous “Common Law” columns for tips on how 
to prepare a good argument for a tax-value protest.

ATTACK OF THE STUCK 
DISTRIBUTOR 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

It was a rainy afternoon. ... I had driven a couple of 
miles when the car stalled. I opened the hood and stared at 
the engine. What else is there to do? After 15 minutes and a 
few more tries, the engine started and I limped home. It was 
really wet a few days ago, and again the car just would not 
start. I decide to pop the distributor cap and have a look. In 
the process, the clip at the back of the distributor broke off. Of 
course, the friendly folks at my Volkswagen dealership say the 
clip is part of the distributor itself, not sold separately. Sigh. 
So I got another distributor on eBay and went out to remove 
my old one. No luck. It’s frozen to the block and won’t budge. 
So far, I have tried repeated applications of PB Blaster and 
Liquid Wrench. I have tried prying it out with a crowbar. I 
got the engine running and let it run for a while, hoping the 
heat from the engine might help the goop work. I also tried 
tapping it with a hammer, and when I couldn’t get a decent 
swing due to tight quarters, I moved up to an air chisel, and 
tried to rotate the base of the distributor with that. It is still 
stuck solid. Any suggestions for me? -Jim 

TOM: Well, these all are things we would have tried, 
Jim. Our next step would have been to set the car on fire. 

RAY: No, you’ve far from exhausted your options, 
Jim. If you haven’t already chiseled Teddy Roosevelt’s 
profile into the distributor with the air chisel, one option 
is to simply forget about the broken clip and glue a new 
distributor cap to the base of the old distributor. 

TOM: What we do is coat the bottom edge of the 
cap with a silicone adhesive and then use the remaining 
clip and a couple of wire ties to secure it. And once that 
adhesive sets, the distributor cap won’t go anywhere. 

RAY: If it’s already too late for that (I’m guessing it is), 
the next thing to try is, with the cap off the distributor 
and the remaining “good” clip folded out of the way, grab- 
bing the distributor with an oil-filter wrench. An oil-filter 
wrench has a round metal strap that you can tighten and 
is specifically designed to turn a round object. 

TOM: If that doesn’t work, then you start double- 
teaming it. Engage a friend, and have him apply the 
oil-filter wrench while you work the air chisel. The air 
chisel also will create vibrations, which may allow the 
penetrant (the PB Blaster or Liquid Wrench) to work 
its way in. So keep squirting more of that stuff while 
you’re chiseling and pushing. 

RAY: If all that fails, you can attack it from underneath. 
If you get the car up on ramps, from underneath the car 
you can apply the air chisel to the bottom of the distribu- 
tor. That may help work it loose. 

TOM: But when you start getting frustrated, make 
sure you stop and take a break, Jim. It’s easy to take 
out your frustration on the car and become overzealous. 
Remember, you’re air-chiseling right near the engine 
block, and you don’t want to accidentally get excited that 
you sense movement and then realize you’ve just chiseled 
off a piece of the block! 

RAY: Right. That’ll result in what we call a “$2,000 
distributor clip.” 

TOM: So fight with it, but fight with it judiciously, 
Jim. And when you get to the point where you’re string- 
ing more than four curse words in a row before you get to 
the word “distributor,” that’s the time to wave the white 
flag and take it to a professional. Good luck.

Anyone who has sold more than 70 million records is worthy of a 
heapin’ helpin’ of A-Town adoration, but CP did it as a black country singer. That’s 
like a big slab of improbable sandwiched between a couple of slices of impossible, 
slathered in unthinkable and garnished with unbelievable. In other words, a lot of 
“ble” to wrap your head around. Pride knows what it’s like to be a victim of dis- 
crimination. Pride knows what it’s like to overcome obstacles. Pride understands 
the plight of the downtrodden, but he also knows the thrill of victory and the 
triumph of accomplishment. Did you know that Charley Pride is the only black 
person ever inducted into the Grand Ole Opry? Ever. Not even EP can say that 
. . . especially since ... no matter what you read in the tabloids . . . Elvis is dead. 
CP on the other hand, 
is alive and kickin’ - 
just attended spring 
training camp with the 
Texas Rangers ... as he 
has for the past 30-plus 
years. Pride knows per- 
severance. He tried to 
become a major league 
baseball player until his fastball lost its mustard due to an arm injury He ended 
up playing semipro in Helena, Mo.; working in a zinc smelter; and playing club 
gigs a couple of nights a week. With the help of a local DJ, he landed on a package 
show with Red Foley and Red Sovine, who later hooked him up with legendary 
guitarist and record executive Chet Atkins. The rest is history - a history well 
worth four days of colorful revelry, remembrance, pomp, and circumstance, 
and at the very least just one. Hey, if Buck Owens gets a birthday bash, Charley 
Pride deserves one, too. Sadly however, Charley Pride’s birthday falls on March 
18, which is usually smack-dab in the middle of South by Southwest. Of all the 
damned luck, eh? Sorry, Charley. This weekend is a pretty good weekend for 
a Pride fest too. In fact, there is a Pride fest this weekend, only this Pride isn’t 
black, it’s rainbow-colored. Confusing yes, but not for Pride participants. They’re 
all rock-solid sure of their sexual orientation - so much so they’re proud of it, 
thus the name. This Pride might not knock out a stirring rendition of “Kiss an 
Angel Good Morning” (unless it’s a gender-nonspecific remix with a throbbing 
disco beat), but they will turn out festively and in impressive numbers. Austin is, 
after all, the state capital and arguably the third gayest city in Texas ... at least in 
terms of numbers. Most importantly, Pride is about reminding the breeders that 
gay, lesbian, bi, and transgender people are people too . . . equally deserving of the 
same rights as their het counterparts, some of which they still do not enjoy. As 
with any large, diverse group of disenfranchised people, there are varying meth- 
ods and opinions on how equal rights should be achieved. Some see Pride as a 
way to show the straight world that GLBT people are the same in just about every 
way, only freakier in the sack. Others, however, see Pride as a way to celebrate 
their differences. If you’re into shock and awe, you’ll probably want to hang out 
with the latter. At least their parties are a lot more fun. This Friday, you can get 
in on the action at the QueerBomb Rally and Procession, which starts at the ND 
at 501 Studios and parades through Downtown. After the rally, there will be a 
“stank throwdown” featuring two DJ’s, as well as performances by Litde Stolen 
Moments, Kings N Things, and Christeene, the world’s most terrifying drag 
queen and the “lady” most likely to inspire Charley Pride to sing, ‘Anyplace is all 
right as long as I can forget I’ve ever known her.”
